THE  CITRUS  COMMISSION  LAW 

CHAPTER  NO.  16854 
Laws  of  Florida,  Acts  of  1935

AN  ACT  to  amend  Sections  16,  21,  23  and  25  of  Chapter  16854 
Laws  of  Florida,  Acts  of  1935,  entitled  "An  Act  to  stabilize  and 
protect  the  citrus  industry  of  the  State  of  Florida  and  to  promote 
the  general  welfare  of  such  industry  and  of  the  State  of  Florida; 
to  create  a  £>tate  citrus  commission  of  the  State  of  Florida  to  be 
known  as  "Florida  Citrus  Commission";  to  provide  for  the  ap- 
pointment and  payment  of  expenses  of  the  members  of  such  com- 
mission and  td  prescribe  the  powers,  duties  and  functions  of  such 
commission  and- the  qualifications  and  terms  of  office  of  members 
thereof;  to  create  seven  citrus  districts  to  be  numbered  one  to 
seven;  to  provide  for  the  adoption  by  said  commission  of  rules, 
regulations  and  orders  necessary  and  proper  for  an  effective  ad- 
ministration and  enforcement  of  this  Act;  to  protect  and  enhance 
the  reputation  of  Florida  citrus  fruit  in  domestic  and  foreign 
markets;  to  regulate  the  inspection,  grading  and  marking  of  citrus 
fruit,  to  prohibit  the  shipping  of  citrus  fruit  in  violation  of  this 
Act;  to  prescribe  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Agriculture  of  the  State  of  Florida  in  the  enforcement  of  this  Act; 
to  provide  for  judicial  review  of  protests  made  in  connection  with 
any  rules,  regulations  or  orders  adopted  pursuant  to  this  Act;  to 
provide  for  the  levy  and  collection  of  assessments  and  the  dis- 
bursement thereof;  to  provide  for  inspection  and  inspection  serv- 
ices; and  to  provide  penalties  for  violations  of  the  provisions  of 
this  Act  and  any  rule,  regulation  or  order  promulgated  thereunder." 

Be  It  Enacted  By  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 

Section  1.  That  this  Act  is  passed: 

(a)  In  the  exercise  of  the  police  power  of  the  State  to  protect 
the  public  health  and  welfare  and  to  stabilize  and  protect  the  citrus 
industry  of  the  State  of  Florida. 
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(b)  Because  the  citrus  fruit  crop  grown  in  Florida  comprises 
the  major  agricultural  crop  of  Florida  and  the  business  of  disposing 
of  such  crop  is  of  public  interest. 

(c)  Because  it  is  wise,  necessary  and  expedient  to  protect  ana 
enhance  the  quality  and  reputation  of  Florida  citrus  fruit  in  domestic 
and  foreign  markets. 

(d)  To  provide  means  whereby  producers  of  citrus  fruit  and 
all  interested  parties  may  secure  prompt  and  efficient  inspection  and 
classification  of  grades  of  citrus  fruit  at  reasonable  cost,  it  being 
hereby  recognized  that  the  standardization  of  the  citrus  fruit  indus- 
try of  Florida  by  the  proper  grading  and  classification  of  citrus  fruit 
by  prompt  and  efficient  inspection  under  competent  authority  is 
beneficial  alike  to  producer,  shipper,  carrier,  receiver  and  consumer 
in  that  it  furnishes  the  producer  and  shipper  prima  facie  evidence  of 
the  quality  and  condition  of  products,  it  informs  the  carrier  and 
receiver  of  the  quality  of  the  products  carried  and  received  by  them 
and  assures  the  ultimate  consumer  of  the  quality  of  the  products 
purchased. 

(e)  To  stabilize  the  Florida  citrus  industry  and  to  protect  the 
public  against  fraud,  deception  and  financial  loss  through  further 
repetition  of  unscrupulous  practices  and  haphazard  methods  in  con- 
nection with  the  marketing  of  citrus  fruit. 

(f)  Because  said  Act  is  designed  to  promote  the  general  welfare 
of  the  Florida  citrus  fruit  industry,  which  in  turn  will  promote  the 
general  welfare  of  the  State  of  Florida. 

Section  2.  That  as  used  in  this  Act: 

1.  The  term  "Commission"  means  the  State  Citrus  Commission 
hereinafter  created  and  designated  as  "Florida  Citrus  Commission." 

2.  The  term  "Commissioner"  means  the  Commissioner  of  Agri- 
culture of  the  State  of  Florida. 

3.  The  term  "person"  means  individual,  partnership,  corpora- 
tion, association  and /or  any  other  business  unit. 

4.  The  term  "citrus  fruit"  means  and  includes  only  the  fruits 
Citrus  Grandis,  Osbeck,  commonly  called  grapefruit  and /or  Citrus 
Sinensis,  Osbeck,  commonly  called  oranges,  and/or  Citrus  Nobilis 
Deliciosa,  commonly  called  tangerines,  grown  in  the  State  of  Florida. 
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5.  The  term  "ship"  means  to  convey  citrus  fruit  or  cause  citrus 
fruit  to  be  conveyed,  in  the  State  of  Florida,  in  the  current  of  intra= 
state  and/ or  interstate  and /or  foreign  commerce  by  rail,  truck,  boat, 
or  any  other  means  except  by  express  or  parcel  post,  whether  as 
owner,  agent  or  otherwise. 

6.  "Shipment"  of  citrus  fruit  shall  be  deemed  to  take  place 
when  the  citrus  fruit  is  loaded,  within  the  State  of  Florida,  in  the 
car,  boat,  truck  or  other  conveyance  in  which  the  citrus  fruit  is  to 
be  transported  in  or  out  of  the  State  of  Florida. 

7.  The  term  "shipper"  means  any  person  engaged  in  shipping 
citrus  fruit  or  causing  citrus  fruit  to  be  shipped,  in  Florida,  in  the 
current  of  intrastate  and/or  interstate  and/or  foreign  commerce, 
whether  as  owner,  agent  or  otherwise. 

8.  The  term  "standard  packed  box"  means  1-3/5  bushels  of 
citrus  fruit  whether  in  bulk  or  containers. 

Section  3.  That  there  is  hereby  created  and  established  a  State 
Citrus  Commission  to  be  known  and  designated  as  'Florida  Citrus 
Commission'  to  be  composed  of  eleven  practical  citrus  fruit  men, 
resident  citizens  of  the  State  of  Florida,  each  of  whom  is  and  has 
been  actively  engaged  in  growing,  or  growing  and  shipping,  of  citrus 
fruit  in  the  State  of  Florida  for  a  period  of  at  least  five  years  im- 
mediately prior  to  his  appointment  to  the  said  Commission  and  who 
has,  during  said  period,  derived  the  major  portion  of  his  income 
therefrom,  or  has  been  the  directing  or  managing  head  of  a  corpor- 
ation, firm  partnership  or  other  business  unit  which  has,  during  said 
period,  derived  the  major  portion  of  its  income  from  the  growing,  or 
growing  and  shipping,  of  citrus  fruit.  Seven  members  of  said  Com- 
mission shall  be  growers  not  connected  with  any  packing,  shipping  or 
marketing  organization  or  association,  either  as  officers  or  as  paid 
employees,  and  the  remaining  four  members  of  said  Commission  shall 
be  growers  who  are  also  shippers  or  connected  with  a  packing,  ship- 
ping or  marketing  organization  or  association,  either  as  officers 
or  as  paid  employees.  The  qualifications  for  members  of  said  Com- 
mission, as  above  set  forth  and  required  shall  continue  throughout 
the  respective  terms  of  office  of  all  members.  The  regular  term  of 
office  of  the  members  of  such  Commission  shall  be  two  (2)  years 
from  date  of  appointment,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  until 
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their  respective  successors  are  appointed  and  qualified.  In  any  event 
the  term  of  office  of  each  member  of  the  Commission  shall  begin 
as  of  the  first  day  of  June  of  the  year  of  his  appointment,  and  shall 
end  on  the  31st  day  of  May  of  the  year  of  the  expiration  of  his  term 
of  office.  The  terms  of  office  of  the  present  members  of  said  Com- 
mission shall  cease  and  terminate  upon  the  appointment  and  quali- 
fication of  their  successors   who  shall  be  appointed  after   this  Act 
becomes  effective.  The  Governor  of  the  State  of  Florida  shall  appoint 
eleven  (11)  men  with  the  qualifications  stated  above  to  be  members 
of  said  Commission,  three  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  from  the  State 
at  Large,  and  the  remaining  eight  as  follows:  One  member  from  each 
of  the  Citrus  Districts  hereinafter  defined,  created  and  established, 
numbered  Citrus  Districts,   Number  One  to  Six  inclusive,   and  two 
members  from  Citrus  District  Number  Seven.  Such  members  shall  be 
appointed  and  serve  for  a  term  of  two  years  and  until  their  respec- 
tive successors  are  appointed  and  qualified;  provided,  however,  that 
the  members  of  the  Commission  first  appointed  hereunder  from  the 
State  at  Large  and  from  Citrus  Districts  Two,  Four  and  Six,  respec- 
tively, shall  be  appointed  and  hold  their  first  term  of  office  for  a 
period  of  one  year  only,  from  and  after  which  time  their  successors 
shall  be  appointed  and  hold  office  for  a  term  of  two  years  and  until 
their  successors  are  appointed  and  qualified.  The  growers  of  citrus 
fruit  in  each  of  such  Citrus  Districts  may  by  petition  recommend  to 
the  Governor,  for  his  consideration,  a  duly  qualified  person  or  per- 
sons who,  they  feel,  is  well  qualified  to  serve  as,  and  who  is  their 
choice  to  be,  a  member  of  said  Commission.  A  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers of  said  Commission  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  all  business  and  the  carrying  out  of  the  duties  of  said  Commission. 
Before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties  as  members  of 
said  Commission,  each  member  shall  take  and  subscribe  to  the  oath 
of  office  prescribed  in  Section  2  of  Article  XVI  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  State  of  Florida.   No  member  of  the  Commission  shall  receive 
any  salary  or  other  compensation,  but  each  member  of  the  Commis- 
sion shall  receive  the  sum  of  Ten  Dollars  per  day  for  each  day,  or 
fraction  thereof,  spent  by  him  in  actual  attendance  in  regular  or 
special  meetings  of  the  Commission,  or  meetings  of  committees  of 
the  Commission,  or  in  transacting  other  business  authorized  by  the 
Commission  in  the   State  of  Florida,  to  cover  his  personal  expense 
while  in  attendance  thereon,  together  with  mileage  or  other  actual 
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transportaton  expense  allowed  by  law  to  State  employees  for  each 
mile  actually  traveled  to  and  from  all  regular  and  special  meetings 
of  said  Commission  and  committee  meetings,  and  in  the  transaction 
of  other  business  authorized  by  the  Commission  in  the  State  of 
Florida;  and  each  member  of  the.  Commission,  agent,  employee,  or 
representative  thereof,  when  specifically  authorized  by  the  Commis- 
sion, shall  receive  the  sum  of  Ten  Dollars  per  day  for  each  day,  or 
fraction  thereof,  spent  while  enroute  and  in  actual  attendance  in  trans- 
acting business  authorized  by  the  Commission  outside  the  State  of 
Florida,  to  cover  his  personal  expenses,  together  with  his  traveling 
expenses,  including  mileage  at  the  rate  of  5c  per  mile  traveled  by 
automobile,  or  actual  fare  when  traveling  by  airplane,  railway,  in- 
cluding pullman,  or  boat,  or  other  manner  of  transportation  necessar- 
ily incurred  for  the  transaction  of  such  business,  and  in  addition 
amounts  paid  for  telephone  and  telegraph  charges." 

Section  3A.  The  secretary  of  the  Commission  shall  not  be  paid 
in  excess  of  $5,000.00  per  annum. 

Section  4.  That  the  executive  offices  of  said  Commission  shall 
be  established  and  maintained  at  a  place  within  the  State  of  Florida 
designated  by  the  Commission,  which  designated  place  may  be 
changed  in  the  discretion  of  the  Commission. 

Section  5.  That  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission  shall  be  and  it 
is  hereby  declared  and  created  a  corporate  body.  The  said  Com- 
mission shall  have  power  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to  have 
and  possess  all  the  powers  of  a  body  corporate  for  all  purposes 
necessary  for  duly  carrying  out  the  provisions  and  requirements  of 
this  Act.  The  said  Commission  shall  adopt  a  corporate  seal  by 
which  it  shall  authenticate  its  proceedings.  Copies  of  the  proceed- 
ings, records  and  acts  of  the  Commission  and  certificates  purporting 
to  relate  the  facts  concerning  such  proceedings,  records  and  acts, 
signed  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Commission  and  authenticated  by  said 
seal,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  thereof  in  all  the  Courts  of  this 
State. 

Section  6.  That  there  shall  be  paid  into  the  State  Treasury  on 
or  before  the  15th  day  of  each  month  all  moneys  received  under  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  which  moneys  shall  be  paid  into  the  General 
Inspection  Fund  and  are  hereby  appropriated  and  made  available  for 
defraying  the  expenses   of  the  commission  and  of  the  adminis- 
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tration  and  enforcement  of  all  provisions  of  this  act.  All  assess- 
ments prescribed  by,  and  required  to  be  paid  under,  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  shall  be  paid  to  the  Commission  in  the  first  instance. 

Section  7.  That  all  salaries,  costs  and  expenses  incurred  in  the 
administration  and  enforcement  of  this  Act  shall  be  paid  out  of  the 
General  Inspection  Fund. 

All  salaries,  costs  and  expenses  incurred  in  the  enforcement  of 
the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  paid  out  of  such  General  Inspec- 
tion Fund  upon  vouchers  approved  by  the  Commissioner  and  war- 
rants issued  thereon  by  the  Comptroller  of  Florida. 

All  salaries,  costs  and  expenses  incurred  by  the  Commission  in 
the  performance  of  its  duties  and  the  exercise  of  its  powers  under 
this  Act  shall  be  paid  out  of  such  General  Inspection  Fund  in  the 
following  manner:  vouchers  shall  be  submitted  by  the  Commission 
to  the  Commissioner  and  he  shall  forthwith  submit  such  vouchers 
to  the  Comptroller  for  issuance  of  warrants  thereon. 

Section  8.  That  the  powers  and  duties  of  said  Commission 
shall  include  the  following: 

1.  To  elect  a  Chairman  and  from  time  to  time  such  other  offi- 
cers as  it  may  deem  advisable,  and  to  adopt  and  from  time  to  time 
alter,  rescind,  modify  and/or  amend  all  proper  and  necessary  rules, 
regulations  and  orders  for  the  exercise  of  its  powers  and  the  per- 
formance of  its  duties  under  this  Act,  which  such  rules,  regulations, 
and  orders  shall  have  the  force  and  effect  of  law  where  not  incon- 
sistent with  existing  laws. 

2.  To  act  as  the  general  supervisory  authority  over  the  ad- 
ministration and  enforcement  of  this  Act  and  the  provisions  thereof 
and  to  exercise  such  other  powers  and  perform  such  other  duties  as 
may  be  imposed  upon  it  by  other  laws  of  the  State  of  Florida. 

3.  To  employ,  and  at  its  pleasure  discharge,  a  Manager  and/or 
Secretary,  and  such  attorneys,  clerks  and  employees  as  it  deems 
necessary,  and  to  outline  their  powers  and  duties  and  to  fix  their 
compensation;  provided,  however,  that  such  manager  shall  not  re- 
ceive a  compensation  greater  than  $5,000.00  per  annum,  and  no 
attorney  or  firm  of  attorneys  shall  receive  a  compensation  greater 
than  $5,000.00  per  annum;  and,  provided  further  that  the  entire 
overhead  expenses  of  the  said  Commission  for  salaries  of  the  man- 
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ager,  attorney  and  attorneys,  and  other  persons  employed  in  the 
headquarters  of  the  Commission  in  its  actual  administrative  depart- 
ments, shall  not  exceed  $30,000.00  per  annum;  and  provided  that  this 
limitation  shall  not  apply  to  or  include  the  expenses  and  salaries  of 
the  Field  Department,  Statistical  Department  or  the  employees 
therein,  or  other  necessary  expenses  of  the  Commission  or  its  agents 
or  employees  for  the  necessary  and  proper  administration  and  func- 
tioning of  the  Commission,  hereinafter  authorized  to  be  incurred  by 
the  Commission. 

4.  To  purchase  or  authorize  the  purchase  of  all  office  equip- 
ment and  supplies  and  to  incur  all  other  necessary  expenses  in  con- 
nection with  and  required  for  the  proper  carrying  out  of  the 
provisions  of  this  Act. 

5.  To  investigate  violations  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act  or 
of  other  Acts  conferring  powers  and  duties  upon  said  Commission 
and  to  report  its  findings  and /or  recommendations  in  connection 
therewith  to  the  Commissioner. 

6.  To  incur  such  reasonable  obligations  and  expenses  as  may 
be  necessary  and  proper  for  the  discharge  of  its  powers  and  duties 
hereunder  or  under  other  existing  laws,  and  to  have  such  obligations 
and  expenses  paid  out  of  the  funds  authorized  by  law  to  be  collected 
and  expended." 

Section  9.  That  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  terms  and 
provisions  of  this  Act  the  following  Citrus  Districts  in  Florida  are 
hereby  created  and  established,  to- wit: 

Citrus  District  Number  One  shall  comprise  the  Counties  of  Hills- 
borough, Pinellas  and  Manatee. 

Citrus  District  Number  Two  shall  comprise  the  Counties  of 
Citrus,  Sumter,  Lake,  Hernando  and  Pasco. 

Citrus  District  Number  Three  shall  comprise  the  Counties  of 
Alachua,  Putnam,  St.  Johns,  Flagler,  Marion,  Levy,  and  Seminole  and 
County  Commissioner's  District  Number  one,  two  and  three  of  Volu- 
sia County. 

Citrus  District  Number  Four  shall  comprise  the  Counties  of 
Orange  and  Osceola. 
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Citrus  District  Number  Five  shall  comprise  the  Counties  of  Bre- 
vard, Indian  River,  St.  Lucie,  Martin,  Palm  Beach,  Broward,  Dade 
and  County  Commissioner's  Districts  Numbers  Four  and  Five  of 
Volusia  County. 

Citrus  District  Number  Six  shall  comprise  the  counties  of  Sara- 
sota, Hardee,  Highlands,  Okeechobee,  Glades,  DeSoto,  Charlotte,  Lee, 
Hendry,  Collier  and  Monroe. 

Citrus  District  Number  Seven  shall  comprise  the  County  of 
Polk. 

Section  10.  That  said  Commission  shall  have  full  and  plenary 
power  to  establish  standards  for  State  Grades  of  citrus  fruit  and  for 
containers  therefor  and  may  prescribe  rules,  regulations  and/or 
orders  governing  the  marks  or  tags  which  may  be  required  upon 
citrus  fruit  and/ or  upon  containers  therefor  for  the  purpose  of  show- 
ing the  name  and  address  of  the  person  marketing  such  citrus  fruit, 
the  grade,  quality,  variety,  type  or  size  of  citrus  fruit,  the  weight, 
content  and /or  quality,  type,  size,  dimensions  or  shape  of  the  con- 
tainer, and  to  regulate  or  prohibit  the  use  of  such  container  which 
have  been  previously  used  for  the  sale,  transportation  or  shipment  of 
citrus  fruit,  or  any  other  commodity;  provided,  however,  that  the 
use  of  second  hand  containers  for  sale  and  delivery  of  citrus  fruit  for 
retail  consumption  within  a  radius  of  fifty  (50)  miles  of  the  point  of 
production,  shall  not  be  prohibited;  provided,  however,  that  no  stand- 
ard, regulation,  rule  or  order  under  this  Section  which  is  repugnant 
to  any  requirement  made  mandatory  under  Federal  law  shall  apply 
to  citrus  fruit  and/ or  containers  therefor  which  is  being  shipped 
from  this  State  in  interstate  commerce.  All  citrus  fruit  sold  or  offer- 
ed for  sale,  or  offered  for  shipment  within  or  without  the  State  of 
Florida  shall  be  graded  and  marked  as  required  by  this  Act  and  the 
regulations,  rules  and  orders  adopted  and  made  under  authority  of 
this  Act,  which  regulations,  rules  an  orders  shall,  when  not  incon- 
sistent with  State  or  Federal  law,  have  the  force  and  effect  of  law. 

Section  11.  That  the  inspection  in  the  State  of  Florida  of  all 
citrus  fruit  and  the  certifying  as  to  grades  and  qualifications  thereof 
and  the  enforcemeent  of  all  provisions  of  this  Act,  and/or  of  rules, 
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regulations  and/ or  orders  made  pursuant  to  and  under  authority  of 
this  Act,  shall  be  under  the  direction,  supervision  and  control  of  the 
Commissioner,  and  all  citrus  fruit  inspectors  performing  inspection 
work,  services  or  duties  pursuant  to  or  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Act  and  said  rules,  regulations  and  orders  made  pursuant  to  and 
under  authority  of  this  Act  shall  be  persons  who  are  duly  licensed  or 
certified  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  as  citrus 
fruit  inspectors. 

Section  12.  That  all  citrus  fruit  sold  or  offered  for  sale,  or 
offered  for  shipment,  or  being  shipped  by  common  carrier  or  other- 
wise, shall  be  graded  according  to  the  standards  as  now  fixed  by  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  or  as  such  standards  may 
be  hereafter  modified  or  changed,  and  all  such  citrus  fruit  shall  have 
stamped  thereon  the  grade  thereof  according  to  such  standards,  ex- 
cept that  in  case  such  citrus  fruit  is  sold,  offered  for  sale,  or  offered 
for  shipment,  or  being  shipped  by  common  carrier,  or  otherwise, 
enclosed  in  a  container  which  meets  the  standards  established  by  the 
commission,  it  shall  be  sufficient  if  the  grade  of  said  citrus  fruit  shall 
be  stamped  upon  said  closed  container  in  the  way  and  manner  pre- 
scribed by  the  Commission,  provided  that,  under  such  order  or  regu- 
lation as  the  Commission  may  prescribe,  the  shipper  or  seller  using 
closed  containers  shall  have  the  privilege  of  using,  instead  of  mark- 
ing, either  label,  brands  or  trade-marks  which  shall  represent  State 
grades  or  United  States  grades  and  be  registered  with  the  Commis- 
sion and  the  Commission  is  hereby  authorized  to  receive  and  file 
for  record  such  labels,  brands  or  trade-marks.  For  the  use  and 
benefit  of  those  shippers  desiring  to  have  citrus  fruit  graded  accord- 
ing to  the  standards  as  now  fixed  by  the  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture  or  as  such  standards  be  hereafter  modified  or  changed, 
the  official  United  States  standards  for  citrus  fruit  as  applied  to 
the  State  of  Florida  are  hereby  adopted,  except  that  the  term  "culls" 
shall  be  substituted  for  the  term  "unclassified." 

Section  13.  That  said  Commissioner  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered: 

1.  To  enter  and  inspect  personally,  or  through  his  authorized 
inspector,  employee  or  agent,  any  place  within  the  State  of  Florida 
where  citrus  fruit  is  being  prepared,  packed,  loaded  or  stored  for 
shipment;  to  stop  and  inspect  personally,  or  through  his  authorized 
inspector,  employee  or  agent,  any  shipment  of  citrus  fruit. 

2.  Personally,  or  through  his  authorized  inspector,  employee 
or  agent,  to  forbid  and  prohibit  the  shipment  or  sale  of  any  citrus 
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fruit  found  to  be  in  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act, 
or  any  rule,  regulation  or  order  made  or  adopted  under  authority  of 
this  Act. 

3.  In  furtherance  of  the  right  and  privilege  of  any  shipper 
to  have  citrus  fruit  graded  according  to  the  standards  as  now  fixed 
by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  or  as  such  stand- 
ards may  be  hereafter  changed,  to  co-operate  with  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture  in  accordance  with  the  existing  agree- 
ment or  agreements  between  the  United  States  Department  of  Agri- 
culture and  the  Florida  State  Marketing  Bureau  in  connection  with 
Shipping  Point  Inspection  Service,  and  to  make  any  additional  agree- 
ments with  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  or  any  of 
its  branches,  divisions  or  extensions. 

4.  To  cause  prosecution  to  be  instituted  for  violation  of  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  Act  and/ or  for  violation  of  any  rule,  regu- 
lation or  order  promulgated  by  the  Commission. 

5.  To  institute  such  action  at  law  or  in  equity  as  may  appear 
necessary  to  enforce  compliance  with  any  provisions  of  this  Act  or 
to  enforce  compliance  with  any  rule,  regulation  or  order  of  the 
Commission  made  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  in 
addition  to  any  other  remedy,  to  apply  to  any  Circuit  Court  of  this 
State  for  relief  by  injunction  if  necessary  to  protect  the  public  inter- 
est, without  being  compelled  to  allege  or  prove  that  an  adequate 
remedy  at  law  does  not  exist. 

6.  To  employ  and  fix  the  compensation  of  such  attorneys  as 
he  deems  necessary  to  aid  and  assist  him  in  exercising  the  powers 
and  discharging  the  duties  conferred  and  imposed  upon  him  by  law, 
and  particularly  by  the  Sub-Sections  4  and  5  of  this  Section  of  this 
Act. 

Section  14.  That  no  common  carrier,  or  other  carrier  or  person, 
shall  accept  for  shipment,  or  ship,  or  transport  any  citrus  fruit  until 
a  grade  certificate  or  certificates  is  issued  showing  the  grade  thereof 
which  certificate  or  a  duplicate  thereof  shall  be  filed  with  the  carrier 
at  the  point  of  shipment,  to  which  such  certificate  or  certificates  there 
shall  be  affixed  the  assessment  stamps,  to  be  known  and  designated 
as  "Florida  Citrus  Stamps,"  as  provided  in  Section  18;  nor  shall  any 
common  carrier,  or  other  carrier  or  person,  accept  for  shipment  or 
ship  any  citrus  fruit  where  written  notice  has  been  given  to  any  such 
common  carrier,  or  other  carrier  or  person,  or  their  representative  or 
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inspector,  that  said  citrus  fruit  does  not  comply  with  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  or  the  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  by  the  Com- 
mission, provided  that  the  shipper  or  handler  of  any  such  citrus  fruit 
shall  have  the  privilege  of  repacking  or  remarking,  and  that  if  or 
when  the  same  shall  have  been  repacked  or  remarked  to  conform  to 
the  provisions  of  this  Act,  or  said  rules,  regulations  or  orders  promul= 
gated  by  the  Commission,  the  Commissioner,  or  his  authorized  in- 
spector  or  agent,  shall  notify  said  common  carrier,  or  other  carrier 
or  person,  or  their  agent,  that  such  citrus  fruit  may  be  accepted  for 
shipment  and  such  shipper  or  handler  shall  not  be  considered  as  hav- 
ing violated  this  Act  or  said  rules,  regulations  and /or  orders. 

Section  15.  That  when  any  citrus  fruit  is  loaded  in  a  car,  boat, 
truck  or  other  conveyance,  or  is  packed  in  closed  containers,  such  act 
shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  that  such  citrus  fruit  is  offered  for 
shipment. 

Section  16.  That  all  citrus  fruit  to  be  used  for  charitable  or  un- 
employment relief  purposes,  or  for  use  in  commercial  processing  (as 
defined  by  the  Commission),  canning,  preserving  or  manufacture  of 
by-products  for  resale,  or  which  are  being  delivered  to  any  person 
in  the  State  for  grading,  packing  or  reconditioning,  shall  be  exempt 
from  the  provisions  of  this  Act.  The  owner  or  person  in  possession  of 
citrus  fruit  which  is  to  be  used  or  disposed  of  as  provided  in  this 
Section  must,  upon  the  demand  of  any  enforcing  officer,  give  to  such 
officer  a  sworn  statement  in  writing  made  before  a  notary  public, 
specifying  that  the  citrus  fruit  will  be  disposed  of  as  provided  in 
this  Section  and  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  to  whom  such 
citrus  fruit  is  to  be  delivered  and  an  accurate  identification  of  such 
citrus  fruit.  Within  a  reasonable  time  after  the  demand  and  receipt 
of  such  statement  by  the  officer,  a  written  receipt  must  be  presented 
to  the  Commission  by  the  person  making  the  above  mentioned  state 
ment.  This  receipt  must  contain  a  signed  statement  by  the  person 
receiving  such  citrus  fruit  that  such  citrus  fruit,  giving  an  accurate 
description  of  it,  has  been  received.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  sell, 
transport  or  delieved  any  of  the  citrus  fruit  mentioned  in  this  Sec- 
tion without  having  first  secured  a  permit  from  the  Commission. 
Every  person  who  sells,  transports  or  delivers  such  citrus  fruit  shall 
apply  to  the  Commission  for  a  permit  which  shall  be  issued  to  such 
person,  under  such  regulations  as  the  Commission  may  prescribe 
under  this  Act,  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  twelve  months.  The  per- 
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mittee  shall  upon  request  of  the  Commission  or  any  enforcement  of- 
ficer, furnish  such  affidavits,  receipts  or  other  evidence  as  the  Com- 
mission reasonably  may  require  as  proof  that  the  citrus  fruit  men- 
tioned in  this  Section  has  been  disposed  of  for  charity,  unemployment 
relief,  commercial  processing,  canning,  preserving  or  manufacture 
of  by-products.  Such  permit  may  be  revoked  or  suspended  for  failure 
to  furnish  required  evidence  of  lawful  disposal  of  such  citrus  fruit 
or  for  violation  of  any  other  requirement  of  this  Section  after  notice 
and  hearing  by  the  Commission.  Such  notice,  when  mailed  to  the 
permittee  at  the  address  given  in  his  application,  shall  give  the  Com- 
mission jurisdiction  to  revoke  or  suspend  such  permit.  Nothing 
herein  contained  shall  apply  to  a  common  carrier  operating  over  a 
regular  route  or  between  fixed  termini  and  transporting  any  of  the 
citrus  fruit  mentioned  in  this  Section  in  good  faith  and  in  accordance 
with  its  duties  as  a  common  carrier. 

Section  17.  That  when  any  dispute  as  to  quality,  grade  or 
condition  of  citrus  fruit  arises,  the  shipper  or  any  financially  inter- 
ested person  may  call  in  at  his,  her  or  its  expense  an  inspector 
licensed  or  certified  only  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agri- 
culture to  inspect  citrus  fruit.  Such  inspector  shall  issue  a  regular 
official  certificate  to  the  applicant  showing  the  quality,  grade  and 
condition,  and  in  all  cases  such  certificate  shall  be  prima  facie  evi- 
dence. If  such  certificate  shows  the  citrus  fruit  therein  mentioned 
and  described  to  conform  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act  and  the  rules, 
regulations  or  orders  of  the  Commission,  such  shipper  or  such  fi- 
nancially interested  person  may  present  the  original  certificate  to  the 
person  or  representative  of  the  person  having  charge  of  the  vehicle 
of  transportation  by  which  such  citrus  fruit  is  to  be  transported, 
which  person  or  representative  shall  then  accept  such  citrus  fruit  for 
shipment,  provided  assessment  stamps  have  been  attached  as  here- 
after required,  and  provided  all  other  provisions  of  this  Act  and  of 
the  rules,  regulations  and  orders  of  the  Commission  have  been  met 
and  complied  with. 

Section  18.  That  all  citrus  fruit  sold  or  offered  for  sale  or 
offered  for  shipment  within  or  without  the  State  of  Florida  shall  be 
assessed  at  the  rate  of  one  cent  for  each  standard  packed  box.  All 
such  assessments  shall  be  paid  by  the  person  selling  or  offering  such 
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citrus  fruit  for  sale  for  shipment  to  the  Commissioner  and  shall  be 
credited  to  the  General  Inspection  Fund  to  be  used  for  the  purpose 
of  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  administration  and  enforcement  of 
this  Act.  All  such  assessments  shall  be  due  when  citrus  fruit  cov- 
ered by  this  Act  is  prepared  for  shipment  or  sale  and  payment  there- 
of shall  be  evidenced  by  Florida  Citrus  Stamps  which  shall  be  attach- 
ed to  the  grade  certificate  or  certificates  showing  the  grade  of  such 
citrus  fruits. 

Section  19.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  State  or  County 
law  enforcement  officer  to  make  arrests  for  violations  of  this  Act 
or  of  any  rule,  regulation  or  order  promulgated  by  the  Commission 
under  authority  of  this  Act,  when  notified  of  such  violation  by  the 
Commissioner  or  his  duly  authorized  agent  or  representative. 

Section  20.  That  any  person  who  shall  violate  or  aid  in  the 
violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  or  any  of  the  rules, 
regulations  or  orders  promulgated  hereunder  by  the  Commission 
shall,  upon  conviction,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  to  exceed  Five 
Hundred  Dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  for  a  period  not  to  exceed 
ninety  days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  in  the  discretion 
of  the  Court. 

Section  21.  As  amended  that  any  and  all  rules,  regulations  and 
orders  promulgated  by  the  Commission  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Act  shall  be  published  one  time  within  five  days  after  the  same  are 
promulgated  in  at  least  one  daily  newspaper  of  general  circulation 
in  each  of  two  cities  within  the  citrus  producing  area  of  the  State  of 
Florida,  to  be  selected  by  the  Commission.  All  such  rules,  regula- 
tions  and  orders  shall  become  effective  five  days  after  the  same  are 
promulgated  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Commission,  but  no 
rule,  regulation  or  order  shall  be  effective  sooner  than  seventy-two 
hours  after  promulgation  thereof.  In  case  written  protest  or  protests 
by  any  interested  person  or  persons  shall  be  made  to  any  one  or 
more  of  such  rules  and /or  regulations  and /or  orders  within  thirty 
days  after  publication  of  same,  hearings  shall  be  conducted  at  places 
and  at  times  to  be  determined  by  the  Commission,  or  its  authorized 
agent  or  representative,  at  which  all  interested  persons  shall  have  a 
right  to  be  heard.  Due  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  hearing 
or  hearings  by  the  Commission,  or  its  authorized  agent  or  representa- 
tive, shall  be  given  to  the  person  or  persons  making  such  protest  or 
protests.  In  all  cases  such  written  protest  or  protests  shall  be  filed 
with  the  Commission  and  if  there  be  no  such  written  protest  or  pro- 
tests filed  with  the  Commission  within  thirty  days  after  such  rules, 
regulations  and/or  orders  become  effective,  then  and  in  that  event 
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such  rules,  regulations  and /or  orders  shall  be  final.  Any  action 
of  the  Commission  refusing  to  modify  the  rules  and/or  regulations 
and/ or  orders  protested  shall  be  subject  to  review  by  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction." 

Section  22.  The  Commission  shall  make  an  annual  report  to 
the  Governor  upon  the  work  of  the  commission.  It  shall  also  make 
such  special  reports  upon  any  phase  of  the  work  of  the  Commission 
as  may  be  called  for  by  the  Governor,  the  Legislature,  or  either  House 
thereof. 

Section  23.  As  amended,  that  this  Act  shall  be  liberally  con- 
strued, and  if  any  part  or  portion,  thereof  be  declared  invalid,  or  the 
application  thereof  to  any  person,  circumstance  or  thing  is  declared 
invalid,  the  validity  of  the  remainder  of  this  Act  and/ or  the  appli- 
cability thereof  to  any  other  person,  circumstance  or  thing  shall  not 
be  affected  thereby,  and  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  to 
preserve  any  and  all  parts  of  said  Act  if  possible. 

Section  24.  That  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  with  tke 
provisions  of  this  Act  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  25.  As  amended,  that  this  act  shall  take  effect  im- 
mediately upon  its  passage  and  approval  by  the  Governor  or  upon 
its  becoming  a  law  without  such  approval.

AND  COMMISSIONS 

CHAPTER  NO.  16863 
Laws  of  Florida— Acts  of  1935 


AN  ACT  Providing  for  and  Prescribing  Certain  Additional  Powers, 
Duties  and  Authority  of  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission;  Pro- 
viding for  the  Application  of  Other  Provisions  of  Law  to  Rules 
and  Regulations  Promulgated  under  the  Provisions  of  this  Act; 
Providing  the  Manner  in  Which  the  Provisions  of  this  Act  Shall 
Be  Construed. 

Be  It,  Enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 

Section  1.  The  Florida  Citrus  Commission  is  hereby  given  full 
and  plenary  power  and  authority,  and  it  is  hereby  made  its  duty, 
to  do  the  following  things: 

(a)  To  promulgate  and  enforce  such  rules  and  regulations  con- 
cerning the  commission  to  be  paid  on  all  .sales  of  citrus  fruit,  auction 
or  otherwise,  as  to  it  shall  seem  fair  and  reasonable. 

(b)  To  promulgate  and  enforce  such  rules  and  regulations  con- 
cerning the  charges  to  be  made  for  the  packing,  pre-cooling  and 
coloring  of  citrus  fruit  as  to  it  shall  seem  fair  and  reasonable. 

(c)  To  promulgate  and  enforce  such  rules  and  regulations  con- 
cerning the  packing  of  citrus  fruits,  including  the  bulk,  wrapping 
and  form,  manner,  and  means  of  packing,  as  to  it  shall  seem  fair 
and  reasonable. 

(d)  To  promulgate  and  enforce  rules  and  regulations  estab- 
lishing such  prices  to  be  paid  for  the  working,  polishing  and  grad- 
ing of  citrus  fruit  for  truck  or  bulk  shipment,  as  to  it  shall  seem 
fair  and  reasonable. 

Provided,  however,  that  no  rule  or  regulation  under  this  section 
which  is  repugnant  to  any  requirement  made  mandatory  under  Fed- 
eral Law  .shall  apply  to  Citrus  fruit  and /or  containers  therefor  which 
is  being  shipped  from  this  State  in  Interstate  Commerce. 
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Section  2.  The  provisions  of  law,  relative  to  other  rules  and 
regulations  promulgated  by  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission,  includ- 
ing those  providing  for  the  publication,  providing  for  the  enforcement 
and  prescribing  the  penalties  for  the  violations  of  such  rules  and 
regulations,  shall  apply  to  all  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  by 
the  Florida  Citrus  Commission  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  provisions 
of  this  Act. 

Section  3.  If  any  phrase,  clause,  section,  or  part  of  any  phrase, 
clause  or  section  of  this  Act  shall  for  any  reason  be  declared  invalid 
by  any  Court  of  competent  jurisdiction  such  invalidity  shall  not 
affect  the  remaining  portions  and  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  the 
same  shall  be  and  remain  in  full  force  and  effect. 

Section  4.  This  Act  is  to  be  liberally  construed,  and  is  to  be 
construed  as  in  no  wise  limiting  or  restricting  the  rights,  powers, 
duties  or  authority  of  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission  now  or  here- 
after in  it  vested  by  law,  hut  is  to  be  construed  as  being  supple- 
mentary thereto  and  an  enlargement  thereof.  Provided,  however, 
that  this  Act  shall  not  be  construed  so  as  to  conflict  with  the  duties 
of  Federal  Agencies,  but  be  in  harmony  therewith. 

Section  5.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  herewith  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Section  6.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  its  be- 
coming a  law.

AN  ACT  Providing  for  and  Prescribing  Certain  Additional  Powers, 
Duties  and  Authority  of  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission  in  Con- 
nection With  the  Processing,  Packing  and  Marketing  of  Citrus 
Fruit;  Providing  for  the  Promulgation  by  Said  Commission  of 
Regulations  to  Regulate  and  Control  Methods  and  Practices  Used 
in  the  Preparation  and  Processing  of  Citrus  Fruit  for  Market; 
Providing  for  the  Application  of  Other  Provisions  of  Law  to  Rules 
and  Regulations  Promulgated  Hereunder:  Providing  Penalties  for 
the  Violation  of  This  Act  and  Rules  and  Regulations  Promulgated 
Hereunder;  and  Providing  the  Manner  in  Which  the  Provisions  of 
This  Act  Shall  Be  Construed. 

Be  It  Enacted  by  the  Lrgislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 

Section  1.  That  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission  is  hereby  given 
full  and  plenary  power  and  authority  to  promulgate  and  enforce 
rules  and  regulations  to  regulate  and  control  the  methods  and  prac- 
tices followed  or  used  in  the  packing,  coloring,  preparation  and  pro- 
cessing of  citrus  fruit  to  the  end  that  such  methods  and  practices  as 
affect  the  eating  and  keeping  quality  of  citrus  fruit  and  depreciate 
the  value  thereof  may  be  minimized  to  the  greatest  extent  possible 
if  not  altogether  eliminated;  provided  however  that  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  shall  not  apply  to  the  practice  of  artifically  coloring 
the  peel  of  citrus  fruit  by  the  "color-added"  process  or  processes 
which  are  regulated  by  other  provisions  of  law. 

Section  2.  That  the  provisions  of  all  laws  relative  to  other  rules 
and  regulations  promulgated  by  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission,  in- 
cluding those  providing  for  the  publication  and  for  the  enforcement 
of  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  by  said  Florida  Citrus  Com- 
mission shall  apply  to  all  rules  and  regulations  issued  by  said  Com- 
mission under  and  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

Section  3.  That  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  not  be  constru- 
ed as  to  apply  to  the  canning  of  citrus  fruit  in  the  State  of  Florida 
in  any  manner  whatsoever. 
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Section  4.  That  any  person  who  shall  violate  or  aid  in  the  vio- 
lation of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  or  any  rule  or  regulation 
promulgated  by  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission  pursuant  to  this  Act, 
shall  upon  conviction  thereof  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more 
than  five  hundred  ($500.00)  dollars  or  imprisonment  for  a  period 
not  to  exceed  ninety  (90)  days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprison- 
ment in  the  discretion  of  the  court  and  in  addition  to  such  penalty 
the  license  of  any  citrus  fruit  dealer  who  violates  or  aids  in  the  vio- 
lation of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act  or  any  rule  or  regulation 
promulgated  by  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission  pursuant  to  this 
Act  shall  be  subject  to  suspension  or  revocation  as  provided  by  law. 

Section  5.  If  any  phrase,  clause,  section  or  part  of  any  phrase, 
clause  or  section  of  this  Act  shall  for  any  reason  be  declared  invalid 
by  any  Court  of  competent  jurisdiction  such  invalidity  shall  not  af- 
fect the  remaining  portions  and  provisions  of  this  Act  and  the  same 
shall  be  and  remain  in  full  force  and  effect. 

Section  6.  This  Act  is  to  be  liberally  construed,  and  is  to  be 
construed  as  in  no  wise  limiting  or  restricting  the  rights,  powers, 
duties  or  authority  of  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission  now  or  here- 
after in  it  vested  by  law,  but  is  to  be  construed  as  being  supple- 
mentary thereto  and  an  enlargement  thereof.  Provided,  however, 
that  this  Act  shall  not  be  construed  so  as  to  conflict  with  the  duties 
of  Federal  Agencies,  but  be  in  harmory  therewith. 

Section  7.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  herewith  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Section  8.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  its  be= 
coming  a  law.

Deemed  Unfit  for  Human  Consumption;  Providing  for  Issuance 
of  Rules  and  Regulations  by  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission  Un- 
der the  Provisions  of  This  Act;  Providing  for  an  Embargo  on 
Citrus  Fruit  Under  Certain  Conditions;  and  Providing  Penalties 
for  Violation  of  the  Provisions  of  This  Act. 

WHEREAS,  it  is  a  well  recognized  fact  and  the  Legislature 
so  finds  that  emergencies  arise  in  the  citrus  industry  from  time  to 
time  because  citrus  fruit  produced  in  the  State  of  Florida  suffers 
serious  damage  by  freezing;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Legislature  finds  that  it  is  necessary  to  pro- 
vide means  for  regulating  the  issuance  of  certificates  of  inspection 
when  citrus  fruit  is  damaged  by  freezing;  and 

WHEREAS,  because  of  experience  during  the  years  in  the  past 
when  citrus  fruit  has  been  damaged  by  freezing,  at  which  time  it 
has  been  found  that  the  extent  of  the  damage  from  freezing  has 
not  become  apparent  for  varying  periods  of  time  owing  to  weather 
and  other  conditions,  during  which  periods  of  uncertainty  it  is  im- 
possible to  correctly  determine  the  extent  of  damage  of  said  fruit 
or  whether  same  is  edible  and  fit  for  human  consumption,  or  whether 
same  is  so  damaged  as  to  affect  its  classification  for  grading  or 
standardization  purposes;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Legislature  finds  that  citrus  fruit  produced  in 
the  State  of  Florida,  when  falling  below  the  specifications  and  re- 
quirements set  forth  in  this  Act,  is  not  edible  or  fit  for  human  con- 
sumption, and  that  the  shipment  of  such  fruit  is  injurious  to  the 
Florida  citrus  industry;  now,  therefore, 
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Be  It  Enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 

Section  1.    That  as  used  in  this  Act. 

(a)  The  term  "citrus  fruit"  as  used  herein  means  and  includes 
only  the  fruits  Citrus  Grandis,  Osbeck,  commonly  called  grapefruit, 
and  Citrus  Sinensis,  Osbeck,  commonly  called  oranges,  and  Citrus 
Nobilis,  Deliciosa,  commonly  called  tangerines,  grown  in  the  State 
of  Florida. 

(b)  The  term  "Florida  Citrus  Commission"  means  the  Florida 
Citrus  Commission  created  by  Chapter  16854,  Laws  of  Florida,  Acts 
of  1935,  as  amended  by  Chapter  17775,  Laws  of  Florida,  Acts  of  1937. 

(c)  The  term  "person"  means  and  includes  per.sons,  firms, 
partnerships,  associations  and/or  corporations. 

(d)  The  term  "citrus  producing  area"  means  and  includes  any 
part  of  the  State  of  Florida  in  which  citrus  fruit,  as  herein  defined, 
is  grown  or  produced. 

Section  2.  That  when  freezing  temperatm  es  of  sufficient  de- 
gree to  cause  damage  to  citrus  fruit  occur  in  anv  section  of  the  citrus 
producing  area  of  Florida,  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission  is  hereby 
empowered  and  charged  with  the  duty  of  determining  whether  or 
not  serious  damage  results  to  citrus  fruit  from  such  freezing  tem- 
peratures. If  it  is  determined  that  serious  damage  has  been  caused 
to  citrus  fruit  as  a  result  of  freezing  the  Commission  may,  by  rule 
or  regulation,  at  any  time  not  less  than  three  (3)  days  after  the  oc- 
currence of  freezing  temperatures  causing  such  serious  damage,  order 
that  no  citrus  fruit  shall  be  sold  or  offered  for  sale,  transported  for 
any  purpose  whatsoever  other  than  diversion  from  all  channels  of 
human  consumption,  prepared,  received,  or  delivered  for  transporta- 
tion or  market  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  seven  (7)  days  after  such 
order  becomes  effective;  provided,  however,  that  such  order  shall  not 
affect  or  be  applicable  to  any  citrus  fruit  which  has  been  prepared 
for  shipment  and  certificates  of  inspection  issued  thereon  prior  to 
the  time  the  order  herein  provided  for  becomes  effective.  Any  order, 
rule  or  regulation  of  the  Commission,  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  may  become  effective  twelve  (12)  hours  after  its  issuance,  if  so 
provided  therein. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  at  any  time  for  any  person  to 
sell  or  offer  for  sale,  to  transport,  to  prepare,  receive,  or  deliver  for 
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transportation  or  market,  except  for  canning  or  by-product  purposees 
within  the  State  of  Florida,  any  citrus  fruit  seriously  damaged  by 
freezing.  Citrus  fruit  shall  be  deemed  to  be  seriously  damaged  by 
freezing  when: 

(1)  it  causes  marked  drying  to  extend  into  the  segments  of 
oranges  and  grapefruit  more  than  V2  inch  at  the  stem  end,  or  into 
segments  of  the  mandarin  groups  more  than  xk  inch  at  the  stem  end, 
or  more  than  the  equivalent  of  these  respective  amounts  by  volume 
when  occurring  in  other  portions  of  the  fruit, 

(2)  it  causes  before  the  drying  process  develops  other  injury 
as  evidenced  by 

(a)  a  water  soaked  appearance,  or  evidence  of  previous  water 
soaking 

(b)  broken  down  juice  cells 

(c)  mushy  condition 

(d)  open  spaces  in  the  pulp 

or  when  any  condition  or  combination  of  conditions  as  described 
above  in  a,  b,  c,  and  d  may  be  interpreted  as  affecting  any  portion 
or  portions  of  the  fruit  with  seriousness  equal  to  that  defined  in  sec- 
tion (1)  above.  Not  more  than  fifteen  (15)  per  cent  by  count  of  the 
citrus  fruit  in  any  one  container  or  bulk  lot  may  be  seriously  dam- 
aged by  freezing  injury  but  not  more  than  one  third (1/3)  of  this 
tolerance  shall  be  allowed  for  citrus  fruit  now  or  hereafter  deemed 
adulterated  by  Federal  law  or  regulation. 

No  lot  of  citrus  fruit  seriously  damaged  by  freezing  injury  may 
be  mixed  with  other  lots  of  citrus  fruit  which  are  free  from  damage 
by  freezing,  resulting  in  concealment  of  inferior  fruit,  thereby  reduc- 
ing the  percentage  of  defective  fruits  in  the  seriously  damaged  lot 
to  within  the  tolerance  permitted  for  error  in  grading  only. 

The  manner  and  method  of  drawing  samples  and  conducting 
tests  under  this  Act  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission.  The  inspection  in  the  State  of 
Florida  of  all  citrus  fruits  seriously  damaged  by  freezing  and  the 
enforcement  of  all  provisions  of  this  Act  and  of  rules,  regulations 
and  orders  made  by  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission  pursuant  to  and 
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under  authority  of  this  Act  shall  he  under  the  direction,  supervision 
and  control  of  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  of  the  State  of 
Florida  and  his  duly  authorized  agents  and  inspectors  who  are  qual- 
ified under  existing  laws  to  inspect  for  grade  and  maturity,  and  all 
citrus  fruits  that  may  be  found  to  be  seriously  damaged  by  freezing 
as  defined  by  this  Act  upon  inspection  and  testing  shall  be  seized  and 
after  seventy-two  (72)  hours  notice  to  the  owner  thereof  may  be 
confiscated  and  destroyed  under  the  supervision  of  the  citrus  fruit 
inspector  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  unless  previous  disposition 
thereof  is  made  by  the  owner  or  other  person  who  offered  the  same 
for  inspection,  all  the  provisions  of  this  Act  being  subject  to  such 
reasonable  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  promulgated  by  the  Flor- 
ida Citrus  Commission. 

Section  4.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  or  do  or  commit  any  act  herein  declared  to  be  unlawful, 
or  shall  violate  any  reasonable  rule  or  regulation  made  and  promul- 
gated by  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission  in  pursuance  of  the  author- 
ity therefore  herein  given,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  Fifty  ($50.00)  Dollars,  and  not  more  than  One  Thousand  Dol- 
lars, or  by  imprisonment  in  the  County  Jail  for  not  more  than  one 
(1)  year  or,  by  both  .such  fine  and  imprisonment  in  the  discretion  of 
the  Court. 

Section  5.  That  this  Act  shall  be  liberally  construed  and  if  any 
part  or  portion  thereof  be  declared  invalid,  or  the  application  there- 
of to  any  person,  circumstance  or  thing  is  declared  invalid  the 
validity  of  the  remainder  of  this  Act  and/or  the  applicability  there- 
of to  any  other  person,  circumstance  or  thing  shall  not  be  affected 
thereby,  and  ic  is  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  to  preserve  any 
and  all  parts  of  .said  Act  if  possible. 

Section  6.    That  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  with  thp 
provisions  of  this  Act  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  7.    This  Act  shall  take  effect  August  1,  1939.

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AUTHORIZING  A  RESEARCH  DEPARTMENT 

CHAPTER  20684— (No.  476) 
Laws  of  Florida;,  Acts  of  1941 
SENATE  BILL  NO.  201 

AN  ACT  to  Create  and  Establish  a  Research  Department  of  the 
Florida  Citrus  Commission  to  Conduct  the  Study  of  Standards  of 
Quality,  Grade  and  Maturity  of  Florida  Citrus  Fruit  and  the  Cause 
and  Effect  Thereof  to  Determine  the  Nutritional  and  other  Value  of 
Such  Fruit  and  to  Develop  New  Uses  for  Citrus  Fruit  and  to  Pre= 
scribe  the  Powers  and  Duties  of  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission  in 
Connection  Therewith;  to  Provide  for  the  Employment  of  a  Manager 
of  Such  Research  Department  and  to  Prescribe  his  Powers  and 
Duties;  to  Provide  for  Expenditures  from  the  Orange  Advertising- 
Fund,  the  Grapefruit  Advertising  Fund  and  the  Tangerine  Advertis- 
ing Fund  for  the  Proper  Financing  of  such  Research  Department  and 
the  Activities  Thereof,  and  to  Provide  for  an  Advisory  Research 
Committee  to  Consult  and  Advise  with  the  Florida  Citrus  Commis- 
sion in  the  Expenditure  of  the  Funds  Appropriated  by  this  Act  and 
the  Research  Work  to  be  Done  Thereunder. 

Be  It  Enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 

Section  1.  That  the  production  of  citrus  fruit  is  one  of  the 
paramount  industries  of  the  State  of  Florida  and  is  a  highly  commer- 
cial undertaking  with  almost  the  entire  crop  being  produced  for  sale; 
that  the  study  of  standards  of  quality,  grade  and  maturity  of  Florida 
citrus  fruit  and  the  cause  and  effect  thereof,  as  well  as  the  full  and 
proper  determination  of  the  nutritional  and  other  value  of  such  fruit, 
is  a  vital  necessity  affecting  the  advertising,  publicity  and  sales  pro- 
motion campaigns  to  increase  the  consmption  of  Florida  Citrus  Fruit 
and  affecting  the  distribution  thereof,  and  it  is  vital  to  the  Florida 
Citrus  Industry  and  to  the  general  welfare  of  the  State  of  Florida 
that  dependable  information  regarding  standards  of  quality,  grade 
and  maturity  of  Florida  Citrus  Fruit  and  the  cause  and  effect  thereof 
and  the  nutritional  and  other  value  of  such  fruit  be  available  for 
dissemination  as  public  information;  that  the  problem  of  developing 
new  and  further  uses  for  citrus  fruit  to  absorb  the  increased  and  in- 
creasing surpluses  thereof  is  of  paramount  importance  to  the  Florida 
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Citrus  Industry  and  is  associated  with  the  conducting  of  publicity, 
advertising  and  sales  promotion  campaigns  to  increase  the  consump- 
tion of  Florida  Citrus  Fruit;  and  that  there  is  imperative  need  for 
thorough  and  comprehensive  study  and  research  to  determine  and 
develop  new  and  further  uses  for  citrus  fruit  and  citrus  fruit  juices 
and  products  and  by-products  into  which  the  same  can  be  converted 
or  manufactured,  as  well  as  to  determine  and  develop  new  and 
profitable  methods  and  instruments  of  distribution  thereof;  and  that 
it  is  the  declared  purpose  of  this  Act  to  provide  appropriate  means 
and  authority  for  the  accomplishment  of  all  the  foregoing  and  other 
matters  necessarily  related  thereto. 

Section  2.  That  there  is  hereby  created  and  established  a  citrus 
fruit  reseach  department  to  be  known  and  designated  as  "Research 
Department  of  Florida  Citrus  Commission,"  and  the  same  to  be  under 
the  general  supervisory  authority  of  said  Florida  Citrus  Commission. 

Section  3.  That  the  administration  of  this  Act  shall  be  vested 
in  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission  which  shall  prescribe  suitable  and 
reasonable  rules  and  regulations  for  the  proper  carrying  out  of  the 
provisions  thereof.  Said  Commission  in  the  exercise  of  its  powers 
and  duties  hereunder,  and  particularly  in  connection  with  the  expen- 
ditures of  the  funds  hereby  appropriated,  shall  from  time  to  time 
advise  and  consult  with  the  Advisory  Research  Committee  herein- 
after provided  for. 

Section  4.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Florida  Citrus  Com- 
mission and  it  is  empowered: 

(a)  To  conduct  or  cause  to  be  conducted  a  thorough  and  com- 
prehensive study  of  citrus  fruit  and  the  juices  thereof  (1)  with 
lespect  to  the  quality  and  maturity  of  said  fruit  and  the  juices 
thereof,  including  proper  effort  to  assemble  data  and  arrive  at  a 
proper  standard  of  quality,  grade  and  maturity  with  reference  to  its 
texture,  stability  and  general  marketability  and  so  far  as  possible 
reduce  such  findings  to  specific  and  readily  understood  chemical, 
mathematical  or  descriptive  terms,  and  (2)  with  respect  to  the  nu- 
tritional and  other  value  or  values  of  such  fruit  and  the  juices 
thereof;  and  to  provide  suitable  facilities  and  equipment  of  every 
kind  whatsoever  proper  and  necessary  in  connection  with  all  such 
work. 

(b)  To  conduct  or  cause  to  be  conducted  such  study  and  re- 
search  as  is  necessary  to  provide  all  the   information  and  data 
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required  to  be  disseminated  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  5 
of  Chapter  17780,  Laws  of  Florida,  Acts  of  1937,  Section  5  of  Chapter 
16856,  Laws  of  Florida,  Acts  of  1935,  as  amended  by  Chapter  17781, 
Laws  of  Florida,  Acts  of  1937,  and  Section  5  of  Chapter  16858,  Laws 
of  Florida,  Acts  of  1935,  as  amended  by  Chapter  17782,  Laws  of 
Florida,  Acts  of  1937. 

(c)  To  provide  suitable  and  sufficient  laboratory  facilities  and 
equipment  making  use  of  the  laboratory  facilities  and  equipment 
of  the  University  of  Florida  insofar  as  is  practicable,  for  the  purpose 
of  conducting  thorough  and  comprehensive  study  and  research  to 
determine  all  possible  new  and  further  uses  for  citrus  fruit  and 
citrus  fruit  juices  and  the  products  and  by-products  into  which  the 
same  can  be  converted  or  manfactured,  as  well  as  to  determine  and 
develop  new  and  profitable  methods  and  instruments  of  distribution 
thereof. 

(d)  To  carry  on  or  cause  to  be  carried  on  suitable  experiments 
in  an  effort  to  prove  the  commercial  value  of  each  determined  and 
developed  new  and  further  use  for  citrus  fruit  and  citrus  fruit  juices 
or  the  products  and  by-products  into  which  the  same  can  be  con- 
verted or  manufactured. 

(e)  To  carry  on  or  cause  to  be  carried  on  suitable  experiments 
in  an  effort  to  prove  the  commercial  value  of  any  and  all  new  and 
profitable  methods  and  instrumnts  of  distribution  of  citrus  fruit  and 
citrus  fruits  juices  and  the  products  and  by-products  into  which  the 
same  can  be  converted  or  manfactured. 

(f)  To,  in  its  discretion,  employ  and  at  its  pleasure  discharge 
a  Research  Manager  who  shall  be  the  active  head  of  said  Research 
Department  of  Florida  Citrus  Commission  and  whose  powers  and 
duties  it  shall  be  to  faithfully  and  diligently  carry  out  the  declared 
purpose  of  this  Act,  subject  to  the  general  supervision  of  said  Com- 
mission. Such  Research  Manager  shall  be  a  person  especially  quali- 
fied and  equipped  by  study,  training  and  experience  to  do  the 
research  work  and  carry  on  the  experiments  contemplated  by  this 
Act.  Such  Research  Manager  may  employ  such  assistants  and  other 
help  as  he  deems  necessary  to  aid  him  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties, 
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subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Commission.  The  compensation  of 
such  Research  Manager  and  of  the  assistants  and  other  help  which 
he  may  employ  shall  be  fixed  by  the  said  Florida  Citrus  Commission. 

(g)  To, enter  into  any  mutually  satisfactory  contracts  or  agree- 
ments with  any  person,  firm,  institution,  corporation  or  business 
unit,  as  well  as  any  State  or  Federal  agency,  which  the  said  Florida 
Citrus  Commission  deems  wise,  necessary  and  expedient  in  the 
carrying  out  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

(h)  To  incur  and  pay  such  expenses  and  obligations  as  are 
necessary  in  connection  with  and  required  for  the  proper  carrying 
out  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  subject  only  to  the  limitations  here- 
inafter imposed. 

Section  5.  That  in  the  exercise  of  its  powers  and  duties  here- 
under, and  particularly  in  connection  with  the  expenditure  of  the 
funds  appropriated  by  this  Act,  said  Florida  Citrus  Commission 
shall  from  time  to  time  advise  and  consult  with  an  Advisory  Re- 
search Committee,  which  shall  consist  of  ten  practical  citrus  fruit 
men,  resident  citizens  of  the  State  of  Florida,  four  of  whom  shall 
be  growers  of  citrus  fruit  not  connected  with  any  packing,  shipping 
or  marketing  agency  or  association,  either  as  officers  or  as  paid  em- 
ployees, three  of  whom  shall  be  canners  of  citrus  fruit  or  persons 
connected  with  an  organization  or  association  engaged  in  canning 
citrus  fruit,  and  the  remaining  three  members  of  which  shall  be 
growers  who  are  shippers  of  citrus  fruit  or  persons  connected  with 
an  organization  or  association  engaged  in  shipping  citrus  fruit,  such 
Advisory  Research  Committee  to  be  selected  and  appointed  by  the 
Florida  Citrus  Commission,  and  the  members  thereof  to  serve  for  a 
term  of  five  years  each. 

Section  6.  That  there  is  hereby  appropriated  and  made  avail- 
able for  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  administration  of  this  Act 
from  the  special  funds  known  as  the  Orange  Advertising  Fund,  the 
Grapefruit  Advertising  Fund  and  the  Tangerine  Advertising  Fund 
such  amounts  as  may  be  necessary,  not  to  exceed,  however,  in  any 
one  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  expenditures  in  excess  of  five  per- 
cent of  such  special  funds  collected  in  such  year. 

Section  6-A.  Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  construed  as  to 
permit  the  promulgation  of  any  rule  or  regulation  by  such  Commis- 
sion as  will  allow  the  use  of  color-added  as  otherwise  prohibited  by- 
law. 
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Section  7.  That  this  Act  shall  be  liberally  construed  and  if  any 
part  or  portion  thereof  be  declared  invalid  or  the  application  thereof 
to  any  person,  circumstance  or  thing  is  declared  invalid,  the  validity 
of  all  the  remainder  of  this  Act  and/ or  the  applicability  thereof  to 
any  other  person,  circumstance  or  thing  shall  not  be  affected  thereby, 
and  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida  to 
preserve  any  and  all  parts  of  said  Act  if  possible. 

Section  8.  That  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  herewith 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed  to  the  extent  of  such  conflict. 

Section  9.    That  this  Act  shall  take  effect  July  1,  1941.

SENATE  BILL  NO.  209 


AN  ACT  to  Prescribe  the  Duties  of  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission 
With  Reference  to  Transportation  Problems  Affecting  the  Florida 
Citrus  Industry  and  Transporation  Rates  and  Charges  on  Florida 
Citrus  Fruits;  to  Prescribe  for  Expenditures  from  the  Orange  Ad- 
vertising Fund,  the  Grapefruit  Advertising  Fund  and  the  Tan- 
gerine Advertising  Fund  for  Protecting  the  Florida  Citrus 
Industry  in  Obtaining  and  Enjoying  Just,  Reasonable  and  Other- 
wise Lawful  Transportation  Rates  and  Charges. 

Be  It  Enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 

Section  1.  That  the  raising  of  citrus  fruits  is  one  of  the  great 
industries  of  the  State  of  Florida  and  the  production  of  citrus  fruits 
in  Florida  is  a  highly  commercial  undertaking,  with  almost  the  en- 
tire crop  produced  for  sale;  that  the  problem  of  transportation  and 
distribution  is  of  paramount  importance  to  the  Florida  citrus  indus- 
try and  is  associated  with  the  conducting  of  publicity,  advertising 
and  sales  promotion  campaigns  to  increase  the  consumption  of  Flor- 
ida citrus  fruits;  that  the  citrus  fruits  produced  in  Florida  cannot 
be  delivered  to  the  consumer  without  transportation  and  the  con- 
sumption of  Florida  citrus  fruits  cannot  be  increased  without  just 
and  reasonable  transportation  rates  and  charges;  and  that  it  is  vital 
to  the  Florida  citrus  industry  and  to  the  general  welfare  of  the  State 
of  Florida  that  just,  reasonable  and  otherwise  lawful  transportation 
rates  and  charges  on  Florida  citrus  fruits  be  obtained  and  main- 
tained. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Florida  Citrus  Commis- 
sion to  cause  to  be  investigated  the  transportation  problems  affecting 
the  Florida  citrus  industry  and  the  lawfulness  of  any  and  all  existing 
or  proposed  rates,  charges,  rules,  regulations  or  practices  affecting 
any  rate  or  charge  insofar  as  the  same  may  affect  the  Florida  citrus 
industry,  and  to  that  end  shall  cause  such  proper  investigations  to 
be  made  by  other  agencies  established  and  existing  for  the  purpose 
of  handling  such  problems.  That  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission  may 
authorize  such  other  agency  as  selected  by  it  to  compile  the  facts 
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concerning  the  transportation  rates,  charges,  rules,  regulations  or 
practices  affecting  the  Florida  citrus  industry,  and  when  any  such 
transportation  rate,  charge,  rule,  regulation  or  practice  is,  in  its  opin- 
ion, excessive,  unjust,  unreasonable,  discriminating  in  nature  or 
otherwise  unlawful,  may  cause  such  agency  to  file  with  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission  or  other  proper  regulatory  body,  com- 
plaints, protests,  petitions  or  other  pleadings  and  papers,  and  to 
participate  in  any  proceedings  or  hearings  concerning  the  same  to 
the  end  that  the  Florida  citrus  industry  may  be  fully  protected  in 
obtaining  and  enjoying  just,  reasonable  and  otherwise  lawful  trans- 
portation rates  and  charges.  In  the  performance  of  any  such  duties 
the  Florida  Citrus  Commission  shall  pay  such  agency  so  selecteed  by 
it  such  reasonable  compensation  as  the  Commission  may  fix  for  de- 
fraying the  expenses  of  the  agency,  including  the  employment  of 
counsel,  rate  experts,  accountants  or  other  assistants  in  any  such 
investigation  or  participation  in  any  such  proceeding  or  hearing. 

Section  3.  'That  there  is  hereby  appropriated  and  made  avail- 
able during  each  year  next  ensuing  after  the  effective  date  of  this 
Act,  for  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  administration  and  enforce- 
ment of  this  Act  from  the  special  funds  known  as  the  Orange  Adver- 
tising Fund,  the  Grapefruit  Advertising  Fund  and  the  Tangerine 
Advertising  Fund,  such  amounts  as  may  be  necessary,  not  to  exceed, 
however,  in  any  one  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  expenditures  in 
excess  of  three  (3)  per  cent  of  such  special  funds  collected  in  such 
year;  provided,  further,  that  in  case  any  expenditure  is  made  as 
authorized  herein,  each  of  said  special  funds  as  aforesaid  shall  an- 
nually bear  its  pro  rata  of  such  expenditure  in  such  proportion  as  the 
Commission  may  find  oranges,  grapefruit  and  tangerines,  respec- 
tively, are  affected  by  each  such  expenditure  and  in  no  event 
shall  the  expenditure  in  any  one  fiscal  year  concerning  oranges, 
grapefruit  or  tangerines  be  in  excess,  respectively,  of  three  (3)  per 
cent  of  the  amount  collected  in  such  year  in  the  Orange  Advertising 
Fund,  the  Grapefruit  Advertising  Fund  and  the  Tangerine  Advertis- 
ing Fund,  respectively. 

Section  4.  That  this  Act  shall  be  liberally  construed  and  if  any 
part  or  portion  thereof  be  declared  invalid,  or  the  application  there- 
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of  to  any  person,  circumstance  or  thing  is  declared  invalid,  the 
validity  of  all  the  remainder  of  this  Act  and /or  the  applicability 
thereof  to  any  other  person,  circumstance  or  thing  shall  not  be  affect- 
ed thereby  and  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  to  preserve  any 
and  all  parts  of  said  Act  if  possible. 

Section  5.  That  all  laws  or  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  herewith 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed  to  the  extent  of  such  conflict. 

Section  6.    That  this  Act  shall  take  effect  July  1,  1941.

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THE  CITRUS  MATURITY  LAW 


CHAPTER  19324— (No.  329). 

Laws  of  Florida,  Acts  of  1939 
SENATE  BILL  NO.  170 


AN  ACT  to  Prohibit  the  Sale  or  Offering  for  Sale,  the  Transporta- 
tion, and  the  Preparation,  Receipt  or  Delivery  for  Transportation 
or  Market  of  Any  Citrus  Fruit  That  is  Immature  or  Otherwise 
Unfit  for  Human  Consumption;  To  Provide  for  the  Enforcement 
Thereof;  and  to  Provide  Penalties  for  the  Violation  Thereof. 

Be  It  Enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 

Section  1.  That,  as  used  in  this  Act,  the  word  "person"  shall 
extend  to  and  include  persons,  partnerships,  associations  and 
corporations;  the  word  "box"  shall  refer  to  the  standard  size  con- 
tainers now  in  common  use  in  this  State  in  the  packing  and  ship- 
ment of  citrus  fruit;  the  words  "citrus  fruit"  shall  extend  to  and 
include  only  the  fruits  Citrus  Grandis,  Osbeck,  commonly  and  here- 
inafter called  grapefruit,  and  Citrus  Sinensis,  Osbeck,  commonly 
called  oranges,  and  hereinafter  called  oranges,  and  Citrus  Nobilis 
Deliciosa,  commonly  and  hereinafter  called  tangerines;  the  words 
"packing  house"  shall  extend  to  and  include  any  structure  or  place 
prepared  for  and  used  for  packing  or  otherwise  preparing  citrus 
fruit  for  market  or  transportation. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell  or  offer 
for  sale,  to  transport,  to  prepare,  receive  or  deliver,  for  transporta- 
tion or  market  any  citrus  fruit  between  the  31st  day  of  August  and 
the  1st  day  of  December  in  any  year  unless  such  fruit  is  mature 
in  accordance  with  the  maturity  standards  provided  for  in  this  Act 
and  is  accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  inspection  and  maturity 
thereof  as  defined  by  this  Act,  issued  by  a  duly  authorized  citrus 
fruit  inspector  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  of  the  State  of 
Florida.  The  certificates  of  inspection  and  maturity  mentioned  in 
this  Act  shall  be  of  such  number,  form,  size  and  character,  and  shall 
be  used  in  such  manner  to  identify  the  fruit  to  which  they  relate, 
as  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission  may  by  rule  or  regulation  pre- 
scribe. Inspection  for  maturity  may  be  made  at  any  time,  any- 
where, after  the  fruit  is  severed  from  the  tree  until  the  shipment, 
after  inspection  and  certification,  is  accepted  by  a  common  earrier, 
or  until  it  has  been  transported  beyond  the  State  line,  where  be- 
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ing  transported  by  other  than  a  common  carrier;  with  the  further 
proviso  that  shipments  in  bulk,  either  by  common  carrier  or  other- 
wise, to  a  packing  house  for  repacking  in  the  State  of  Florida, 
must  be  reinspected  and  recertified  before  final  delivery  to  carrier, 
providing  that  one  inspection  fee  shall  be  paid  by  the  shipper. 
Provided,  that  it  shall  be  unlawful  during  the  remaining  period 
from  December  1st  to  August  31st  following  in  each  year,  for  any 
person  to  sell  or  offer  for  sale,  to  transport,  to  prepare,  receive,  or 
deliver  for  transportation  or  market  any  citrus  fruit  which  is  im- 
mature according  to  the  standards  of  this  Act  or  otherwise  unfit 
for  human  consumption,  or  for  any  person  to  receive  any  citrus 
fruit  under  a  contract  of  sale,  or  for  the  purpose  of  sale,  offering  for 
sale,  transportation,  or  delivery  for  transportation  thereof.  Pro- 
vided, further,  that  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  not  apply  to 
sales  of  citrus  fruit  "on  the  trees"  nor  to  common  carriers  or  their 
agents  when  the  fruit  accepted  for  transportation  or  transported 
by  any  such  common  carrier  is  accompanied  by  a  proper  certificate 
of  maturity  of  such  fruit  as  hereinafter  provided,  nor  when  the 
fruit  is  accepted  by  such  common  carrier  for  transportation  during 
the  time  when  no  inspection  is  required  by  this  Act. 

Section  3.  That  within  the-  purpose  and  meaning  of  this  Act, 
grapefruit  shall  be  deemed  to  be  mature  only  when  clipped  or  pick- 
ed, or  otherwise  severed  from  the  tree  each  grapefruit  shows  a 
break  in  color  caused  solely  by  nature,  and  when  the  total  soluble 
solids  of  the  juice  thereof  is  not  less  than  seven  (7%)  percent, 
and  when  the  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  thereof  to 
the  anhydrous  citric  acid  is  as  set  forth  in  sub-section  (a)  of  this 
Section,  and  when  the  juice  content  of  said  grapefruit  is  not  less 
than  the  minimum  requirement  for  the  respective  sizes  of  said 
grapefruit  as  set  forth  hereinafter  in  sub  section  (b)  of  this  Sec- 
tion. 

(a)  The  minimum  ratios  of  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  of 
said  grapefruit  to  the  anhydrous  citric  acid  are  as  follows: 

1.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
seven  (7%)  percent,  and  not  more  than  nine  (9%)  percent  the 
minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid 
shall  be  seven  to  one  (7  to  1). 

2.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
nine  (9%)  percent  and  not  more  than  nine  and  one-tenth  (9.1%) 
percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids  to  anhydrous  cit- 
ric acid  shall  be  six  and  ninety-five  hundreds  to  one  (6.95  to  1). 
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3.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
nine  and  one-tenth  (9.1%)  percent  and  not  more  than  nine  and 
two-tenth  (9.2%)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  the  total  solu- 
ble solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  six  and  ninety  hun- 
dredths to  one   (6.90  to  1). 

4.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
nine  and  two-tenths  (9.2%)  percent  and  not  more  than  nine  and 
three-tenths  (9.3%)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  the  total  solu- 
ble solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  six  and  eighty-five  hun- 
dredths to  one  (6.85  to  1).  , 

5.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
nine  and  three-tenths  (9.3%  )  percent  and  not  more  than  nine  and 
four-tenth  (9.4%.)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids 
to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  six  and  eighty  hundredths  to  one 
(6.80  to  1). 

6.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
nine  and  fourth-tenth  (9.4%)  percent  and  not  more  than  nine  and 
five-tenths  (9.5%)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble 
solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  six  and  seventy-five  hun- 
dredths to  one  (6.75  to  1). 

7.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
nine  and  five-tenths  (9.5%)  percent  and  not  more  than  nine  and 
six-tenths  (9.6%)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble 
solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  six  and  seventy  hundredths 
to  one  (6.70  to  1). 

8.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
nine  and  sixth-tenth  (9.6%  )  percent  and  not  more  than  nine  and 
seven-tenths  (9.7%)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble 
solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  six  and  sixty-five  hun- 
dredths to  one  (6.65  to  1). 

9.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
nine  and  seven-tenths  (9.7%)  percent  and  not  more  than  nine 
and  eight-tenths  (9.8%)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  solu- 
ble solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  six  and  sixty  hun- 
dredths to  one  (6.60  to  1). 

10.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
nine  and    eight-tenths    (9.8%)    percent    and  not  more  than  nine 
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and  nine-tenths  (9.9  % )  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  solu- 
ble solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  six  and  fifty-five  hun- 
dredths to  one  (6.55  to  1). 

11.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
nine  and  nine-tenths  (9.9%)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total 
soluble  solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  six  and  fifty  hun- 
dredths to  one  (6.50  to  1). 

(b)  The  minimum  juice  contents  of  the  juice  of  the  respective 
size  of  said  grapefruit  are  as  follows,  each  size  being  designated 
by  the  commercial  number  assigned  to  it,  based  on  the  number  of 
grapefruit  of  said  size  packed  commercially  in  a  standard  Florida 
packed  box  of  grapefruit  containing  two  compartments  each  having 
inside  dimensions  of  twelve  inches  by  twelve  inches  by  twelve  in- 
ches (12x12x12): 

1.  A  grapefruit  of  size  28  shall  not  contain  less  than  368 
cubic  centimeters  of  juice. 


2.  A  grapefruit  of  size  36  shall  contain  not  less  than  341 
cubic  centimeters  of  juice. 

3.  A  grapefruit  of  size  46  shall  contain  not  less  than  324 
cubic  centimeters  of  juice. 


4.  A  grapefruit  of  size  54  shall  contain  not  less  than  297 
cubic  centimeters  of  juice. 

5.  A  grapefruit  of  size  64  shall  contain  not  less  than  269 
cubic  centimeters  of  juice. 

6.  A  grapefruit  of  size  70  shall  contain  not  less  than  247 
cubic  centimeters  of  juice. 

7.  A  grapefruit  of  size  80  shall  contain  not  less  than  236 
cubic  centimeters  of  juice. 

8.  A  grapefruit  of  size  96  shall  contain  not  less  than  209 
cubic  centimeters  of  juice. 

9.  A  grapefruit  of  size  126  shall  contain  not  less  than  176 
cubic  centimeters  of  juice. 
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10.  A  grapefruit  of  size  150  shall  contain  not  less  than  154 
cubic  centimeters  of  juice. 

The  tests  of  the  juice  contents  of  grapefruit  hereunder  shall 
be  based  upon  the  average  maximum  amount  of  liquid  contents 
which  can  be  extracted  from  the  flesh  and  pulp  of  not  less  than 
three  average  individual  specimens  of  said  grapefruit  of  any 
given  size.  The  Florida  Citrus  Commission  shall,  by  proper  rules 
and  regulations  to  be  issued  hereunder,  prescribe  the  manner  and 
method  of  drawing  of  said  samples  and  of  conducting  said  tests. 
The  skin  and  rind  shall  be  removed  before  the  liquid  contents  are 
extracted,  and  the  remaining  portion  of  the  fruit  shall  be  enclosed 
within  a  porous  cloth  before  the  juice  is  extracted  therefrom  for 
the  purpose  of  permitting  an  efficient  extraction  of  said  juice,  and 
the  mechanical  juice  extractor  or  fruit  press  known  as  "Juicy  Fruit 
Press"  manufactured  by  O.  P.  Schriver  Company  of  Cincinnati, 
Ohio,  shall  be  used  in  such  process  of  extraction  with  the  strength 
of  one  man  applied  thereto.  Provided,  that  by  the  regulation  of  the 
Florida  Citrus  Commission  any  other  mechanical  fruit  press  or 
juice  extractor  of  equal  efficiency  may  be  used  in  such  process  of 
extraction. 

Section  4.  That  within  the  purpose  and  meaning  of  this  Act, 
oranges  shall  be  deemed  to  be  mature  only  when  clipped  or  pick- 
ed, or  otherwise  severed  from  the  tree,  each  orange  shows  a  break 
in  color  caused  solely  by  nature,  and  when  the  total  soluble  solids 
of  juice  thereof  is  not  less  than  seven  and  one-half  (7^)  percent 
and  when  the  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  thereof  to  the 
anhydrous  citric  acid  is  as  set  forth  in  sub-section  (a)  of  this  Sec- 
tion, and  when  the  juice  content  of  said  orange  is  in  an  amount  not 
less  than  at  the  rate  of  four  (4)  gallons  of  juice  per  standard  pack- 
ed box  of  one  and  three  fifths  (1-3/5)  bushel. 

(a)  The  minimum  ratios  of  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice 
of  said  oranges  to  the  anhydrous  citric  acid  are  as  follows: 

1.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  Irss  than 
seven  and  five-tenths  (7.5)  percent,  and  not  more  than  seven  and 
six-tenths  (7.6)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids 
to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  ten  and  one-half  to  one  (10.50  to  1). 

2.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
seven  and  six-tenths  (7.6)  percent  and  not  more  than  seven  and 
seven-tenths    (7.7)    percent   the    minimum    ratio    of   total  soluble 
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solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  ten  and  four-tenths  to  one 
(10.4  to  1). 

3.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
seven  and  seven-tenths  (7.7)  percent  and  not  more  than  seven 
and  eight-tenths  (7.8)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble 
solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  ten  and  three-tenths  to 
one  (10.3  to  1). 

4.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
seven  and  eight-tenths  (7.8)  percent  and  not  more  than  seven  and 
nine-tenths  (7.9)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble 
solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  ten  and  two-tenths  to 
one  (10.2  to  1). 

5.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
seven  and  nine-tenths  (7.9)  percent  and  not  more  than  eight  (8) 
percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids  to  anhydrous  cit- 
ric acid  shall  be  ten  and  one-tenth  to  one  (10.1  to  1). 

6.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
eight  (8)  percent  and  not  more  than  eight  and  one-tenth  (8.1)  per- 
cent the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids  to  anhydrous  citric 
acid  shall  be  ten  to  one  (10.  to  1). 

7.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
eight  and  one-tenth  (8.1)  percent  and  not  more  than  eight  and 
two-tenths  (8.2)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids 
to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  nine  and  nine-tenths  to  one  (9.9 
to  1). 

8.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
eight  and  two-tenths  (8.2)  percent .  and  not  more  than  eight  and 
three-tenths  (8.3)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble 
solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  nine  and  eight-tenths  to 
one  (9.8  to  1). 

9.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
eight  and  three-tenths  (8.3)  percent  and  not  more  than  eight  and 
four-tenth  (8.4)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids 
to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  nine  and  seven-tenths  to  one 
(9.7  to  1). 
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10.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  less  than 
eight  and  four-tenths  (8.4)  percent  and  not  more  than  eight  and 
five-tenths  (8.5)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids 
to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  nine  and  six-tenths  to  one 
(9.6  to  1). 

11.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
eight  and  five-tenths  (8.5)  percent  and  not  more  than  eight  and 
six-tenths  (8.6)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids 
to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  nine  and  five-tenths  to  one 
(9.5  to  1). 

12.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than

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18.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juiee  is  not  less  than 
nine  and  two-tenths  (9.2)  percent  and  not  more  than  nine  and  three- 
tenths  (9.3)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids  to 
anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  eight  and  ninety  hundredths  to  one 
(8.90  to  1). 

19.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
nine  and  three-tenths  (9.3)  percent  and  not  more  than  nine  and 
four-tenths  (9.4)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble 
solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  eight  and  eighty-five  hun- 
dredths to  one  (8.85  to  1). 

20.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
nine  and  four-tenths  (9.4)  percent  and  not  more  than  nine  and 
five-tenths  (9.5)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids 
to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  eight  and  eighty  hundredths  to 
one  (8:80  to  1). 

21.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
nine  and  five-tenths  (9.5)  percent  and  not  more  than  nine  and 
six-tenths  (9.6)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids 
to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  eight  and  seventy-five  hundredths 
to  one  (8.75  to  1). 

22.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
nine  and  six-tenths  (9.6)  percent  and  not  more  than  nine  and 
seven-tenths  (9.7)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble 
solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  eight  and  seventy  hundredths 
to  one  (8.70  to  1). 

23  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
nine  and  seven-tenths  (9.7)  percent  and  not  more  than  nine  and 
eight-tenths  (9.8)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids 
to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  eight  and  sixty-five  hundredths 
to  one  (8.65  to  1). 

24.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
nine  and  eight-tenths  (9.8)  percent  and  not  more  than  nine  and 
nine-tenths  (9.9)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids 
to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  eight  and  sixty  hundredths  to  one 
(8.60  to  1). 

25.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
nine  and  nine-tenths  (9.9)  percent  and  not  more  than  ten  (10)  per- 
cent the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids  to  anhydrous  citric 
acid  shall  be  eight  and  fifty-five  hundredths  to  one  (8.55  to  1). 


26.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
ten  (10)  percent  and  not  more  than  ten  and  one-tenth  (10.1)  per- 
cent the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids  to  anhydrous  citric 
acid  shall  be  eight  and  fifty  hundredths  to  one  (8.50  to  1). 

27.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
ten  and  one-tenth  (10.1)  percent  and  not  more  than  ten  and  two- 
tenths  (10.2)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids 
to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  eight  and  forty-five  hundredths  to 
one  (8.45  to  1). 

28.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
ten  and  two-tenths  (10.2)  percent  and  not  more  than  ten  and 
three-tenths  (10.3)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble 
solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  eight  and  forty  hundredths 
to  one   (8.40  to  1). 

29.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
ten  and  three-tenths  (10.3)  percent  and  not  more  than  ten  and 
four-tenths  (10.4)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids 
to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  eight  and  thirty-five  hundredths  to 
one  (8.35  to  1). 

30.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
ten  and  four-tenths  (10.4)  percent  and  not  more  than  ten  and  five- 
tenths  (10.5)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids  to 
anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  eight  and  thirty  hundredths  to  one 
(8.30  to  1). 

31.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
ten  and  five-tenths  (10.5)  percent  and  not  more  than  ten  and  six- 
tenths  (10.6)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids  to 
anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  eight  and  twenty-five  hundredths 
to  one  (8.25  to  1). 

32.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
ten  and  six-tenths  (10.6)  percent  and  not  more  than  ten  and 
seven-tenths  (10.7)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble 
solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  eight  and  twenty  hundredths 
to  one  (8.20  to  1). 

33.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
ten  and  seven-tenths  (10.7)  percent  and  not  more  than  ten  and 
eight-tenths  (10.8)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids 
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to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  eight  and  fifteen  hundredths  to  on* 
(8.15  to  1). 

34.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
ten  and  eight-tenths  (10.8)  percent  and  not  more  than  ten  and 
nine-tenths  (10.9)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids 
\o  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  eight  and  ten  hundredths  to  one 
(8.10  to  1). 

35.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
ten  and  nine-tenths  (10.9)  percent  and  not  more  than  eleven  (11) 
percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids  to  anhydrous 
citric  acid  shall  be  eight  and  five  hundredths  to  one  (8.05  to  1). 

36.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
eleven  (11)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids  to 
anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  eight  to  one  (8  to  1). 

Section  5.  That  within  the  purpose  and  meaning  of  this  Act, 
tangerines  shall  be  deemed  to  be  mature  only  when  clipped  or  picked 
or  otherwise  severed  from  the  tree,  each  tangerine  shows  a  break  in 
color  caused  solely  by  nature  and  when  the  ratio  of  total  soluble 
solids  of  the  juice  thereof  to  the  anhydrous  citric  acid  is  as  set  forth 
in  sub-section  (a)  of  this  Section. 

(a)  The  minimum  ratios  of  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice 
of  said  tangerines  to  the  anhydrous  citric  acid  are  as  follows: 

1.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  less  than  ten 
(10%)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids  to  an- 
hydrous citric  acid  shall  be  seven  and  fifty  hundredths  to  one 
(7.50  to  1). 

2.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
ten  (10%)  percent  and  not  more  than  ten  and  ten  hundredths 
(10.10%)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids  to 
anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  seven  and  forty-five  hundreds  to 
one  (7.45  to  1). 

3.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
ten  and  ten  hundredths  (10.10%)  percent  and  not  more  than  ten 
and  twenty  hundredths  (10.20%)  percent,  the  minimum  ratio  of 
total  soluble  solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  seven  and  forty 
hundredths  to  one  (7.40  to  1). 
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4.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
ten  and  twenty  hundredths  (10.20%)  percent  and  not  more  than 
ten  and  thirty  hundreds  (10.30%)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of 
total  soluble  solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  seven  and 
thirty-five  hundreds  to  one  (7.35  to  1). 

5.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
ten  and  thirty  hundredths  (10.30%)  percent  and  not  more  than 
ten  and  forty  hundredths  (10.40%)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of 
total  soluble  solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  seven  and 
thirty  hundredths  to  one  (7.30  to  1). 

6.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
ten  and  forty  hundreds  (10.40%)  percent  and  not  more  than 
ten  and  fifty  hundredths  (10.50%)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of 
total  soluble  solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  seven  and 
twenty-five  hundredths  to  one  (7.25  to  1). 

7.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
ten  and  fifty  hundredths  (10.50%?)  percent  and  not  more  than  ten 
and  sixty  hundredths  (10.60%)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total 
soluble  solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  seven  and  twenty 
hundredths  to  one  (7.20  to  1). 

8.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
ten  and  sixty  hundredths  (10.60%)  percent  and  not  more  than  ten 
and  seventy  hundredths  (10.70%)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of 
total  soluble  solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  seven  and  fif- 
teen hundredths  to  one  (7.15  to  1). 

9.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
ten  and  seventy  hundredths  (10.70%)  percent  and  not  more  than 
ten  and  eighty  hundredths  (10.80%)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of 
total  soluble  solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  seven  and  ten 
hundredths  to  one  (7.10  to  1). 

10.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
ten  and  eighty  hundredths  (10.80%)  percent  and  not  more  than  ten 
and  ninety  hundredths  (10.90%)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of 
total  soluble  solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  seven  and  five 
hundredths  to  one  (7.05  to  1). 

11.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
ten  and  ninety  hundredths  (10.90%)  percent,  the  minimum  ratio  of 
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total  soluble  solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  seven  to  one 
(7  to  1). 

Section  6.  In  determining  the  total  soluble  solids  of  citrus 
fruit  within  the  purpose  and  meaning  of  this  Act  the  Brix  hy- 
drometer shall  be  used,  and  the  reading  of  the  hydrometer  cor- 
rected for  temperatures  shall  be  considered  as  the  per  centum  of 
the  total  soluble  solids.  Anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  determined  by 
titration  of  the  juice,  using  standard  alkali  and  Phenolphthalein 
as  the  indicator,  the  total  acidity  being  calculated  as  anhydrous 
citric  acid.  All  juice  used  in  determining  ratio  of  solids  to  acid  in 
all  citrus  fruit,  and  the  juice  contents  of  oranges,  shall  be  extracted 
by  hand,  without  the  use  of  any  kind  of  mechanical  pressure  or 
other  device. 

Section  7.  Any  citrus  fruit  not  conforming  to  the  Standards 
set  forth  in  Sections  3,  4,  5,  and  6  of  this  Act  shall  be  deemed 
and  held  to  be  immature  within  the  meaning  of  this  Act  and  un- 
fit for  human  consumption.  In  the  testing  of  fruit  to  determine 
whether  the  same  conforms  to  such  standards  any  inspector  shall 
have  the  right  and  authority  to  test  the  individual  fruit  in  any 
given  sample  of  fruit  drawn  in  the  number  and  by  the  manner  as 
prescribed  by  regulations  of  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission.  If 
upon  the  testing  of  the  juice  of  said  individual  fruit  in  any  sample, 
more  than  ten  percent  of  said  individual  fruit  shall  fail  by  more 
than  one  half  (%)  percentage  point  to  meet  the  minimum  ratio 
of  total  soluble  solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  which  is  required  by 
this  Act  for  such  fruit,  then  all  the  fruit  in  the  lot  from  which 
said  sample  was  drawn  shall  be  deemed  and  held  to  be  immature 
within  the  meaning  of  this  Act,  and  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

Section  8.  The  owner,  manager,  or  operator  of  each  packing 
house  at  which  it  is  intended  to  pack  or  prepare  citrus  fruit  for 
market  or  transportation  during  the  then  present  or  the  next  en- 
suing citrus  fruit  shipping  season,  shall  register  such  packing 
house  and  its  location,  shipping  point  and  post  office  with  the 
Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  not  less  than  ten  (10)  days  before 
packing,  or  otherwise  preparing  any  citrus  fruit  for  sale  or  trans- 
portation in  or  at  such  packing  house;  and  he  shall,  in  addition 
to  such  registration,  give  the  said  Commissioner  not  less  than  seven 
(7)  days  written  notice  of  the  date  on  which  packing  or  other  pre- 
parations for  sale  or  transportation  between  August  31st  and  Dec- 
ember 1st  of  citrus  fruit  of  the  then  current  or  the  next  ensuing 
season's  crop  will  be  begun.  The  Commissioner  of  Agriculture 
shall  issue  a  certificate  of  registration  to  each  such  packing  house 
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registering;  provided,  however,  that  no  such  certificate  of  registra- 
tion shall  be  issued  to  any  packing  house  unless  the  operator  ihere- 
of  shall  have  first  applied  for  and  received  his  license  as  a  cicrus 
fruit  dealer  and  furnish  his  bond  as  such  citrus  fruit  dealer,  in  ac- 
cordance with  law.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  operate  a 
citrus  packing  house,  or  to  pack  or  otherwise  prepare  for  sale  or 
transportation,  any  citrus  fruit  at  such  packing  house  without  hav- 
ing previously  registered  said  packing  house  and  given  the  notice 
herein  required,  and  receiving  and  still  having  unrevoked  from  the 
Commissioner  of  Agriculture  a  certificate;  provided,  that  no  certifi- 
cate of  inspection  and  maturity  of  any  fruit  shall  be  issued  by  any 
authorized  inspector  except  to  a  person  who  has  registered  with  the 
Commissioner  during  the  then  current  year  and  has  an  unrevoked 
certificate  of  registration  and  has  given  to  said  Commissioner  the 
notice  as  required  by  this  Act;  nor  shall  any  certificate  of  inspection 
and  maturity  be  issued  until  after  payment  of  the  inspection  fee 
imposed  by  or  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  such  payment  to  be 
evidenced  as  herein  required  or  authorized. 

For  shipping  or  attempting  to  ship  any  citrus  fruit  immature 
or  unfit  for  human  consumption  as  defined  in  this  Act,  the  Com- 
missioner of  Agriculture  shall  revoke,  for  a  period  of  not  less 
than  five  (5)  nor  more  than  fourteen  (14)  days,  the  certificate  of 
registration  of  any  packing  house  whose  owner,  manager,  operator, 
or  foreman,  or  other  person  in  authority,  shall  ship  or  attempt  to 
ship  any  such  citrus  fruit  as  aforesaid,  and  if  the  shipment  or  at- 
tempt be  accompanied  by  trickery,  fraud,  bribery  or  other  fraudu- 
lent methods  or  device,  then  such  revocation  shall  be  for  such  longer 
period  as  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  shall  deem  necessary  to 
prevent  a  repetition;  and  for  repeated  attempts  the  said  Commis- 
sioner of  Agriculture  shall  permanently  revoke  said  certificate  and 
no  inspection  certificate  shall  be  issued  to  any  packing  house  whose 
certificate  of  registration  has  been  revoked,  during  the  period  of 
such  revocation,  and  no  such  packing  house  shall  be  used  for  the 
packing  or  shipment  of  citrus  fruit  during  the  period  when  such 
registration  certificate  is  revoked. 

Section  9.  Every  vendor  or  shipper  of  citrus  fruit,  between 
the  dates  of  August  31st  and  December  1st  of  each  year  shall  pay 
to  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  a  maturity  inspection  fee  of 
one  (lc)  cent  for  each  box  of  citrus  fruit  by  him,  it  or  them  sold, 
transported  or  delivered  for  transportation,  or  when  such  fruit  is 
sold  or  transported  in  bulk  or  in  containers  other  than  standard 
^ize  boxes,  shall  pay  one  (lc)  cent  for  each  one  and  three-fifth 
(1-3/5)  bushels  of  such  fruit.  Such  maturity  inspection  fee  shall  be 
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in  addition  to  fees  for  grade  inspections  or  for  any  other  inspec- 
tions or  services  required  by  law.  Provided,  however,  that  if  the 
Governor  and  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  shall  determine  not  less 
than  thirty  (30)  days  before  the  first  day  of  September  in  any 
year  that  a  smaller  fee  than  that  herein  named  will  produce  suffi- 
cient funds  -to  defray  the  expenses  of  and  incident  to  the  enforce- 
ment of  this  Act  during  the  then  next  ensuing  citrus  fruit  shipping 
or  marketing  season,  the  Governor  may,  by  order  and  proclamation, 
reduce  the  fee  to  be  paid  during  the  next  ensuing  season  to  such 
sum  as  may  be  deemed  sufficient  for  said  purpose. 

Such  maturity  inspection  fee  shall  be  due  when  the  fruit  is 
prepared  for  market  or  transportation,  and  payment  thereof  shall 
be  evidenced  by  "Florida  Citrus  Stamps,"  as  hereinafter  provided. 
And  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  sell,  deliver,  transport,  or  deliver  or  re- 
ceive for  transportation,  any  citrus  fruit,  payment  of  the  fee  for 
which  is  not  evidenced  by  proper  "Florida  Citrus  Stamps"  as  may 
be  provided  by  regulation  prescribed  by  the  Florida  Citrus  Com- 
mission. Provided,  however,  that  the  provisions  of  this  Section 
shall  not  apply  to  the  transportation  or  carriage  of  fruit  from  grove 
to  packing  houses  within  this  State. 

Seetion  10.  In  the  event  that  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission 
shall  determine  byj  resolution  that  the  late  maturity  of  citrus 
fruit  in  any  year  or  other  abnormal  condition,  shall  require  the 
extension  of  the  maturity  inspection  season  after  December  1st, 
the  Commissioner  shall  continue  his  maturity  inspection  service 
hereunder  in  accordance  with  said  resolution  of  the  Florida  Citrus 
Commission,  but  not  later  than  December  31st  in  any  case.  In  such 
case  of  extension  of  the  maturity  inspection  season  all  provisions 
of  this  Act  applicable  to  citrus  fruit  shipped  between  August  31st 
and  December  1st  shall  be  applicable  to  citrus  fruit  shipped  during 
such  extended  maturity  inspection  season  including  the  require- 
ment of  payment  of  the  maturity  inspection  fee. 

Section  11.  None  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  apply  to 
the  sale,  transportation  or  carriage  of  citrus  fruit  for  the  bona 
fide  purpose  of  canning  said  citrus  fruit,  nor  shall  this  Act  apply 
to  citrus  fruit  present  or  held  in  canneries  for  the  purpose  of  be- 
ing canned  therein. 

Section  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commissioner  of  Agri- 
culture to  furnish  the  vendors  and  shippers  of  citrus  fruits  with 
such  "Florida  Citrus  Stamps"  to  be  attached  to  the  packages  of 
fruits  prepared  for  sale,  transportation,  or  delivery  for  transpor- 
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tation,  or  to  the  certificate  of  inspection  and  maturity,  herein  pro- 
vided for,  or  to  the  shipping  receipt,  as  the  Florida  Citrus  Commis- 
sion may,  by  rule  or  regulation,  prescribe. 

Section  13.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  authorized  inspector 
to  make  or  deliver  a  certificate  of  inspection  and  maturity  of  any 
citrus  fruit  upon  which  the  inspection  fee  hereby  imposed  or  au- 
thorized has  not  been  paid,  or  to  make  or  issue  any  false  certifi- 
cate as  to  inspection,  maturity,  or  payment  of  inspection  fees. 

Section  14.  All  citrus  fruit  prepared  for  sale  or  transporta- 
tion, or  which  is  being  prepared  for  such  purposes,  or  which  has 
been  or  is  being  delivered  for  sale  or  transportation,  that  may  be 
found  immature  or  otherwise  unfit  for  human  consumption  as  defined 
in  this  Act,  upon  inspection  and  testing,  shall  be  seized  and 
destroyed  by  a  citrus  fruit  inspector  or  the  sheriff  of  the  county 
where  found,  as  may  be  provided  by  regulations  prescribed  by  the 
Florida  Citrus  Commission,  provided  that  said  determination  of  im- 
maturity or  unfitness  for  human  consumption  may  be  made  by  a 
citrus  inspector  at  any  place  where  said  fruit  may  be  found  after 
severance  from  the  tree,  and  such  seizure  and  destruction  may  like- 
wise occur  at  any  such  place,  provided  further,  that  in  the  event  of 
seizure  of  citrus  fruit  upon  the  grounds  that  more  than  ten* (10%) 
percent  thereof  fails  to  show  a  break  in  color  caused  solely  by  na- 
ture, the  owner  or  person  in  charge  of  such  citrus  fruit  shall  be  allow- 
ed to  separate  and  to  retain  for  subsequent  use,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  law,  that  portion  of  such  citrus  fruit  which 
shows  a  break  in  color  caused  solely  by  nature,  and  in  such  case 
only  that  portion  which  fails  to  show  a  break  in  color  caused 
solely  by  nature  shall  be  destroyed  by  a  citrus  fruit  inspector  or 
by  the  sheriff  of  the  County,  as  may  be  prescribed  by  regulations 
of  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission. 

Section  15.  That  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  may  in  each 
year  employ  as  many  citrus  fruit  inspectors  for  such  period  or  per- 
iods, not  exceeding  one  (1)  year,  as  said  Commissioner  shall  deem 
necessary  for  the  effective  enforcement  of  this  Act.  All  persons 
authorized  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  to  inspect  and  certify 
to  the  maturity  of  citrus  fruit  shall  be  governed  in  the  discharge 
of  their  duties  as  such  inspectors  by  the  provisions  of  this  Act  and 
by  the  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by  the  Florida  Citrus  Com- 
mission as  herein  authorized,  and  shall  perform  their  duties  under 
the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture. 
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Section  16.  The  salary  of  the  Chief  Citrus  Fruic  Inspector 
shall  not  be  more  than  Three  Hundred  ($300.00)  Dollars  per  month, 
and  the  Chief  Laboratory  Inspector  not  more  than  Two  Hundred 
and  Fifty  ($250.00)  Dollars  per  month,  and  of  eacn  oi  tne  jjistrict 
Supervising  Inspectors  not  more  than  One  Hundred  and  Seventy- 
Five  ($175.00)  Dollars  per  month,  and  the  salary  of  each  of  the 
other  inspectors  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  not  more  than  One  Hundred 
and  Fifty  ($150.00)  Dollars  per  month,  and  in  addition  thereto 
each  inspector  shall  receive  his  or  her  necessary  traveling  and  other 
expenses  incurred  by  him  or  her  in  the  discharge  of  his  or  her  duties 
as  such  inspector,  which  shall  be  paid  upon  approval  vi  accounts 
therefor  by  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture.  The  Commissioner 
is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  employ  such  additional 
field  and  other  agents  and  clerical  assistants,  at  such  times  and 
for  such  periods,  and  to  incur  and  pay  any  other  expenses,  including 
traveling  expenses  of  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  during  the 
citrus  fruit  season  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  effective  enforce- 
ment of  this  Act,  and  to  assure  the  payment  of  the  inspection  fees 
hereby  imposed,  or  that  may  be  imposed  under  the  authority  of  this 
Act. 

In  case  of  emergency  or  necessity,  when  no  citrus  fruit  in- 
spector is  available  for  inspection  of  a  particular  lot  of  citrus  fruic, 
the  Commissioner  may  designate  some  fit  and  competent  individual 
to  inspect,  test,  and  certify  as  to  such  lot  of  fruit.  Certficates 
made  or  issued  by  such  designated  individuals  shall  be  signed  by 
him  or  her  as  "Special  Citrus  Fruit  Inspector."  He  or  she  shall  not 
be  required  to  give  any  bond,  but  shall  be  subject  to  the  penalties 
imposed  by  this  Act  for  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  hereof. 

Section  17.  The  Florida  Citrus  Commission  shall,  from  time  to 
time,  as  it  may  deem  to  be  expedient  and  necessary,  make  and 
promulgate  rules  and  regulations  for  carrying  out  and  enforcing 
the  provisions  and  regulations  of  this  Act. 

Section  18.  For  the  purpose  of  enforcing  the  provisions  of 
this  Act,  as  well  as  the  regulations  of  the  Florida  Citrus  Com- 
mission, to  be  issued  hereunder,  citrus  fruit  inspectors  are  hereby 
empowered  and  authorized  to  enter  into  any  packing  house  at  any 
hour  of  day  or  night  and  to  have  and  demand  access  and  admission 
to  any  enclosed  portion  of  said  packing  house.  Said  citrus  fruit  in- 
spectors are  likewise  empowered  and  authorized  to  inspect  all  pack- 
ing house  records,  pertaining  to  receipt  from  groves  and  to  details 
of  receiving,  handling,  running,  processing  or  packing  citrus  fruit. 
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Section  19.  In  the  event  that  any  packing  house  packing  cit- 
rus fruit  during  the  inspecting  season  shall  have  present  therein 
or  shall  be  processing,  or  shall  be  packing  two  or  more  lots  of 
fruit  simultaneously,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  manager  or  other 
person  in  charge  of  said  packing  house  to  notify  the  citrus  fruit 
inspector  conducting  inspections  at  said  packing  house  of  said  fact 
and  to  furnish  to  said  inspector  full  information  as  to  the  source  of 
said  several  lots  of  fruit  and  the  number  of  boxes  in  each  several 
lot. 

Section  20.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  obstruct,  hin- 
der, resist,  interfere  with,  or  attempt  to  obstruct,  hinder,  resist,  or 
interfere  with  any  authorized  inspector  in  the  discharge  of  any 
duty  imposed  upon  or  required  of  him  or  her  by  the  provisions  of 
law  or  by  any  rule  or  regulation  prescribed  by  the  Florida  Citrus 
Commission  herein  authorized,  or  to  change  or  attempt  to  change 
any  instrument,  substance,  article  or  fluid  used  by  such  inspector  or 
emergency  inspector  in  making  tests  of  citrus  fruit. 

Section  21.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  Act,  or  do  or  commit  any  act  herein  declared  to  be  unlaw- 
ful, or  shall  violate  any  reasonable  rule  or  regulation  made  and  pro- 
mulgated by  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission  in  pursuance  of  the 
authority  therefor  herein  given,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  Fifty  ($50.00)  Dollars,  and  not  more  than  One  Thousand 
($1,000.00)  Dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  not 
more  than  one  (1)  year,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment  in 
the  discretion  of  the  Court. 

Section  22.  All  money  received  by  the  Commissioner  of  Agri- 
culture for  maturity  inspection  fees  and  certificates  of  inspection 
and  maturity  shall  be  paid  by  him  to  the  State  Treasurer,  who  shall 
deposit  said  money  to  account  of  the  "General  Inspection  Fund." 

All  salaries  and  expenses  incurred  in  the  enforcement  of  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  paid  out  of  such  "General  Inspec- 
tion Fund"  upon  vouchers  approved  by  the  Commissioner  of  Agri- 
culture and  warrants  issued  thereon  by  the  Comptroller. 

All  salaries  and  expenses  incurred  by  the  Florida  Citrus  Com- 
mission in  functioning  under  this  Act  shall  be  paid  out  of  such 
"General  Inspection  Fund"  upon  vouchers  certified  by  the  Florida 
Citrus  Commission  and  approved  by  the  Commissoner  of  Agri- 
culture and  warrants  issued  thereon  by  the  Comptroller.

Section  23.  If  any  provision,  section,  sub-section,  sentence, 
clause  or  phrase  of  this  Act  is  for  any  reason  held  to  be  unconsti- 
tutional or  invalid,  .such  holding  shall  not  affect  in  any  way  the 
validity  of  such  parts  of  this  Act  as  shall  not  be  in  violation  of  the 
Constitution,  or  shall  not  otherwise  be  invalid. 

Section  24.  This  Act  shall  not  repeal  Chapter  17776,  Laws  of 
Florida,  Acts  of  1937,  but  all  other  laws  in  conflict  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  25.    This  Act  shall  take  effect  August  1,  1939.

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FLORIDA  CITRUS  COMMISSION  EMPOWERED  TO 
RAISE  OR  LOWER  JUICE  REQUIREMENT 
FOR  GRAPEFRUIT 

CHAPTER  NO.  17776 

Laws  of  Florida,  Acts  of  1937 


AN  ACT  providing  for  and  prescribing-  certain  additional  powers, 
duties  and  authority  of  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission;  providing 
the  authority  for  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission  to  hold  hearings, 
as2ertain  facts,  and  to  raise  or  lower  juice  requirements  of  grape- 
fruit that  may  be  marketed  in  accordance  with  law. 

WHEREAS,  it  is  a  well  known  fact,  and  the  Legislature  so  finds, 
that  the  juice  content  of  grapefruit  varies  in  abnormal  seasons;  and 

WHEREAS, ,  the  maturity  laws  of  Florida  with  reference  to 
juice  content  of  grapefruit  are  designed  to  furnish  a  reasonable 
standard  in  normal  seasons ;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  a  well  known  fact,  and  the  Legislature  so 
finds,  that  during  abnormal  seasons  the  juice  content  of  grapefruit 
varies  as  much  as  ten  percent  from  normal;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  the  event  of  the  occurrence  of  abnormal  seasons 
the  Florida  Citrus  Commission  should  be  vested  with  authority  to  find 
and  determine  the  facts  existing  during  any  such  season,  after  public 
hearing,  and  should  be  vested  with  the  power  to  raise  or  lower  the 
requirements  of  juice  content  of  grapefruit  as  fixed  by  statute  during 
such  abnormal  season,  provided,  that  in  no  case  shall  such  total 
increase  or  decrease  of  such  requirement,  on  account  of  the  existence 
of  any  abnormal  season,  exceed  ten  percent  (10%)  of  the  amounts 
expressly  fixed  by  statute; 

NOW,  THEREFORE, 

Be  It  Enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 

Section  1.  The  Florida  Citrus  Commission  is  hereby  given  full 
and  plenary  power  and  authority  to  do  the  following  things: 
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1.  To  hold  public  hearings  of  the  persons  engaged  in  the  grow- 
ing and /or  shipping  of  grapefruit  in  the  State  of  Florida  at  a  place 
or  places  to  be  designated  by  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission  for  the 
purpose  of  ascertaining  the  facts  as  to  whether  or  not  abnormal 
seasonal  conditions  exist  in  the  grapefruit  producing  sections  of  the 
State  and  the  extent  of  the  effect  thereof  on  the  juice  content  of 
grapefruit  and  the  amount  said  juice  content  varies  from  normal. 

2.  To  find  and  determine  after  such  hearings  whether  or  not 
the  required  juice  content  of  grapefruit  as  set  out  in  the  maturiy 
laws  of  Florida  should  be  raised  or  lowered  for  the  particular  ship- 
ping season  in  which  such  hearing  or  hearings  are  held  or  until  the 
termination  of  said  abnormal  shipping  season  and  the  effect  upon  the 
juice  content  of  grapefruit  produced  thereby. 

3.  In  the  event  that  said  Florida  Citrus  Commission,  after  such 
public  hearing  or  hearings,  shall  affirmatively  find  and  determine 
that  abnormal  seasonal  conditions  do  exist  in  the  grapefruit  pro- 
ducing sections  of  the  State,  and  shall  further  find  and  determine 
that  the  required  juice  content  of  grapefruit  as  set  out  in  the  ma- 
turity laws  of  Florida  shall  be  raised  or  lowered,  said  Florida  Citrus 
Commission  shall  have,  and  it  is  hereby  expressly  vested  with  the 
power  and  authority  to  raise  or  lower  the  required  juice  content  of 
grapefruit  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  maturity  laws  of  Florida,  in 
accordance  with  its  findings,  but  in  no  case  shall  said  required  juice 
content  of  grapefruit  be  raised  or  lowered  more  than  ten  percent 
(10%)  from  the  amount  required  by  law. 

Section  2.  An  affirmative  vote  of  not  less  than  nine  (9)  mem- 
bers of  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission  shall  be  necessary  in  order  to 
adopt,  alter,  rescind,  modify  and /or  amend  a  regulation  lowering  or 
raising  the  juice  content  of  grapefruit  as  fixed  by  law,  which  said 
regulation  when  passed  and  published  as  provided  by  law  shall  have 
the  force  and  effect  of  law. 

Section  3.  This  Act  is  to  be  liberally  construed,  and  is  to  be 
construed  as  in  no  wise  limiting  or  restricting  the  rights,  powers, 
duties  or  authority  of  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission  now  or  here- 
after in  it  vested  by  law,  but  is  to  be  construed  as  being  supple- 
mentary thereto  and  as  enlargement  thereof. 

Section  4.  That  this  Act  shall  be  liberally  construed  and  if 
any  part  or  portion  thereof  be  declared  invalid,  or  the  application 
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thereof  to  any  person,  circumstances  or  thing  is  declared  invalid,  the 
validity  of  the  remainder  of  this  Act  and /or  the  applicability  thereof 
to  any  other  person,  circumstance  or  thing  shall  not  be  affected 
thereby,  and  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  to  preserve  any  and 
all  parts  of  said  Act  if  possible. 

Section  5.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  herewith  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Section  6.    This  Act  shall  take  effect  August  1,  1937.

AN  ACT  to  Provide  for,  Regulate,  and  Control  the  Artificial  col- 
oring of  Certain  Citrus  Fruits  by  the  Addition  of  Artificial 
Color  to  the  Peel  Thereof,  and  Fixing  Penalties  for  the  Viola- 
tion Thereof. 

Be  It  Enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 
Section  1.  Definitions: 
As  used  in  this  Act: 

(a)  The  term  "citrus  fruit"  means  and  includes  only  the  fruits 
Citrus  Grandis,  Osbeck,  commonly  called  grapefruit,  and  Citrus 
Cinensis,  Osbeck,  commonly  called  oranges,  and  Citrus  Nobilis  Deli- 
ciosa,  commonly  called  tangerines,  or  any  of  them,  grown  in  the 
State  of  Florida. 

(b)  The  term  "person''  means  and  includes  individual,  part- 
nership, corporation,  association  or  any  other  business  unit. 

(c)  "Coloring  matter"  means  and  includes  any  dye  or  any 
liquid  or  concentrate,  or  material  containing  a  dye,  or  materials 
which  react  to  form  a  dye,  used  or  intended  to  be  used  for  the  pur- 
pose of  enhancing  the  color  of  citrus  fruit  by  the  addition  of  arti- 
ficial color  to  the  peel  thereof;  provided  that  said  term  shall  not 
include  any  process  or  treatment  of  fruit  which  merely  brings  out 
or  accelerates  the  natural  color  of  fruit. 

(d)  "Commissioner"  shall  mean  the  Commissioner  of  Agri- 
culture of  the  State  of  Florida. 

(e)  "Commission"  shall  mean  the  State  Citrus  Commission 
created  and  designated  as  "Florida  Citrus  Commission." 
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(f)  "Standard  packed  box"  shall  mean  1-3/5  bushels  of  citrus 
fruit,  whether  in  bulk  or  containers. 

(g)  "Manufacturer"  means  and  includes  any  person  who  shall 
manufacture  or  sell,  or  offer  for  sale,  or  license  or  offer  to  license 
for  use,  any  coloring  matter. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  manufacturer  to  use 
or  include,  in  the  manufacture  of  any  coloring  matter,  any  dye 
or  color  other  than  one  that  has  been  duly  certified,  by  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture,  as  harmless  and  suitable  for  use 
in  foods;  PROVIDED,  that  in  the  case  of  a  dye  or  color  for  which 
certification  is  pending,  the  Commissioner  shall  issue  a  temporary 
permit  allowing  the  use  of  such  dye  or  color,  pending  such  certifi- 
cation, when  upon  analysis  thereof,  made  pursuant  to  regulations 
promulgated  by  the  Commission  as  hereinafter  authorized,  the  said 
dye  or  color  shall  have  been  found  to  contain  no  amount  of  anti- 
mony, arsenic,  barium,  lead,  copper,  mercury,  or  zinc,  or  other 
heavy  metals,  or  other  substances  known  to  be  injurious  to  health 
in  excess  of  amounts  thereof  permitted  in  certified  food  colors  by 
regulations  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture;  and 
PROVIDED  further,  that  the  cost  of  such  analysis  shall  be  paid 
by  the  manufacturer  desiring  to  use  such  color. 

Section  3.  Every  manufacturer,  before  selling  or  offering  for 
sale,  or  licensing  or  offering  to  license  for  use,  any  coloring  matter, 
shall  furnish  the  Commissioner  with  the  complete  formula  follow- 
ed in  the  manufacture  of  such  coloring  matter,  (including,  in  event 
of  the  use  of  a  non-certified  dye  under  the  provisions  of  Section  2 
hereof,  the  formula  for  such  dye)  together  with  a  sample  of  such 
coloring  matter  in  such  amount  as  the  Commissioner  may  direct. 
He  shall  likewise  furnish  the  Commissioner  with  a  complete  de- 
scription of  the  process  followed  in  applying  said  coloring  matter  to 
the  peel  of  citrus  fruit,  including  the  following:  (1)  the  list  of  ma- 
terials (other  than  the  coloring  matter)  and  of  all  machinery,  ap- 
paratus and  equipment  used  in  said  process;  (2)  an  explanation  of 
the  amount  and  kind  of  heat  used  in  said  process,  how  applied  to 
the  citrus  fruit  and  for  what  period  of  time;  (3)  a  specific  show- 
ing as  to  whether  or  not  the  coloring  matter  used  in  said  process 
on  the  peel  of  the  citrus  fruit  is  of  such  nature  or  operates  in  such 
manner  that  the  color  of  citrus  fruit  which  has  been  treated  with 
such  coloring  matter  under  such  process  is  stable  or  changeable. 
The  Commissioner  shall  cause  the  said  formula  to  be  examined, 
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and  the  said  sample  to  be  analyzed,  and  if  there  shall  be  found  in 
either  any  ingredient  prohibited  under  Section  2  hereof,  or  any 
other  ingredient  known  to  be  dangerous  to  health  under  the  condi- 
tions of  its  use,  or  if  the  said  coloring  matter  shall  vary  in  any 
material  or  substantial  degree  from  the  formula  so  furnished,  then 
such  coloring  matter  shall  not  be  used  on  citrus  fruits,  and  the 
manufacturer  shall  be  denied  the  license  hereinafter  required.  Like- 
wise, if  the  process  followed  in  applying  said  coloring  matter  to  the 
peel  of  citrus  fruits  as  furnished  by  the  manufacturer  to  the  Com- 
missioner is  found  to  be  injurious  to  citrus  fruit  or  to  its  keeping 
qualities  or  to  result  in  the  creation  of  an  unstable  and  unsatisfac- 
tory color  on  the  peel  of  citrus  fruit  then  such  coloring  matter  shall 
not  be  used  on  citrus  fruits  and  the  manufacturer  shall  be  denied 
the  license  hereinafter  required.  If  such  coloring  matter  is  found 
suitable  for  use  in  food  under  the  provisions  of  this  and  Section  2 
hereof,  and  the  process  is  likewise  found  suitable  for  use  on  citrus 
fruit,  both  in  respect  to  effecting  no  injury  to  said  fruit  or  its 
keeping  qualities  and  in  resulting  in  the  creation  of  a  stable  and 
satisfactory  color  on  the  peel  thereof,  then  the  coloring  matter  shall 
be  authorized  for  use  on  citrus  fruits,  and  the  manufacturer  shall 
be  licensed  as  hereinafter  provided.  Thereafter  the  Commissioner 
shall,  from  time  to  time,  cause  samples  of  coloring  matter  to  be 
taken  at  the  manufacturer's  place  of  business,  and  shall  cause  the 
same  to  be  analyzed,  and  if  the  said  coloring  matter  shall  be  found 
to  contain  any  ingredient  herein  prohibited,  or  if  it  varies  in  any 
material  of  substantial  degree  from  the  formula  therefor  as  filed 
with  the  Commissioner,  then  such  coloring  matter  shall  not  be  used 
on  citrus  fruit,  and  the  manufacturer  thereof  shall  be  subjected  to 
the  penalties  of  this  Act;  PROVIDED,  however,  that  the  formula 
so  filed  with  the  Commissioner  shall  be  held  as  confidential,  and  shall 
only  be  divulged  to  the  Commissioner  or  his  duly  authorized  repre- 
sentatives or  upon  orders  of  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  when 
necessary  in  the  enforcement  of  this  Act.  Likewise  the  Commis- 
sioner shall  from  time  to  time  cause  inspections  to  be  made  at  the 
packing  houses  or  other  places  where  said  coloring  matter  is  being 
applied  to  citrus  fruits  and  if  the  applications  of  said  coloring  mat- 
ter of  citrus  fruits,  through  the  use  of  said  process  or  otherwise, 
shall  be  found  to  be  injurious  to  the  citrus  fruits,  or  to  the  keeping 
qualities  thereof,  or  to  result  in  an  unstable  and  unsatisfactory  color, 
the  manufacturer  shall  be  advised  thereof,  and  if  said  condition  is 
not  remedied  the  Commissioner  shall  be  authorized,  after  notice 
and  hearing,  to  cancel  the  license  of  the  manufacturer  to  manufac- 
ture and  sell  or  license  the  use  of  such  coloring  matter. 
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Section  4.  That  before  offering  any  such  coloring  matter  for 
sale  or  use  the  manufacturer  thereof  shall  first  procure  from  the 
Commissioner  a  license  to  manufacture  and  sell  or  license  the  use 
of  the  same,  and  shall  at  the  same  time  execute  and  deliver  to  the 
Commissioner  a  cash  bond  or  surety  bond  executed  by  such  manu- 
facturer as  principal  and  by  a  surety  company  qualified  and  auth- 
orized to  do  business  in  this  State,  as  surety,  in  the  amount  of 
$5,000.00.  Said  bond  shall  be  in  the  form  approved  by  the  Com- 
missioner and  shall  be  conditioned  to  guarantee  that  such  coloring 
matter  is  free  from  any  matter  or  ingredient  that  is  hurtful  to  the 
quality  of  such  citrus  fruit  and  is  free  from  any  ingredient  that  is 
in  any  way  injurious  to  health.  Said  bond  shall  be  to  the  Governor 
of  the  State  of  Florida  and  his  successors  m  office  and  the  aggre- 
gate accumulated  liability  under  any  such  bond  shall  not  exceed 
the  amount  named  therein.  Any  person  claiming  to  be  injured  by 
a  breach  of  any  of  the  conditions  of  said  bond  may  maintain  an  ac- 
tion on  the  same  against  the  principal  and  surety  named  in  said 
bond,  or  either'  of  them,  and  any  judgment  against  the  principal 
and  surety,  or  either  of  them,  in  any  such  action,  shall  include 
costs. 

Section  5.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  treat  any 
citrus  fruit  with,  or  apply  thereto,  any  coloring  matter  which  has 
not  first  received  the  approval  of  the  Commissioner  as  herein  pro- 
vided. 

Section  6.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  use 
on  citrus  fruits  or  apply  thereto  any  coloring  matter  unless  such 
fruit  passes  the  requirement  of  the  State  maturity  tests,  and  the 
total  soluble  solids  of  juice  of  each  orange  shall  be  not  less  than 
eight  and  one-half  (8V2)  per  cent,  and  the  total  anhydrous  citrus 
acid  of  juice  thereof  shall  be  not  less  than  one-half  (V2)  of  one 
per  cent,  and,  in  addition  thereto,  oranges  shall  pass  the  fol- 
lowing minimum  requirements  for  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids  of 
the  juice  thereof  to  anhydrous  citric  acid: 

1.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
eight  and  five-tenths  (8.5)  per  cent  and  not  more  than  eight  and 
six-tenths  (8.6)  percent  the  minumum  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids 
to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  nine  and  five-tenths  to  one 
(9.5  to  1). 
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2.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
eight  and  six-tenths  (8.6)  per  cent  and  not  more  than  eight  and 
seven- tenths  (8.7)  per  cent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids 
to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  nine  and  four-tenths  to  one 
(9.4  to  1). 

3.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
eight  and  seven- tenths  (8.7)  per  cent  and  not  more  than  eight  and 
eight-tenths  (8.8)  per  cent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids 
to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  nine  and  three-tenths  to  one 
(9.3  to  1). 

4.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
eight  and  eight-tenths  (8.8)  per  cent  and  not  more  than  eight 
and  nine-tenths  (8.9)  per  cent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble 
solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  nine  and  two-tenths  to  one 
(9.2  to  1). 

5.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
eight  and  nine-tenths  (8.9)  per  cent  and  not  more  than  (9) 
per  cent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids  to  anhydrous 
citric  acid  shall  be  nine  and  one-tenth  to  one  (9.1  to  1). 

6.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
nine  (9)  per  cent  and  not  more  than  nine  and  one-tenth  (9.1)  per 
cent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids  to  anhydrous  citric 
acid  shall  be  nine  to  one  (9  to  1). 

7.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
nine  and  one-tenth  (9.1)  per  cent  and  not  more  than  nine  and  two- 
tenths  (9.2)  per  cent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids  to 
anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  eight  and  ninety-five  hundreds 
to  one  (8.95  to  1). 

8.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
nine  and  two-tenths  (9.2)  per  cent  and  not  more  than  nine  and 
three-tenths  (9.3)  per  cent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble 
solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  eight  and  ninety-hundredths 
to  one  (8.90  to  1). 

9.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
nine  and  three-tenths  (9.3)  per  cent  and  not  more  than  nine  and 
four-tenths    (9.4)    per   cent  the   minimum   ratio   of  total  soluble 
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solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  eight  and  eighty-five  hun- 
dredths to  one  (8.85  to  1). 

10.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
nine  and  four-tenths  (9.4)  per  cent  and  not  more  than  nine  and 
five-tenths  (9.5)  per  cent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids 
to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  eight  and  eighty  hundreds  to 
one  (8.80  to  1). 

11.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
nine  and  five-tenths  (9.5)  per  cent  and  not  more  than  nine  and 
six-tenths  (9.6)  per  cent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids 
to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  eight  and  seventy-five  hundredths 
to  one  (8.75  to  1). 

12.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
nine  and  six-tenths  (9.6)  per  cent  and  not  more  than  nine  and 
seven-tenths  (9.7)  per  cent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble 
solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  eight  and  seventy  hun- 
dredths to  one  (8.70  to  1). 

13.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
nine  and  seven-tenths  (9.7)  per  cent  and  not  more  than  nine  and 
eight-tenths  (9.8)  per  cent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids 
to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  eight  and  sixty-five  hundredths 
to  one  (8.65  to  1). 

14.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
mine  and  eight-tenths  (9.8)  per  cent  and  not  more  than  nine  and 
nine-tenths  (9.9)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids  to 
anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  eight  and  sixty  hundredths  to  one 
(8.60  to  1). 

15.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
nine  and  nine-tenths  (9.9)  per  cent  and  not  more  than  ten  (10)  per 
cent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids  to  anhydrous  citric 
acid  shall  be  eight  and  fifty-five  hundredths  to  one  (8.55  to  1). 

16.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
ten  (10)  per  cent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids  to  an- 
hydrous citric  acid  shall  be  eight  and  fifty  hundredths  to  one 
(8.50  to  1). 
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17.  Coloring-  matter  shall  not  in  any  case  be  applied  to  any 
oranges  when  the  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids  to  anhydrous  citric 
acid  is  less  than  eight  and  one-half  to  one  (8.50  to  1).  Likewise, 
coloring  matter  shall  not  in  any  case  be  applied  to  any  oranges 
unless  the  juice  content  thereof  shall  be  at  least  four  and  one-half 
gallons  to  each  standard  packed  box,  the  juice  to  be  extracted  by 
hand,  without  mechanical  pressure. 

In  determining  the  total  soluble  solids  of  citrus  fruit  within 
the  purpose  and  meaning  of  this  Act,  the  Brix  hydrometer  shall 
be  used,  and  the  reading  of  the  hydrometer  corrected  for  tem- 
perature shall  be  considered  as  the  per  centum  of  the  total  sol- 
uble solids.  Anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  determined  by  titra- 
tion of  the  juice,  using  standard  alkali  and  Phenolphthalein  as 
the  indicator,  the  total  acidity  being  calculated  as  anhydrous  citric 
acid. 

Section  7.  That  the  Commission  shall  have  power  to  pass, 
make  and  promulgate  all  needful  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
proper  enforcement  and  carrying  out  of  this  Act,  and  such  rules 
or  regulations,  not  inconsistent  herewith,  shall  have  the  force 
and  effect  of  law. 

Section  8.  That  the  enforcement  of  this  Act  and  all  of  the 
rules  and  regulations  promulgated  by  the  Commission  shall  be  un- 
der the  direction,   supervision  and  control  of  the  Commissioner. 

Section  9.  That  the  said  Commissioner  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  enter  upon  and  inspect  personally,  or  through 
his  authorized  inspectors  or  agents,  any  place  within  the  State 
of  Florida  where  citrus  fruit  is  being  prepared  or  colored  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  to  inspect  any  citrus  fruit  found 
therein,  and  he  or  they  shall  issue  certificates  of  inspection  in  the 
form  prescribed  by  him  certifying  that  such  citrus  fruit  complies 
with  the  provisions  hereof  in  the  event  that  he  or  they  shall  so 
find  upon  such  inspection. 

Section  10.  That  all  citrus  fruit  treated  with  coloring  matter, 
as  provided  herein,  shall  be  assessed  at  the  rate  of  not  to  exceed 
one-half  cent  for  each  standard  packed  box,  as  determined  by  the 
Commission.  The  moneys  raised  from  such  assessment  shall  be 
paid  to  the  Commissioner  by  the  person  applying  coloring  matter 
to  such  citrus  fruit  and  shall  be  credited  to  and  paid  into  the  Gen- 
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eral  Inspection  Fund  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the 
expenses  of  the .  administration  and  enforcement  of  this  Act.  All 
such  assessments  shall  be  due  when  citrus  fruit  is  colored  and  the 
payment  thereof  shall  be  evidenced  by  suitable  stamps  in  the  form 
prescribed  by  the  Commissioner,  which  stamps  shall  be  attached 
to  the  certificates  provided  for  in  Section  9  of  this  Act. 

Section  11.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  ship, 
sell,  or  offer  for  sale  any  citrus  fruit  which  has  been  treated  with 
coloring  matter,  unless  all  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  in  regard 
to  such  citrus  fruit,  shall  have  been  previously  complied  with  and 
unless  such  fruit  is  accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  inspection  as 
provided  for  in  Section  9  of  this  Act. 

Section  12.  Any  person  who  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  Act,  or  any  of  the  rules  or  regulations  promulgated  by  the 
Commission  in  pursuance  hereof  and  not  inconsistent  herewith, 
shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  not  to  exceed  One  Thousand  ($1,- 
000.00)  Dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  for  not  to  exceed  one  year,  or 
shall  suffer  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  court. 

Section  13.  This  Act  shall  be  liberally  construed,  and  if 
any  part  or  portion  thereof  be  declared  invalid,  or  the  applica- 
tion thereof  to  any  person,  circumstance  or  thing  is  declared  invalid, 
the  validity  of  the  remainder  of  this  Act,  or  the  application 
thereof  to  any  other  person,  circumstance  or  thing  shall  not  be 
affected  thereby,  and  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  to  pre- 
serve any  and  all  parts  of  said  Act  if  possible. 

Section  14.  All  laws  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  15.    That  this  Act  shall  take  effect  August  1,  1939.

AN  ACT  to  Provide  for,  Regulate  and  Control,  the  Use  of  Soaps, 
Oils,  Waxes,  Gases,  Gas  Forming  Materials,  and  Other  Similar 
compositions  and  the  Component  Parts  Thereof,  On  or  In  the 
Processing  of  Citrus  Fruits,  and  Fixing  Penalties  for  the  Viola- 
tion Thereof. 

Be  It  Enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 
Section  1.  Definitions: 
As  used  in  this  Act: 

(a)  The  term  "Citrus  fruit"  means  and  includes  only  the 
fruits  Citrus  Grandis,  Osbeck,  commonly  called  grapefruit,  and  Cit- 
rus Sinensis,  Osbeck,  commonly  called  oranges,  and  Citrus  Nobilis 
Deliciosa,  commonly  called  tangerines,  or  any  of  them,  grown  in 
the  State  of  Florida. 

(b)  The  term  "person"  means  and  includes  individual,  part- 
nership, corporation,  association  or  any  other  business  unit. 

(c)  "Commissioner"  shall  mean  the  Commissioner  of  Agricul- 
ture of  the  State  of  Florida. 

(d)  "Commission"  shall  mean  the  State  Citrus  Commission 
created  and  designated  as  "Florida  Citrus  Commission." 

(e)  "Manufacturer"  means  and  includes  any  person  who  shall 
manufacture  or  sell,  or  offer  for  sale,  or  license  or  offer  to  license 
for  use,  any  of  the  materials  mentioned  in  this  Act. 

Section  2.  Every  manufacturer  before  selling  or  offering  for 
sale,  or  licensing  or  offering  to  license,  any  soaps,  oils,  waxes, 
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gases,  gas  forming  materials,  and  other  similar  compositions,  and 
the  component  parts  thereof,  for  use  on  or  in  the  processing  of 
citrus  fruits,  shall  furnish  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  of  the 
State  of  Florida  with  the  complete  formula  followed  in  the  manu- 
facture of  such  composition,  together  with  a  sample  of  such  com- 
position, except  gases,  and  a  description  of  the  manner  in  and 
conditions  under  which  such  composition  is  intended  to  be  so  used. 
The  commissioner  shall  cause  the  said  formula  to  be  examined  and 
the  said  sample  to  be  analyzed  and  if  there  shall  be  found  in  either 
any  ingredient  the  use  of  which  upon  or  in  the  processing  of  such 
citrus  fruit  shall  render  the  same  dangerous  to  health  or  other- 
wise unfit  for  human  consumption,  or  injurious  to  such  fruit  or  its 
keeping  qualities,  then  such  composition  shall  not  be  used  on  cit- 
rus fruit  and  the  manufacturer  shall  be  denied  the  license  herein- 
after required.  Likewise,  if  the  process  followed  in  applying  or  us- 
ing- the  said  soaps,  oils,  waxes,  gases,  gas  forming  materials,  and 
other  similar  compositions  and  the  component  parts  thereof,  on  or 
in  the  processing  of  citrus  fruits  as  furnished  by  the  manufacturer, 
is  found  to  be  injurious  to  citrus  fruit  or  to  its  keeping  qualities, 
then  such  soaps,  oils,  waxes,  gases,  gas  forming  materials  and  other 
similar  compositions,  and  the  component  parts  thereof,  shall  not 
be  used  on  citrus  fruits  and  the  manufacturer  shall  be  denied  the 
license  hereinafter  required.  If  such  composition  is  found  suitable 
for  use  on  or  m  the  processing  of  citrus  fruits,  and  the  process  is 
likewise  found  suitable  for  use  on  or  in  the  processing  of  citrus 
fruits,  then  such  composition  shall  be  authorized  for  use  on  or  in 
the  processing  of  citrus  fruits  and  the  manufacturer  shall  be  li- 
censed as  hereinafter  provided.  Thereafter  the  Commissioner  of 
Agriculture  shall,  from  time  to  time,  cause  samples  of  such  com- 
positions to  be  taken  at  the  manufacturer's  place  of  business  or  at 
the  place  being  used  and  samples  of  fruit  on  or  in  the  processing 
of  which  such  composition  has  been  used,  at  such  times  and  places 
as  the  same  may  be  found,  and  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  analyzed 
and  examined  and  if  said  composition  shall  be  found  to  violate  any 
of  the  conditions  hereinabove  made  a  pre-requisite  to  the  issuance 
of  the  license,  or  if  it  be  found  to  vary  in  any  material  or  substan- 
tial degree  from  the  formula  therefor  as  filed  with  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Agriculture,  then  such  composition  shall  not  be  used  on 
citrus  fruits  and  the  manufacturer  thereof  shall  be  subjected  to 
the  penalties  of  this  Act;  provided,  however,  that  the  formula  so 
filed  with  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  shall  be  held  as  confi- 
dential, and  shall  only  be  divulged  to  the  said  Commissioner  or  his 
duly  authorized  representatives  or  upon  orders  of  a  court  of  com- 
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petent  jurisdiction  when  necessary  in  the  enforcement  of  this  Act. 
Likewise  the  Commissioner  shall,  from  time  to  time,  cause  inspec- 
tion to  be  made  at  the  packing  house  or  other  place  where  said 
soaps,  oils,  waxes,  gases,  gas  forming  materials,  and  other  similar 
compositions,  and  the  component  parts  thereof,  are  being  used  in 
the  processing  of  citrus  fruit  and  if  the  application  of  said  soaps, 
oils,  waxes,  gases,  gas  forming  materials,  and  other  similar  compo- 
sitions, and  the  component  parts  thereof,  shall  be  found  to  be  in- 
jurious to  the  citrus  fruit,  or  to  the  keeping  qualities  thereof,  the 
manufacturer  shall  be  advised  thereof,  and  if  such  condition  is  not 
remedied  within  a  reasonable  time,  the  Commissioner  shall  be  auth- 
orized to  cancel  the  license  of  the  manufacturer  to  sell  or  license 
the  use  of  such  soaps,  oils,  waxes,  gases,  gas  forming  materials, 
and  other  similar  compositions,  and  the  component  parts  thereof, 
on  or  in  the  processing  of  citrus  fruits, 

Section  3.  That  before  offering  any  such  soaps,  oils,  waxes 
gases,  gas  forming  materials  and  other  similar  compositions,  or 
the  component  parts  thereof,  for  sale  or  use  on  or  in  the  process- 
ing of  citrus  fruits,  the  manufacturer  thereof  shall  first  procure 
from  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  a  license  to  manufacture  and 
sell  or  license  the  use  of  the  same. 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  use  on  or  in 
the  processing  of  citrus  fruits  any  such  composition  which  has  not 
fully  received  the  approval  of  the  Commissioner  as  herein  provided. 

Section  5.  That  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission  shall  have 
power  to  pass,  make  and  promulgate  all  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  proper  enforcement  and  carrying  out  of  this  Act,  and  such 
rules  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  herewith,  shall  have  the 
force  and  effect  of  law. 

Section  6.  That  the  enforcement  of  this  Act  and  all  of  the 
rules  and  regulations  promulgated  by  the  Florida  Citrus  Commis- 
sion shall  be  under  the  direction,  supervision,  and  control  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Agriculture. 

Section  7.  Any  person  who  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  Act,  or  any  of  the  rules  or  regulations  promulgated  by  the 
Florida  Citrus  Commission  and  not  inconsistent  herewith,  shall 
upon  conviction,  be  fined  not  to  exceed  One  Thousand  ($1,000.00) 
Dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  for  not  to  exceed  one  (1)  year,  or  shall 
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suffer  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment  in  the  discretion  of  the 
court. 

Section  8.  That  this  Act  shall  be  liberally  construed,  and  if 
any  part  or  portion  thereof  shall  be  declared  invalid,  or  the  appli- 
cation thereof  to  any  person,  circumstance  or  thing  is  declared  in- 
valid, the  validity  of  the  remainder  of  this  Act,  or  the  applicability 
thereof  to  any  other  person,  circumstance  or  thing  shall  not  be  af- 
fected thereby,  and  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  to  pre- 
serve any  and  all  parts  of  said  Act  if  possible. 

Section  9.    That  this  Act  shall  take  effect  August  1,  1939.

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CANNING  OF  IMMATURE  FRUIT  PROHIBITED 

CHAPTER  20531— (No.  323) 
Laws  of  Florida — Acts  of  1941. 
SENATE  BILL  NO.  207 


AN  ACT  to  Prohibit  Canning  of  Any  Citrus  Fruit  That  is  Imma- 
ture or  Otherwise  Unfit  for  Canning  Purposes;  to  Provide  for 
the  Enforcement  Thereof;  and  to  Provide  Penalties  for  the 
Violation  Thereof. 

WHEREAS,  the  citrus  fruit  crop  grown  in  Florida  comprises 
the  major  agricultural  crop  of  Florida  and  it  is  wise,  necessary 
and  expedient  to  protect  and  enhance  the  quality  and  reputation 
of  Florida  canned  citrus  fruit  in  domestic  and  foreign  markets, 
and 

WHEREAS,  the  canning  of  any  immature  citrus  fruit  in- 
jures the  reputation  of  all  Florida  canned  citrus  fruit  and  tends 
to  destroy  the  industry  of  this  State,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Legislature  deems  it  necessary  in  the  exercise 
of  the  police  power  of  the  State  to  protect  the  reputation  of 
Florida  citrus  fruit,  the  public  health  and  welfare,  and  protect 
the  citrus  industry  of  the  State  of  Florida,  therefore, 

Be  It  Enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 

Section  1.  That,  as  used  in  this  Act,  the  word  "per son" 
shall  extend  to  and  include  persons,  partnerships,  associations 
and  corporations  or  other  business  unit;  the  word  "box''  shall 
refer  to  the  standard  field  box;  the  word  "Citrus  Fruit"  shall  ex- 
tend to  and  include  only  the  fruits  Citrus  Grandis,  Osbeck,  com- 
monly and  hereinafter  called  grapefruit  and  Citrus  Sinensis,  Osbeck, 
commonly  called  oranges  (and  hereinafter  called  oranges)  and 
Citrus  Nobilis  Deliciosa,  commonly  called  and  hereinafter  called 
tangerines;  the  words  "canning  plant"  shall  extend  to  and  include 
any  structure  or  place  prepared  for  and  used  for  extracting  juices, 
or  removal  of  inside,  of  citrus  fruit,  for  the  purpose  of  canning 
for  market  or  transportation;  the  word,  "Commission"  means  Florida 
Citrus  Commission. 
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Section  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  can  any 
citrus  fruit  between  the  31st  day  of  August  and  the  1st  day  of 
December  in  any  year  unless  such  fruit  is  mature  in  accordance 
with  the  maturity  standards  provided  for  in  this  Act  and  is  ac- 
companied by  a  certificate  of  inspection  and  maturity  thereof  as 
defined  by  this  Act,  issued  by  a  duly  authorized  citrus  fruit  inspector 
of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  of  the  State  of  Florida.  The 
certificates  of  inspection  and  maturity  mentioned  in  this  Act  shall 
be  of  such  number,  form,  size  and  character,  and  shall  be  used  in 
such  manner  to  identify  the  fruit  to  which  they  relate,  as  the  Florida 
Citrus  Commission  may  by  rule  or  regulation  prescribe.  Inspection 
for  maturity  shall  be  made  at  the  canning  plant,  with  the  further 
proviso,  that  shipments  either  by  common  carrier  or  otherwise,  to 
a  canning  plant  in  the  State  of  Florida  must  be  reinspected  and 
recertified  before  use  by  the  canner.  Provided  that  it  shall  be  un- 
lawful during  the  remaining  period  from  December  1st  to  August 
31st  following  in  each  year,  to  can  any  citrus  fruit  which  is  imma- 
ture according  to  the  standards  of  this  Act,  or  otherwise  unfit  for 
human  consumption,  or  for  any  person  to  receive  any  such  citrus 
fruit  for  the  purpose  of  canning. 

Section  3.  That  within  the  purpose  and  meaning  of  this  Act 
grapefruit  shall  be  deemed  to  be  mature  only  when  clipped  or 
picked  or  otherwise  severed  from  the  tree  each  grapefruit  shows 
a  break  in  color  caused  solely  by  nature,  and  when  the  total  soluble 
solids  of  the  juice  thereof  is  not  less  than  seven  (7%)  percent,  and 
when  the  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  thereof  to  the 
anhydrous  citric  acid  is  as  set  forth  in  sub-section  (a)  of  this 
Section,  and  when  the  juice  content  of  said  grapefruit  is  not  less 
than  the  minimum  requirement  for  the  respective  sizes  of  said 
grapefruit  as  set  forth  hereinafter  in  sub-paragraph  (b)  of  this 
section. 

(a)  The  minimum  ratios  of  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice 
of  said  grapefruit  to  the  anhydrous  citric  acid  are  as  follows: 

1.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
seven  (7%)  percent  and  not  more  than  nine  (9%)  percent  the 
minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall 
be  seven  to  one  (7  to  1). 

2.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
nine  (9%)  percent  and  not  more  than  nine  and  one-tenth  (9.1%) 
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percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids  to  anhydrous  citric 
acid  shall  be  six  and  ninety-five  hundredths  to  one  (6.95  to  1). 

3.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
nine  and  one-tenth  (9.1%)  percent  and  not  more  than  nine  and  two- 
tenths  (9.2,%)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids  to 
anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  six  and  ninety-hundredths  to  one 
(6.90  to  1). 

4.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
nine  and  two-tenths  (9.2%)  percent  and  not  more  than  nine  and 
three-tenths  (9.3%)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  the  total  soluble 
solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  six  and  eighty-five  hun- 
dredths to  one  (6.85  to  1). 

5.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
nine  and  three-tenths  (9.3%)  and  not  more  than  nine  and  four- 
tenths  (9.4%)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids 
to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  six  and  eighty  hundredths  to 
one  (6.80  to  1). 

6.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
nine  and  four-tenths  (9.4%)  percent  and  not  more  than  nine  and 
five-tenths  (9.5%)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble 
solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  six  and  seventy-five  hun- 
dredths to  one  (6.75  to  1). 

7.  When  the  total  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
nine  and  five-tenths  (9.5%)  percent  and  not  more  than  nine  and 
six-tenths  (9.6%)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble 
solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  six  and  seventy  hundredths 
to  one  (6.70  to  1). 

8.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
nine  and  six-tenths  (9.6%)  percent  and  not  more  than  nine  and 
seven-tenths  (9.7%)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble 
solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  six  and  sixty-five  hundredths 
to  one  (6.65  to  1). 

9.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
nine  and  seven-tenths  (9.7%)  percent  and  not  more  than  nine  and 
eight-tenths  (9.8%)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble 
solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  six  and  sixty  hundredths  to 
one  (6.60  to  1). 
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10.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less 
than  nine  and  eight-tenths  (9.8%)  percent  and  not  more  than  nine 
and  nine-tenths  (9.9%)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble 
solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  six  and  fifty-five  hun- 
dredths to  one  (6.55  to  1). 

11.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less 
than  nine  and  nine-tenths  (9.9%)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of 
total  soluble  solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  six  and  fifty 
hundredths  to  one  (6.50  to  1). 

(b)  The  minimum  juice  contents  of  the  juice  of  the  respec- 
tive sizes  of  said  grapefruit  are  as  follows,  each  size  being  desig- 
nated by  the  commercial  number  assigned  to  it,  based  on  the  num- 
ber of  grapefruit  of  said  size  packed  commercially  in  a  standard 
Florida  packed  box  of  grapefruit  containing  two  compartments 
each  having  inside  dimensions  of  twelve  inches  by  twelve  inches 
by  twelve  inches  (12x12x12): 

1.  A  grapefruit  of  size  28  shall  contain  not  less  than  368  cubic 
centimeters  of  juice. 

2.  A  grapefruit  of  size  36  shall  contain  not  less  than  341  cubic 
centimeters  of  juice. 

3.  A  grapefruit  of  size  46  shall  contain  not  less  than  324  eubic 
centimeters  of  juice. 

4.  A  grapefruit  of  size  54  shall  contain  not  less  than  297  cubic 
centimeters  of  juice. 

5.  A  grapefruit  of  size  64  shall  contain  not  less  than  269  cubic 
centimeters  of  juice. 

6.  A  grapefruit  of  size  70  shall  contain  not  less  than  247  cubic 
centimeters  of  juice. 

7.  A  grapefruit  of  size  80  shall  contain  not  less  than  236  cubic 
centimeters  of  juice. 

8.  A  grapefruit  of  size  96  shall  contain  not  less  than  209  cubic 
centimeters  of  juice. 
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9.  A  grapefruit  of  size  126  shall  contain  not  less  than  176  cubic 
centimeters  of  juice. 

10.  A  grapefruit  of  size  150  shall  contain  not  less  than  154  cubic 
centimeters  of  juice. 

The  tests  of  the  juice  contents  of  grapefruit  hereunder  shall  be 
based  upon  the  average  maximum  amount  of  liquid  contents  which 
can  be  extracted  from  the  flesh  and  pulp  of  not  less  than  three 
average  individual  specimens  of  said  grapefruit  of  any  given  size. 
The  Florida  Citrus  Commission  shall,  by  proper  rules  and  regula- 
tions to  be  issued  hereunder,  prescribe  the  manner  and  method 
of  drawing  of  said  samples  and  of  conducting  said  tests.  The 
skin  and  rind  shall  be  removed  before  the  liquid  contents  are 
extracted,  and  the  remaining  portion  of  the  fruit  shall  be  enclosed 
within  a  porous  cloth  before  the  juice  is  extracted  therefrom  for 
the  purpose  of  permitting  an  efficient  extraction  of  said  juice, 
and  the  mechanical  juice  extractor  or  fruit  press  known  as  "Juicy 
Fruit  Press"  manufactured  by  0.  P.  Schriver  Company  of  Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio,  shall  be  used  in  such  process  of  extraction  with 
the  strength  of  one  man  applied  thereto.  Provided,  that  by  the 
regulation  of  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission  any  other  mechani- 
cal fruit  press  or  juice  extractor  of  equal  efficiency  may  be  used 
in  such  process  of  extraction. 

Section  4.  That  within  the  purpose  and  meaning  of  this  Act, 
oranges  shall  be  deemed  to  be  mature  only  when  clipped  or  picked, 
or  otherwise  severed  from  the  trees,  each  orange  shows  a  break 
in  color  caused  solely  by  nature,  and  when  the  total  soluble  solids 
of  the  juice  thereof  is  not  less  than  seven  and  one-half  (7%%), 
percent  and  when  the  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  thereof 
to  the  anhydrous  citric  acid  is  as  set  forth  in  sub-section  (a)  of  this 
Section,  and  when  the  juice  content  of  said  oranges  is  in  an  amount 
not  less  than  at  the  rate  of  four  (4)  gallons  of  juice  per  standard 
packed  box  of  one  and  three-fifths  (1  3/5)  bushels. 

(a)  The  minimum  ratios  of  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice 
of  said  orange  to  the  anhydrous  citric  acid  are  as  follows: 

1.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
seven  and  one-half  (7.5%)  percent  and  not  more  than  seven  and 
six-tenths  (7.6%)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids 
to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  ten  and  one-half  to  one  (10.50  to  1). 
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2.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
seven  and  six-tenths  (7.6%)  percent  and  not  more  than  seven  and 
seven-tenths  (7.7%)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble 
solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  ten  and  four-tenths  to  one

24.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
nine  and  eight-tenths  (9.8%)  percent  and  not  more  than  nine  and 
nine-tenths  (9.9%)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble 
solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  eight  and  sixty  hundredths 
to  one  (8.60  to  1). 

25.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
nine  and  nine-tenths  (9.9%)  percent  and  not  more  than  ten  (10%) 
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percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids  to  anhydrous 
citric  acid  shall  be  eight  and  fifty-five  hundredths  to  one  (8.55  to  1). 

26.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
ten  (10%)  percent  and  not  more  than  ten  and  one-tenth  (10.1%) 
percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids  to  anhydrous  citric 
acid  shall  be  eight  and  fifty  hundrdedths  to  one  (8.50  to  1). 

27.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than

30.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
ten  and  four-tenths  (10.4%)  percent  and  not  more  than  ten  and 
five-tenths  (10.5%)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble 
solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  eight  and  thirty  hundredths 
to  one  (8.30  to  1). 

31.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
ten  and  five-tenths  (10.5%)  percent  and  not  more  than  ten  and 
six-tenths  (10.6%)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble 
solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  eight  and  twenty-five  hun- 
dredths to  one  (8.25  to  1). 

32.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
ten  and  six-tenths  (10.6%)  percent  and  not  more  than  ten  and 
seven-tenths  (10.7%)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble 
solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  eight  and  twenty  hundredths 
to  one  (8.20  to  1). 
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33.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
ten  and  seven-tenths  (10.7%)  percent  and  not  more  than  ten  and 
eight-tenths  (10.8%)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble 
solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  eight  and  fifteen  hundredths

36.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
eleven  (11%)  percent  and  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids 
to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  eight  to  one  (8  to  1). 

Section  5.-  That  within  the  purpose  and  meaning  of  this  Act 
tangerines  shall  be  deemed  to  be  mature  only  when  clipped  or 
picked,  or  otherwise  severed  from  the  tree,  each  tangerine  showing 
a  break  in  color  caused  solely  by  nature  and  when  the  ratio  of  total 
soluble  solids  of  the  juice  thereof  to  the  anhydrous  citric  acid 
is  as  set  forth  in  sub-section  (a)  of  this  Section. 

(a)  The  minimum  ratios  of  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  of 
said  tangerines  to  the  anhydrous  citric  acid  is  as  follows: 

1.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  less  than  ten 
(10%)  percent,  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids  to  anhy- 
drous citric  acid  shall  be  seven  and  fifty  hundredths  to  one  (7.50 
to  1). 

2.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
ten  (10%)  percent  and  not  more  than  ten  and  ten-hundredths 
(10.10%)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids  to 
anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  seven  and  forty-five  hundredths  to 
one  (7.45  to  1). 
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3.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
ten  and  ten-hundredths  (10.10%)  percent  and  not  more  than  ten 
and  twenty-hundredths  (10.20%)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of 
total  soluble  solids  of  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  seven  and  forty- 
hundredths  to  one  (7.40  to  1). 

4.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
ten  and  twenty-hundredths  (10.20%)  percent  and  not  more  than  ten 
and  thirty-hundredths  (10.30%)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of 
total  soluble  solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  seven  and 
thirty-five  hundredths  to  one  (7.35  to  1). 

5.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
ten  and  thirty-hundredths  (10.30%)  percent  and  not  more  than 
ten  and  forty-hundredths  (10.40%)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of 
total  soluble  solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  seven  and 
thirty-hundredths  to  one  (7.30  to  1). 

6.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than  ten 
and  forty-hundredths  (10.40%)  percent  and  not  more  than  ten  and 
fifty  hundredths  (10.50%)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  the  total 
soluble  solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  seven  and  twenty- 
five  hundredths  to  one  (7.25  to  1). 

7.  When  the  total  soluble,  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
ten  and  fifty -hundredths  (10.50%?)  percent  and  not  more  than 
ten  and  sixty-hundredths  (10.60%)  percent  the  minimum  ratio 
of  total  soluble  solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  seven  and 
twenty-hundredths  to  one  (7.20  to  1). 

8.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
ten  and  sixty-hundredths  (10.60%)  percent  and  not  more  than  ten 
and  seventy-hundredths  (10.70%)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of 
total  soluble  solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  seven  and 
fifteen-hundredths  to  one  (7.15  to  1). 

9.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
ten  and  seventy-hundredths  (10.70%)  percent  and  not  more  than  ten 
and  eighty-hundredths  (10.80%)  percent  the  minimum  ratio  of  total 
soluble  solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  seven  and  ten  hun- 
dredths to  one  (7.10  to  1). 

10.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
ten  and  eighty-hundredths    (10.80%)   percent  and  not  more  than 
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ten  and  ninety-hundredths  (10.90%)  percent  the  minimum  ratio 
of  total  soluble .  solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  seven  and 
five  hundredths  to  one  (7.05  to  1). 

11.  When  the  total  soluble  solids  of  the  juice  is  not  less  than 
ten  and  nmety-hundredths  ( 10.90 %)  percent  the  minimum  ratio 
of  total  soluble  solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  seven  to 
one  (7  to  1). 

Section  6.  In  determining  the  total  soluble  solids  of  citrus 
fruit  within  the  purpose  and  meaning  of  this  Act,  the  Brix  hydro- 
meter shall  be  used,  and  the  reading  of  the  hydrometer  corrected 
for  temperature  shall  be  considered  as  the  percentum  of  the  total 
soluble  solids.  Anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  determined  by  titra- 
tion of  the  juice,  using  standard  alkali  and  Phenolphthalein  as 
the  indicator,  the  total  acidity  being  calculated  as  anhydrous 
citric  acid  All  juice  used  in  determining  ratios  of  solids  to  acids 
in  all  citrus  fruit,  shall  be  extracted  by  hand,  without  the  use  of 
any  kind  of  mechanical  pressure  or  other  device. 

Section  7.  Any  citrus  fruit  not  conforming  to  the  standards 
set  forth  in  Section  3,  4,  5  and  6  of  this  Act  shall  be  deemed  and 
held  to  be  immature  within  the  meaning  of  this  Act  and  unfit 
for  human  consumption.  In  testing  of  fruit  to  determine  whether 
the  same  conforms  to  such  standards  any  inspector  shall  have 
the  right  and  authority  to  test  the  individual  fruit  in  any  given 
sample  of  fruit  drawn  in  the  number  and  by  the  manner  as  pre- 
scribed by  regulation  of  the  Floirda  Citrus  Commission.  If,  upon 
the  testing  of  the  juice  of  said  individual  fruit  in  any  sample 
more  than  ten  percent  of  said  individual  fruit  shall  fail  by  more 
than  one-half  (%)  percentage  point  to  meet  the  minimum  ratio 
of  total  soluble  solids  to  anhydrous  citric  acid  which  is  required 
by  this  Act  for  such  fruit,  then  all  of  the  fruit  in  the  lot  from 
which  said  sample  was  drawn  shall  be  deemed  and  held  to  be 
immature  within  the  meaning  of  this  Act,  and  unfit  for  human  con- 
sumption. 

8.  The  owner,  manager  or  operator  of  each  canning  plant 
in  the  State  of  Florida  at  which  it  is  intended  to  can  or  process 
citrus  fruit  prior  to  December  1st  shall  register  such  cannnig 
plant  and  its  location  with  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  not 
less  than  five  days  before  the  beginning  of  any  canning  and  shall 
give  written  notice  to  said  Commissioner  on  the  date  on  which 
the  canning  plant  will  begin  to  receive  fruit  for  canning  purposes; 
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provided,  however,  that  the  five  days  notice  may  be  waived  by 
approval  of  the  Commissioner.  The  Commissioner  of  Agriculture 
shall  issue  a  certificate  of  registration  to  each  such  canning  plant 
registering;  provided,  however,  that  no  such  certificate  of  regis- 
tration shall  be  issued  to  any  canning  plant  unless  the  operator 
thereof  shall  have  first  applied  for  and  received  his  license  as  a 
citrus  fruit  dealer  and  furnished  his  bond  as  such  citrus  fruit 
dealer,  in  accordance  with  law.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
to  operate  a  canning  plant  or  can  any  citrus  fruit  at  such  canning 
plant  without  having  previously  registered  said  canning  plant  and 
given  the  notice  herein  required,  and  receiving  and  still  havng 
unrevoked  from  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  a  certificate;  pro- 
vided that  no  certificate  of  inspection  and  maturity  of  any  fruit 
shall  be  issued  by  any  authorized  inspector  except  to  a  person 
who  has  registered  with  the  Commissioner  during  the  then  current 
year  and  has  an  unrevoked  certificate  of  registration  and  has  given 
to  said  Commissioner  the  notice  as  required  by  this  Act;  nor  shall 
any  certificate  of  inspection  and  maturity  be  issued  until  after 
payment  of  the  inspection  fee  imposed  by  or  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Act,  such  payment  to  be  evidenced  as  herein  required  or  auth- 
orized. 

For  canning  or  processing  any  citrus  fruit  immature,  as  de- 
fined in  this  Act,  or  unfit  for  human  consumption,  the  Commissioner 
of  Agriculture  shall  revoke  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  five  (5) 
days  nor  more  than  fourteen  (14)  days,  the  certificate  of  regis- 
tration of  any  canning  plant  whose  owner,  manager,  operator,  or 
foreman  or  other  person  in  authority,  shall  can  or  otherwise  pro- 
cess any  such  citrus  fruit  as  aforesaid,  and  if  canning  be  accom- 
panied by  trickery,  fraud,  bribery  or  other  fraudulent  methods  or 
device,  then  such  revocation  shall  be  for  such  longer  period  as  the 
Commissioner  of  Agriculture  shall  deem  necessary  to  prevent  a 
repetition;  and  for  repeated  attempts  the  said  Commissioner  shall 
permanently  revoke  said  certificate  and  no  inspection  certificate 
shall  be  issued  to  any  canning  plant  whose  certificate  has  been 
revoked,  during  the  period  of  such  revocation,  and  no  such  canning 
plant  shall  be  used  for  the  canning  of  citrus  fruit  during  the  period 
when  such  registration  certificate  is  revoked. 

Section  9.  Every  canner  of  citrus  fruit  between  the  dates  of 
August  31st  and  December  1st  of  each  year  shall  pay  to  the  Com- 
missioner of  Agriculture  a  maturity  inspection  fee  of  one  (lc)  cent 
for  each  box  of  citrus  fruit  canned,  provided  however,  that  the 
minimum  inspection  fee  to  be  paid  by  any  canning  plant  which 
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operates  for  canning  prior  to  December  1st  of  any  year,  shall 
be  One  Hundred  ($100.00)  Dollars. 

The  said  canner  at  the  time  of  receiving  said  certificate  to 
begin  canning  prior  to  December  1st  of  each  year  shall  pay  to 
the  Commissioner  the  said  minimum  inspection  fee  of  One  Hun- 
dred ($100.00) Dollars,  which  shall  be  allowed  as  an  inspection  fee 
for  the  first  ten  thousand  (10,000)  boxes  of  fruit  or  less  should 
said  canner  not  can  a  total  of  ten  thousand  (10,000)  boxes  prior 
to  December  1st.  At  the  end  of  each  calendar  week  during 
operation  of  said  canning  plant  prior  to  December  1st  of  each 
year,  the  said  canner  shall  report  to  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission 
all  fruit  received,  attach  to  said  report  the  certificates  of  in- 
spection fee  of  one  cent  per  box  on  all  fruit  shown  in  said  report. 

Section  10.  The  Florida  Citrus  Commission  is  hereby  given 
power,  after  hearing  on  three  days  notice  to  all  canners  in  the 
State  of  Florida  who  operated  the  preceding  season  under  a  license 
of  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  to  shorten  or  lengthen  the 
maturity  inspection  season  herein  provided  for  if  said  Commis- 
sion determines  that  the  early  or  late  maturity  of  citrus  fruit  or 
other  abnormal  condition  requires  such  change;  provided,  how- 
ever, the  inspection  season  shall  not  terminate  earlier  than  No- 
vember 15th  of  any  year  nor  shall  it  be  extended  further  than 
December  15th  of  any  year;  and  if  said  date  is  changed  by  reso- 
lution, the  Commissioner  shall  limit  or  continue  his  maturity  in- 
spection service  in  accordance  therewith.  In  such  cases  of  limitation 
or  extension  of  maturity  inspection  season,  all  provisions  of  this 
Act  shall  be  applicable  to  such  citrus  fruit  canned  or  received 
for  canning  during  such  shortened  or  extended  maturity  season 
including  the  requirement  of  the  payment  of  the  maturity  inspec- 
tion fee. 

Section  11.  The  citrus  fruit  prepared  for  canning  or  which  is 
being  prepared  for  such  purposes  or  which  has  been  or  is  being 
delivered  for  canning  that  may  be  found  immature  or  otherwise 
unfit  for  human  consumption  as  defined  in  this  Act,  upon  inspection 
and  testing,  shall  be  seized  and  destroyed  by  a  citrus  fruit  inspector 
or  the  sheriff  of  the  County  where  found,  as  may  be  provided  by 
regulations  prescribed  by  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission,  provided 
that  said  determination  of  immaturity  or  unfitness  for  human  con- 
sumption may  be  made  by  a  citrus  fruit  inspector  at  any  place 
where  such  citrus  fruit  may  be  found  after  severance  from  the 
tree,  and  such  seizure  and  destruction  may  likewise  occur  at  any 
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such  place,  provided,  further,  that  in  the  event  of  seizure  of  citrus 
fruit  upon  the  grounds  that  more  than  ten  (10%)  percent  thereof 
fails  to  show  a  break  in  color  caused  solely  by  nature,  the  owner 
or  person  in  charge  of  such  citrus  shall  be  allowed  to  separate 
and  to  retain  for  subsequent  use,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  law,  that^  portion  of  such  citrus  fruits  which  show  a  break  in 
color  caused  solely  by  nature,  and  in  such  case  only  that  portion 
which  fails  to  show  a  break  in  color  caused  solely  by  nature  shall 
be  destroyed  by  a  citruc  fruit  inspector  or  the  sheriff  of  the 
county,  as  may  be  prescribed  by  regulations  of  the  Florida  Citrus 
Commission. 

Section  12.  That  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  may  in 
each  year  employ  as  many  citrus  fruit  inspectors  for  such  period 
or  periods,  not  exceeding  one  (1)  year,  as  said  Commissioner  shall 
deem  necessary  for  the  effective  enforcement  of  this  Act. 

All  persons  authorized  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  to 
inspect  and  certify  to  the  maturity  of  citrus  fruit  shall  be  persons 
who  are  duly  licensed  or  certified  by  the  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture  as  citrus  fruit  inspectors  and  be  governed  in  the 
discharge  of  their  duties  as  such  inspectors  by  the  provisions  of 
this  Act  and  by  the  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by  the  Florida 
Citrus  Commission  as  herein  authorized  and  shall  perform  their 
duties  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Agrculture. 

Section  13.  The  salary  of  each  of  the  inspectors  shall  be  at 
the  rate  of  not  more  than  One  Hunrded  and  Fifty  ($150.00)  dollars 
per  month,  and  in  addition  thereto,  each  inspector  shall  receive  his 
or  her  necessary  traveling  and  other  expenses  incurred  by  him  or 
her  in  the  discharge  of  his  or  her  duties  as  such  inspectors,  which 
shall  be  paid  upon  approval  of  accounts  therefor  by  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Agriculture.  The  Commissioner  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  employ  such  additional  field  and  other  agents  and 
clerical  assistants,  at  such  times  and  for  such  periods,  and  to  incur 
and  pay  any  other  expenses,  including  traveling  expenses  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  during  the  citrus  fruit  season  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  effective  enforcement  of  this  Act,  and 
to  insure  the  payment  of  the  inspection  fees  hereby  imposed  under 
th  authority  of  this  Act. 

In  cases  of  emergency  or  necessity,  when  no  citrus  fruit  in- 
spector is  available  for  inspection  of  a  particular  lot  of  citrus  fruit, 
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the  Commissioner  may  designate  some  fit  and  competent  individual 
to  inspect,  test  and  certify  as  to  such  lot  of  fruit.  Certificates  made 
or  issued  by  such  designated  individuals  shall  be  signed  by  him 
or  her  as  "Special  Citrus  Fruit  Inspector."  He  or  she  shall  not 
be  required  to  give  bond,  but  shall  be  subject  to  the  penalties 
imposed  by  this  Act  for  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  thereof. 

Section  14.  The  Florida  Citrus  Commission,  shall  with  the 
advice  of  the  Advisory  Committee  of  Grapefruit  Canners  created 
under  Chapter  17780,  Laws  of  Florida,  Acts  of  1937,  from  time  to 
time,  as  it  may  deem  to  be  expedient  and  necessary,  make  and 
promulgate  rules  and  regulations  for  carrying  out  the  provisions 
and  regulations  of  this  Act. 

Section  15.  For  the  purpose  of  enforcing  the  provisions  of 
this  Act,  as  well  as  the  regulations  of  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission, 
to  be  issued  hereunder,  citrus  fruit  inspectors  are  hereby  empow- 
ered and  authorized  to  enter  into  any  canning  plant  at  any  reason- 
able hour  of  day  or  night  and  to  have  and  demand  access  and 
admission  to  any  enclosed  portion  of  said  canning  plant.  Said 
citrus  fruit  inspectors  are  likewise  empowered  and  authorized  to 
inspect  all  canning  plant  records  pertaining  to  receipts  from  groves 
and  to  details  of  canning. 

Section  16.  In  the  event  that  any  canning  plant  canning 
citrus  fruit  during  the  inspection  season  shall  have  present  therein 
or  shall  be  processing  or  canning  two  or  more  lots  of  fruit  simul- 
taneously, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  manager  or  other  person 
in  charge  of  said  canning  plant  to  notify  the  citrus  fruit  inspector 
conducting  inspections  at  said  canning  plant  of  said  fact  and  to 
furnish  to  said  inspector  full  information  as  to  the  source  of  said 
several  lots  of  fruits  and  the  number  of  boxes  in  each  several  lot. 

Section  17.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  obstruct, 
hinder,  resist,  interfere  with,  or  attempt  to  obstruct,  hinder,  resist, 
or  interfere  with  any  authorized  inspector  in  the  discharge  of  any 
duty  imposed  upon  or  required  of  him  or  her  by  the  provisions 
of  law  or  by  any  rules  or  regulations  prescribed  by  the  Florida 
Citrus  Commission  herein  authorized,  or  to  change  or  attempt  to 
change  any  instrument,  substance,  article  or  fluid  used  by  such 
inspector  or  emergency  inspector  in  making  tests  of  citrus  fruit. 

Section  18.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act,  or  do  or  commit  any  such  act  herein  declared

to  be  unlawful  or  shall  violate  any  reasonable  rule  or  regulation 
made  and  promulgated  by  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission  in  pur- 
suance of  the  authority  therefor  herein  given,  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  Fifty  ($50)  Dollars,  and  not  more  than 
One  Thousand  ($1,000)  Dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county 
jail  for  not  more  than  one  (1)  year,  or  by  both  such  fine  and 
imprisonment,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court. 

Section  19.  All  money  received  by  the  Commissioner  of  Agri- 
culture for  maturity  inspection  fees  shall  be  paid  by  him  to  the 
State  Treasurer,  who  shall  deposit  said  money  to  the  account  of 
the  "General  Inspection  Fund/' 

All  salaries  and  expenses  incurred  in  the  enforcement  of  the 
provision  of  this  Act  shall  be  paid  out  of  such  "General  Inspection 
Fund"  upon  vouchers  approved  by  the  Commissioner  of  Agricul- 
ture, and  warrants  issued  thereon  by  the  Comptroller. 

All  salaries  and  expenses  incurred  by  the  Florida  Citrus  Com- 
mission in  functioning  under  this  Act  shall  be  paid  out  of  such 
"General  Inspection  Fund"  upon  vouchers  certified  by  the  Florida 
Citrus  Commission  and  approved  by  the  Commissioner  of  Agri- 
culture and  warrants  issued  thereon  by  the  Comptroller. 

Section  20.  If  any  provision,  section,  sub-section,  sentence, 
clause  or  phrase  of  this  Act  is  for  any  reason  held  to  be  uncon- 
stitutional or  invalid,  such  holding  shall  not  affect  in  any  way 
the  validity  of  such  parts  of  this  Act  as  shall  not  be  in  violation 
of  the  Constitution,  or  shall  not  otherwise  be  invalid. 

Section  21.  All  laws  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  22.    This  Act  shall  take  effect  August  1,  1941.

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CANNING  OF  UNWHOLESOME  FRUIT  PROHIBITED 

CHAPTER  19330— (No.  335). 
Laws  of  Florida,  Acts  of  1939 
SENATE  BILL  NO.  163 


AN  ACT  To  Prohibit  the  Canning  in  the  State  of  Florida  of  Citrus 
Fruit  That  Is  Unwholesome  or  Decomposed  so  That  it  is  Unfit 
For  Canning  Purposes;  and  providing  the  Powers  and  Duties  of 
the  Florida  Citrus  Commission  with  Reference  Thereto;  Provid- 
ing for  the  Enforcement  of  This  Act  and  Penalties  for  the  Vio- 
lation Thereof. 

Be  It  Enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 

Section  1.    This  Act  is  passed: 

(a)  In  the  exercise  of  the  police  power  of  the  State  to  protect 
the  public  health  and  welfare  and  to  protect  the  citrus  industry 
of  the  State  of  Florida; 

(b)  Because  the  citrus  fruit  crop  grown  in  Florida  comprises 
the  major  crop  of  Florida  and  the  canning  of  citrus  fruit  has 
become  a  major  industry  of  this  State ; 

(c)  Because  it  is  wise,  necessary  and  expedient  to  protect  and 
enhance  the  quality  and  reputation  of  Florida  canned  citrus  pro- 
ducts in  domestic  and  foreign  markets. 

Section  2.  That  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida  hereby 
finds  that  citrus  fruit  that  is  unwholesome  or  decomposed  so  that 
it  is  unfit  for  canning  purposes  should  not  be  canned  in  the  State 
of  Florida,  but  that  the  same  should  be  destroyed. 

Section  3.  It  is  hereby  made  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm, 
partnership,  corporation,  association  or  other  business  unit  to  can, 
buy  for  canning  purposes,  or  sell  for  canning  purposes  in  the 
State  of  Florida  any  citrus  fruit  that  is  unwholesome  or  decom- 
posed so  that  it  is  unfit  for  canning  purposes  as  the  same  is  de- 
fined in  this  Act. 
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Section  4.  The  Florida  Citrus  Commission  is  given  full  and 
plenary  power  with  the  advice  of  the  Advisory  Committee  of 
Grapefruit  Canners  created  under  Chapter  17780,  Laws  of  Florida, 
Acts  of  1937  to  make  reasonable  rules,  regulations  and  orders  to 
prohibit  the  canning  in  the  State  of  Florida  of  any  citrus  fruit 
that  is  unwholesome  or  decomposed  so  that  it  is  unfit  for  canning 
purposes  by  reason  of  rot,  decay,  spongy,  unsoundness,  leakage, 
staleness  or  other  conditions  showing  physical  defects  of  the  fruit. 

Section  5.  The  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  of  the  State  of 
Florida  is  hereby  charged  with  the  duty  of  enforcing  this  Act  un- 
der any  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  by  the  Florida  Citrus 
Commission  pursuant  to  authority  given  herein;  and  said  Commis- 
sioner of  Agriculture  or  any  of  his  duly  authorized  citrus  fruit  in- 
spectors shall  have  the  right  to  inspect  citrus  fruit  in  the  State  of 
Florida  at  any  time  or  place  to  determine  whether  same  is  subject 
to  be  seized  and  destroyed  as  herein  provided. 

Section  6.  The  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  of  the  State  of 
Florida  is  authorized  to  employ  from  time  to  time,  as  he  may  deem 
to  be  expedient  or  necessary,  citrus  fruit  inspectors  for  the  purpose 
of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  Act  and  likewise  to  employ 
sueh  additional  field  and  clerical  assistance  as  may  be  necessary 
and  to  incur  and  pay  any  expenses  including  the  salary  and  travel- 
ing expenses  of  the  said  fruit  inspectors;  provided,  however,  the 
salary  of  said  inspectors  shall  not  exceed  $150.00  per  month. 

Section  7.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  provision  of  this 
Act,  or  do  or  commit  any  act  herein  declared  to  be  unlawful  or  shall 
violate  any  reasonable  rule  or  regulation  made  and  promulgated  by 
the  Florida  Citrus  Commission  pursuant  to  authority  given  herein 
shall  be  punished  with  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $100.00  and  not  more 
than  $2,000.00  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  not  more 
than  one  year  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment  in  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Court;  and  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  of  the 
State  of  Florida  shall  revoke  any  license  of  any  citrus  fruit  dealer 
who  is  convicted  of  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

Section  8.  The  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  or  his  duly  auth- 
orized inspectors  are  hereby  empowered  and  authorized  and  it  is 
hereby  made  their  duty  to  seize  and  destroy  all  citrus  fruit  found 
by  said  Commissioner  or  inspectors  to  be  unwholesome  or  de- 
composed so  that  it  is  unfit  for  canning  purposes  as  defined  herein 
or  by  any  regulation  of  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission  pursuant  to 
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authority  given  herein  and  in  the  event  any  inspector  should  find 
that  any  canner  is  canning  fruit  prohibited  to  be  used  by  this  Act, 
he  may  .seize  and  destroy  not  only  such  fresh  fruit  found  in  the 
canning  plant  but  also  citrus  fruit  or  juice  in  the  process  of  being 
canned  or  which  has  been  canned  from  the  same  lot  or  shipment 
wherein  the  fresh  fruit  is  found  by  said  inspector  to  be  subject  to 
seizure  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

Whenever  any  inspector  finds  citrus  fruit  in  the  canning  plant 
which  should  be  destroyed,  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  the 
operator,  manager  or  other  person  in  charge  of  canning  plant  shall 
make  known  to  the  inspector  the  Code  number  or  other  manner  of 
identifying  any  fruit  or  juice  that  has  been  canned  from  the  same 
lot  or  shipment  wherein  is  found  the  said  fruit  subject  to  be  seized 
under  this  Act. 

Section  9.  For  the  purpose  of  defraying  expenses  of  the  in- 
spection, seizure  and  destroying  of  citrus  fruit,  as  herein  pro- 
vided, there  is  hereby  levied  an  inspection  fee  of  one-tenth  (1/10) 
of  one  cent  per  field  box  of  citrus  fruit  canned  in  the  State  of 
Florida,  said  fee  to  be  paid  by  the  Canner  to  the  Commissioner  of 
Agriculture  at  the  end  of  each  calendar  week  concurrent  with  the 
reporting  to  the  Florida  Citrus  Com'mission  of  all  citrus  fruit  can- 
ned for  the  preceding  calendar  week.  The  Commissioner  of  Agri- 
culture shall  pay  to  the  State  Treasury  all  moneys  received  by  him 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  which  money  shall  be  deposited  to 
the  account  of  "The  General  Inspection  Fund/'  and  all  salaries  and 
expenses  incurred  in  the  Administration  and  Enforcement  of  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  paid  out  of  such  "General  Inspection 
Fund,"  upon  vouchers  approved  by  the  Commissioner  of  Agricul- 
ture, and  warrants  issued  thereon  by  the  Comptroller. 

Section  10.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  herewith  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Section  11.  If  any  provision,  section,  sub-section,  sentence, 
clause  or  phrase  of  this  Act  is  for  any  reason  held  to  be  unconsti- 
tutional or  invalid,  such  holdings  shall  not  affect  in  any  way  the 
validity  of  such  parts  of  This  Act  as  shall  not  be  in  violation  of  the 
Constitution,  or  shall  not  otherwise  be  invalid. 

Section  12.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  its  be- 
coming a  law.

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REGULATING  THE  MARKING  AND  LABELING  OF 
CONTAINERS  OF  CANNED  CITRUS 

CHAPTER  19477— (No.  482). 
Laws  of  Florida,  Acts  of  1939 
HOUSE  BILL  NO.  945 


AN  ACT  Relating  to  and  Regulating  the  Marking  and  Labeling  of 
Containers  of  Canned  Citrus  Fruit  and  Canned  Citrus  Juice; 
Permitting  Certain  Labeling  and /or  Stamping  or  Embossing  When 
Canned  Citrus  Fruit  or  Canned  Citrus  Juice  is  Canned  to  a  Cer- 
tain Standard;  Prohibiting  the  Use  of  Such  Labeling  and  Stamp- 
ing or  Embossing  Unless  the  Canned  Citrus  Product  is  Canned 
in  Accordance  With  Certain  Grades  and  Providing  Penalties  for 
the  Violation  of  this  Act. 

Be  It  Enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 

Section  1.    That,  as  used  in  this  Act: 

(a)  The  term  "person"  means  and  includes  individuals,  firms, 
partnerships,  associations,  corporations,  and  any  other  business  unit. 

(b)  The  term  "citrus  fruit"  means  and  includes  only  the  fruits 
Citrus  Grandis,  Osbeck,  commonly  called  grapefruit,  and /or  Citrus 
Sinenis,  Osbeck,  commonly  called  oranges. 

(c)  The  term  "canner"  means  and  includes  any  person  engaged 
in  the  business  of  processing  or  preserving  or  canning  in  any  man- 
ner or  form  whatsoever  grapefruit  and  oranges  or  their  juices. 

(d)  The  term  "canned  citrus  products"  shall  include  canned 
grapefruit,  canned  grapefruit  juice  and  canned  orange  juice. 

Section  2.  "Packed  to  standard"  when  used  in  this  Act  refers 
only  to  citrus  fruit  grown  in  the  State  of  Florida  and  means: 

(a)  GRAPEFRUIT 

When  used  in  connection  with  canned  grapefruit,  that  the  said 
canned  grapefruit  has  been  prepared  from  the  properly  matured 
wholesome  fruit  of  the  grapefruit  tree,  after  having  been  properly 
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trimmed,  peeled  and  washed,  membranes  comprising  the  segment 
walls,  cores  and  seeds  removed,  segments  separated,  packed  with 
the  addition  of  sugar  or  syrup  in  hermetically  sealed  containers 
and  sterilized  by  heat. 

Canned  Grapefruit  is  composed  of  segments  of  which  not  less 
than  80%,  by  weight  are  whole,  or  practically  whole  after  pro- 
cessing which  are  reasonably  uniform  in  size,  have  a  typical  bright 
color,  possess  a  firm,  but  not  fibrous  texture;  the  syrup  surround- 
ing the  segments  is  reasonably  clear  and  tests  not  less  than  18  de- 
gree Brix.  The  drained  net  weight  of  the  fruit  is  not  less  than 
55%  of  the  capacity  of  the  can.  The  product  is  practically  free 
from  defects  and  possesses  a  typical  grapefruit  flavor. 

"18  degrees  Brixv  means  that  the  syrup  shall  test  18  degrees 
at  68  degrees  Fahrenheit,  when  tested  with  a  Brix  spindle,  or  hydro- 
meter, calibrated  at  that  temperature. 

"Practically  whole"  means  that  the  conformation  of  the  seg- 
ments has  been  preserved  to  the  extent  that  the  segment  is  not  less 
than  75%  of  its  original  size,  but  no  piece  shall  be  considered  prac- 
tically whole  which  weighs  less  than  one-quarter  ounce. 

"Properly  matured  wholesome"  means  that  the  fruit  has  been 
prepared  from  fruit  meeting  the  requirements  of  the  State  as  set 
for  canning  fruit,  as  well  as  the  requirements  of  the  Federal  Food, 
Drug  and  Cosmetic  Act  and  State  Food  and  Drug  Act. 

"Capacity  of  Can"  means  weight  of  the  volume  of  distilled 
water,  at  68  degrees  Fahrenheit,  the  can  will  hold  when  completely 
filled. 

DRAINED  NET  WEIGHT 

Drained  net  weights  of  grapefruit  are  determined  by  emptying 
the  contents  of  the  can  upon  a  circular  sieve  of  proper  diameter, 
containing  8  meshes  to  the  inch,  and  allowing  to  drain  for  two 
minutes.  Sieve  diameters  used  are  8  inches  for  No.  2  size  cans,  or 
smaller,  and  12  inches  for  No.  2V2  size,  or  larger. 

(b)  CITRUS  SALAD 

When  used  in  connection  with  Canned  Citrus  Salad  that  the 
said  canned  citrus  salad  has  been  prepared  from  sections  of  the 
properly  matured  wholesome  citrus  fruit  after  having  been  prop- 
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erly  trimmed,  peeled  and  washed,  membranes  comprising  the  seg- 
ment walls,  cores  and  seeds  removed,  segments  separated,  packed 
with  the  addition  to  sugar  or  syrup  in  hermetically  sealed  contain- 
ers, and  sterilized  by  heat. 

Canne'd  Citrus  Salad  is  composed  of  grapefruit  and  orange 
segments  (not  more  than  60%  of  either  grapefruit  or  oranges)  of 
which  not  less  than  80%  by  weight,  are  whole,  or  practically  whole 
after  processing,  which  are  reasonably  uniform  in  size,  have  a  typi- 
cal, bright  color,  possess  a  firm,  but  not  fibrous  texture;  the  syrup 
surrounding  the  segments  is  reasonably  clear  and  tests  not  less 
than  18  degrees  Brix.  The  drained  net  weight  of  the  fruit  is  not  less 
than  55%  of  the  capacity  of  the  can.  The  product  is  practically 
free  from  defects  and  possess  a  typical  flavor  of  orange  and  grape- 
fruit canned  according  to  the  standards  set  out  herein. 

"18  degrees  Brix"  means  that  the  syrup  shall  test  18  degrees 
at  68  degrees  Fahrenheit,  when  tested  with  a  Brix  spindle,  or 
hydrometer,  calibrated  at  that  temperature. 

"Practicaly  whole"  means  that  the  conformation  of  the  seg- 
ments has  been  preserved  to  the  extent  that  the  segment  is  not 
less  than  75%  of  its  original  size,  but  no  piece  shall  be  considered 
practically  whole  which  weighs  less  than  one-quarter  ounce. 

"Properly  matured  wholesome"  means  that  the  fruit  has  been 
prepared  from  fruit  meeting  the  requirements  of  the  State  as  set 
for  canning  fruit,  as  well  as  the  requirements  of  the  Federal  Food, 
Drug  and  Cosmetic  Act  and  State  Food  and  Drug  Act. 

"Capacity  of  can"  means  weight  of  the  volume  of  distilled  wa- 
ter, at  68  degrees  Fahrenheit,  the  can  will  hold  when  completely 
filled. 

DRAINED  NET  WEIGHT 

Drained  net  weights  of  citrus  salad  are  determined  by  emptying 
the  contents  of  the  can  upon  a  circular  sieve  of  proper  diameter, 
containing  8  meshes  to  the  inch,  and  allowing  to  drain  for  two 
minutes.  Sieve  diameter  used  are  8  inches  for  No.  2  size  cans,  or 
smaller,  and  12  inches  for  No.  IV2.  size,  or  larger. 
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(c)  GRAPEFRUIT  JUICE 


When  used  m  connection  with  canned  grapefruit  juice,  that  the 
juice  is  composed  of  the  unfermented  juice  obtained  from  the  prop- 
erly matured  wholesome  fresh  fruit  of  the  grapefruit  tree  which 
has  first  been  properly  washed;  may  be  packed  with  or  without  the 
addition  of  sugar,  and  sufficiently  pasteurized  to  assure  preserva- 
tion in  hermetically  sealed  containers. 

Canned  Grapefruit  juice  possesses  the  color  of  fresh  pressed 
juice  and  is  practically  free  from  defects.  The  juice  tests  not  less 
than  9.5  degrees  Brrx  if  unsweetened,  and  not  less  than  13.5  de- 
grees Brix  if  sweetened;  contains  not  less  than  1.0%  and  not  more 
than  1.9%  anhydrous  citric  acid;  possesses  a  normal  grapefruit 
juice  flavor,  free  from  objectionable  bitterness  or  foreign  flavor. 
Juice  must  be  free  from  foreign  materials.  If  product  is  "unsweet- 
ened,v  the  declaration  "unsweetened"  must  be  stated  on  the  dis- 
play side  of  labels  in  conspicuous  size  and  style  type  or  preferably 
directly  below  or  above  the  word  "Grapefruit  Juice." 

"13.5  degrees  Brix"  means  that  the  juice  shall  test  13.5  de- 
grees at  68  degrees  Fahrenheit  when  tested  with  a  Brix  spindle,  or 
hydrometer,  when  read  at  the  proper  temperature  for  the  instu- 
ment  used. 

"Properly  matured  wholesome"  means  that  the  juice  has  been 
prepared  from  fruit  meeting  the  requirements  of  the  State  as  set 
for  canning  fruit,  as  well  a.s  the  requirements  of  the  Federal  Food 
Drug  and  Cosmetic  Act  and  State  Food  and  Drug  Act. 

(d)  ORANGE  JUICE 

When  used  in  connection  with  canned  orange  juice,  that  the 
canned  juice  is  composed  of  the  unfermented  juice  obtained  from 
the  properly  matured  fresh  wholesome  fruit  of  the  orange  tree, 
which  has  first  been  properly  washed;  may  be  packed  with  or  with- 
out the  addition  of  sugar,  and  sufficiently  pasteurized  to  assure 
preservation  in  hermetically  sealed  containers. 

Canned  Orange  Juice  must  possess  the  color  of  fresh  pressed 
juice  and  be  practically  free  from  defects.  The  juice  tests  not  less 
than  9  degrees  Brix  if  unsweetened,  and  not  less  than  12.5  de- 
grees Brix  if  sweetened;  contains  not  less  than  0.6%  and  not  more 
than  1.5%  anhydrous  citric  acid;  possesses  a  normal  orange  juice 
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flavor,  free  from  objectionable  bitterness  or  foreign  flavor.  Juice 
must  be  free  from  foreign  materials.  If  product  is  "unsweetened" 
the  declaration  "unsweetened"  must  be  stated  on  the  display  side 
of  labels  in  conspicuous  size  and  style  type  or  preferably  directly 
below  the  words  "Orange  Juice." 

"9  degrees  Brix"  means  that  the  juice  shall  test  9  degrees  at 
68  degrees  Fahrenheit  when  tested  with  a  Brix  spindle,  or  hydro- 
meter, when  read  at  the  proper  temperature  for  the  instrument 
used. 

"Properly  matured  wholesome"  means  that  the  juice  has  been 
prepared  from  fruit  meeting  the  requirements  of  the  State  as  set 
for  canning  fruit  as  well  as  the  requirements  of  the  Federal  Food, 
Drug  and  Cosmetic  Act  and  the  State  Food  and  Drug  Act. 

(e)  BLENDED  JUICE 

When  used  in  connection  with  canned  blended  grapefruit  and 
orange  juice,  that  the  juice  is  composed  of  the  unfermented  juice 
obtained  from  the  properly  matured  wholesome  fresh  fruit  of  the 
grapefruit  and  orange  tree  which  has  first  been  properly  washed; 
may  be  packed  with  or  without  the  addition  of  sugar,  and  suf- 
ficiently pasteurized  to  assure  preservation  in  hermeticaly  sealed 
containers. 

Canned  blended  Grapefruit  and  Orange  Juice  possesses  the 
color  of  the  fresh  pressed  juices  when  properly  blended  and  is 
practically  free  from  defects.  The  juice  tests  not  less  than  9  de- 
grees Brix  if  unsweetened,  and  not  less  than  12.5  degrees  Brix  if 
sweetened;  contains  not  less  than  0.6%  and  not  more  than  1.9% 
anhydrous  citric  acid;  possesses  a  normal  blended  juice  flavor, 
free  from  objectionable  bitterness  or  foreign  flavor.  Juice  must  be 
free  from  foreign  materials.  If  product  is  "unsweetened,"  the  de- 
claration "unsweetened"  must  be  stated  on  the  display  side  of  labels 
in  conspicuous  size  and  style  type  or  preferably  directly  below  or 
above  the  designation  of  the  contents  of  the  container. 

"12.5  degrees  Brix"  means  that  the  juice  shall  test  12.5  degrees 
at  68  degrees  Fahrenheit  when  tested  with  a  Brix  spindle,  or  hydro- 
meter, when  read  at  the  proper  temperature  for  the  instrument 
used. 

"Properly  matured  wholesome"  means  that  the  juice  has  been 
prepared  from  fruit  meeting  the  requirements  of  the  State  as  set 
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for  canning  fruit,  as  well  as  the  requirements  of  the  Federal  Food, 
Drug  ,  and  Cosmetic  Act  and  State  Food  and  Drug  Act. 

"Properly  blended"  means  that  the  canned  product  is  composed 
of  oranges  and  grapefruit  juice  with  not  more  than  60%  of  grape- 
fruit juice* 

Section  3.  In  determining  the  total  soluble  solids  of  citrus  fruit 
within  the  purpose  and  meaning  of  this  Act,  the  Brix  hydrometer 
shall  be  used,  and  the  reading  of  the  hydrometer  corrected  for 
temperature  shall  be  considered  as  the  per  centum  of  the  total  solu- 
ble solids.  Anhydrous  citric  acid  shall  be  determined  by  titration  of 
the  juice,  using  standard  alkali  and  Phenolphtalein  as  the  indicator, 
the  total  acidity  being  calculated  as  anhydrous  citric  acid.  All  juice 
used  in  determing  ratios  of  solids  to  acid  in  all  citrus  fruit,  and 
the  juice  contents  of  oranges,  shall  be  extracted  by  hand,  without 
the  use  of  any  kind  of  mechanical  pressure  or  other  device. 

CONDITION  OF  CONTAINER 

Containers  shall  be  sound  and  clean.  If  the  containers  are 
metal,  they  shall  be  free  from  rust  and  serious  dents,  and  the 
ends  shall  be  flat  or  concave. 

CONDITION  OF  PACKAGE  AND  LABEL 

If  cased,  the  canned  citrus  product  shall  be  packed  in  clean, 
neat,  unbroken  packages.  If  labeled,  the  labels  on  the  container 
and  packages  shall  be  neatly  and  securely  affixed,  and  shall  com- 
ply in  all  respects  with  the  requirements  of  the  Federal  Food,  Drug 
and  Cosmetic  Act. 

FILL  OF  CONTAINERS 

Cans  of  citrus  products  shall  be  considered  as  of  standard  fill 
if  the  headspace,  measured  from  the  top  of  the  product  to  the  un- 
der side  of  the  lid,  does  not  exceed  10%  of  the  total  inside  height 
of  the  container. 

The  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  apply  to  Section  2  (a),  (b), 
(c),  (d),  and  (e). 

Section  4.  Any  person  who  has  canned  in  any  container  Florida 
grown  citrus  products  packed  to  standard  as  above  set  forth  shall 
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be  permitted  to  stamp  or  emboss  on  the  top  or  bottom  of  the  con- 
tainer the  word  "FLORIDABEST''  as  one  word  in  either  one  or 
two  lines  and  he  may  also  show  on  every  label  of  canned  citrus  pro- 
ducts grown  in  Florida  and  canned  under  the  above  standards  the 
word  "FLORIDABEST." 

Section  5.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  show  the 
word  "FLORIDABEST"  on  the  lebal  or  to  stamp  or  emboss  on  the 
bottom  or  top  of  the  can  the  word  "FLORIDABEST"  or  to  do 
both  or  either,  unless  such  canned  citrus  product  has  been  packed 
to  the  standard  in  accordance  with  the  standards  herein  before  set 
forth. 

Section  6.  If,  for  any  reason  the  word  "FLORIDABEST"  can- 
not be  registered,  copyrighted,  or  trade-marked  so  as  to  protect  the 
same  for  the  uses  herein  set  forth,  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission 
shall  have  power  with  the  advice  of  the  Advisory  Committee  of 
Grapefruit  Canners  created  under  Chapter  17780,  Laws  of  Florida, 
Acts  of  1937  to,  by  resolution,  adopt  some  other  appropriate  word 
or  words  to  be  used  in  lieu  and  instead  .of  the  word  ''FLORIDA- 
BEST." 

Section  7.  The  Florida  Citrus  Commission  shall  with  the  advice 
of  the  Advisory  Committee  of  Grapefruit  Canners  created  under 
Chapter  17780,  Laws  of  Florida,  Acts  of  1937  have  full  and 
plenary  power  to  prescribe  rules,  regulations  and  orders  governing 
the  method  and  manner  or  marking  the  labels  and  stamping  or  em- 
bossing the  tins,  glass,  and  all  other  kinds  of  containers,  in- 
cluding the  size  and  type  of  the  lettering,  required  under  this  Act. 

Section  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commissioner  of  Agri- 
culture to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  Act  and  to  that  end  he  is 
hereby  given  the  right  to  inspect  samples  of  canned  citrus  pro- 
ducts in  containers  that  are  labeled,  embossed  or  stamped  as  herein 
provided. 

Section  9.  Any  person  who  shall  be  convicted  of  violating  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not 
exceeding  one  year  or  by  fine  not  exceeding  $1,000.00  or  by  both, 
such  imprisonment  and  fine  and  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court,  and 
seizure  and  confiscation  of  all  canned  products,  which  have  been 
misbranded  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 
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Section  10.  If  any  provision  or  application  of  this  Act  shall  be 
held  invalid,  such  holding  shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  other  pro- 
vision or  application  of  this  Act. 

Section  11.  Chapter  17783,  Laws  of  Florida,  Acts  of  1937  any 
and  or  all  other  laws  in  conflict  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  12.    This  act  shall  take  effect  on  August  1,  1939, 

Became  a  law  without  the  Governor's  approval.

HOUSE  BILL  NO.  944 


AN  ACT  To  Prohibit  the  Importing  Into  the  State  of  Florida  of 
Citrus  Fruit  and  Citrus  Juice  Produced  and  Canned  in  Other 
States  and  Countries  and  Shipping  the  Same  Out  of  the  State 
of  Florida  as  Florida  Citrus  Fruit  and  Prescribing  Penalties  for 
Violation  of  This  Act. 

Be  It  Enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 

Section  1.    THIS  ACT  IS  PASSED: 

(a)  In  the  police  power  of  the  State  of  Florida  to  protect  the 
citrus  fruit  industry  of  the  State  of  Florida. 

(b)  To  prohibit  persons,  (firms  or  corporations)  from  import- 
ing into  the  State  of  Florida  citrus  fruit  and  citrus  juice  produced 
and  canned  in  other  states  and  countries  and  selling  the  same  in 
and  from  the  State  of  Florida  leading  the  buyers  of  such  canned 
citrus  fruit  and  citrus  juice  to  believe  that  such  citrus  fruit  and  cit- 
rus juice  was  produced  in  the  State  of  Florida  to  the  injury  and 
detriment  of  the  citrus  industry  of  the  State  of  Florida. 

(c)  Because  canned  citrus  fruit  and  canned  citrus  juice  pro- 
duced and  canned  in  the  State  of  Florida  is  of  better  grade  and 
quality  than  that  grown  and  produced  in  any  other  state  and 
country. 

Section  2.  That  it  is  hereby  made  unlawful  for  any  person, 
firm,  corporation,  association,  or  other  business  unit  to  quote,  offer 
for  sale,  sell,  ship  or  invoice  in  or  from  the  State  of  Florida  any 
citrus  fruit  or  citrus  juice  grown  and  canned  in  any  other  state 
or  country  other  than  the  State  of  Florida  in  such  manner  as  to 
indicate  in  any  form  whatsoever  that  the  said  citrus  fruit  or  citrus 
juice  was  produced  and  canned  in  the  State  of  Florida. 
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Section  3.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  any  person,  firm,  cor- 
poration, association  or  other  business  unit  in  the  State  of  Florida 
to  specifically  advise  and  notify  the  buyer  of  any  citrus  fruit  or  cit- 
rus juice  produced  and  canned  in  any  state  or  country  other  than 
the  State  of  Florida  which  is  being  sold,  quoted,  offered  for  sale 
or  shipped  to  such  buyer  that  the  said  citrus  fruit  and  citrus  juice 
was  not  produced  in  the  State  of  Florida  and  the  failure  to  so 
notify  and  advise  such  buyer  will  be  construed  as  a  violation  of  this 
Act. 

Section  4.  Any  person,  firm,  corporation,  association  or  busi- 
ness unit  who  shall  be  convicted  of  violation  of  any  provision  of 
this  Act  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding;  one  year 
or  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  $1,000.00  or  by  both  such  imprisonment 
and  fine  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court. 

Section  5.  Chapter  17783,  Laws  of  Florida,  Acts  of  1937  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Section  6.  If  any  provision  or  application  of  this  Act  shall  be 
held  invalid  such  holding-  shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  other  pro- 
vision or  application  of  this  Act. 

Section  7.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  its 
passage  and  approval  by  the  Governor  or  upon  its  becoming  a  law 
without  such  approval.

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THE  FIELD  CRATE  REGISTRATION  LAW 

CHAPTER  NO.  16859 
Laws  of  Florida,  Acts  of  1935 


AN  ACT  to  protect  the  owners  of  registered  field  boxes,  crates, 
receptacles  or  containers  used  in  the  production,  harvesting,  trans- 
portation and  selling  of  fruits  and  vegetables  and  their  by-products; 
to  provide  for  the  registration  of  brands  thereof,  and  defining  cer- 
tain offenses  and  remedies  in  connection  with  the  unauthorized 
and  unlawful  possession  and  use  thereof;  to  provide  against  the 
obliteration,  defacing,  removing  or  changing  of  such  registered 
brands;  to  provide  and  define  the  legal  use  of  possession  of  such 
branded  and  registered  field  boxes,  crates,  containers  or  receptables, 
and  prescribing  penalties  for  the  violation  of  the  provisions  hereof. 

Be  It  Enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 

Section  1.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  being  the  owner 
of  field  boxes,  crates,  containers  or  receptacles  used  in  the  general 
production,  harvesting,  packing,  transportation  or  marketing  of  fruits 
or  vegetables  or  their  by-products  in  the  State  of  Florida  may  adopt 
for  their  exclusive  use  and  ownership  a  particular  mark  or  brand  to 
designate  and  distinguish  their  ownership  thereto  and  may  identify 
their  field  boxes,  crates,  containers  or  receptacles  so  used  with  such 
mark  or  brand  in  the  form  of  such  combinations,  initials,  sym- 
bols, designs  or  names  as  they  desire,  by  plainly  and  distinctly  stamp- 
ing, stenciling,  painting,  cutting,  etching  or  burning  the  same  into 
or  onto  both  ends  or  sides  of  such  field  boxes,  crates,  receptacles  or 
containers,  and  the  presence  of  such  identifying  mark  or  brand  on  any 
field  box,  crate,  container,  or  receptacle,  whenever  a  copy  or  de- 
scription thereof  shall  have  been  filed  and  recorded  in  the  office  of 
the  Secretary  of  State  as  hereinafter  provided  for  shall,  in  any  Court 
and  in  any  proceedings  in  this  State  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the 
ownership  of  such  boxes,  crates,  containers  or  receptacles  by  the 
person,  firm  or  corporation  in  whose  name  such  mark  or  brand  may 
have  been  recorded,  provided  that  such  mark  or  brand  shall  have 
been  recorded  with  such  said  Secretary  of  State  as  hereinafter 
provided  and  shall  bear  the  registered  number  hereinafter  provided 
for. 

Section  2.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  desiring  to  avail 
himself  of  the  benefits  of  this  Act  may  make  application  to  the  Sec- 
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retary  of  State,  and  shall  file  with  such  Secretary  a  true  copy  and 
description  of  such  identifying-  mark  or  brand,  which,  if  entitled 
thereto  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  be  filed  and  recorded 
by  such  Secretary  of  State  in  a  book  to  be  provided  and  kept  by 
him  for  that  purpose,  and  the  name  of  the  owner  of  such  brand  or 
mark  shall  be  likewise  entered  into  such  record,  and  such  Secretary 
shall  then  assign  or  designate  a  permanent  registered  number  to 
the  owner  of  such  brand  or  mark;  said  number  to  be  assigned  pro- 
gressively as  marks  and  brands  are  received  and  recorded  and  the 
registered  number  so  assigned  shall  then  become  a  part  of  the  regis- 
tered brand  or  mark  and  shall  plainly  and  distinctly  be  made  to 
appear  on  such  field  boxes,  crates,  receptacles  and  containers,  to- 
gether with  the  identifying  mark  or  brand  referred  to  in  Section 
One  hereof.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  State  to  de- 
termine if  such  brand  or  mark  so  applied  for  is  not  a  duplication  of 
any  brand  or  mark  previously  recorded  by  him,  or  does  not  so 
closely  resemble  the  same  as  to  be  misleading  or  deceiving.  If  the 
brand  or  mark  applied  for  does  so  resemble  or  is  such  a  duplication 
of  previously  recorded  brands  or  marks  as  to  be  misleading  or  de- 
ceiving, the  application  shall  be  denied  and  the  applicant  may  file 
some  other  brand  or  mark  in  the  manner  described  above. 

Section  3.  Such  application  for  filing  and  recording  shall  be 
accompanied  by  a  fee  of  Two  Dollars  ($2.00)  and  thereupon,  if  con- 
sistent with  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  section,  the  Secretary 
of  State  shall  issue  to  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  applying  for 
registration  and  recordation  of  such  mark  or  brand  a  certificate  of 
such  recordation  and  of  the  registered  number  assigned  thereto  and 
thereafter  he  shall  issue  .such  certificates,  in  any  number,  to  any 
person  applying  therefor,  upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  One  Dollar 
($1.00),  for  each  and  every  certificate  so  issued,  and  such  certifi- 
cate shall,  in  all  proceedings  in  all  the  Courts  of  this  State,  be 
taken  and  held  as  proof  of  the  adoption  and  recordation  of  such 
identifying  mark  or  brand. 

Section  4.  The  owner  of  any  such  registered  mark  or  brand 
may  transfer,  release  or  sell  the  same  by  an  instrument  in  writing 
evidencing  such  transfer,  release  or  sale,  and  upon  application  to 
the  Secretary  of  State  where  such  mark  or  brand  is  registered  for 
the  recordation  of  such  instrument  in  writing,  and  upon  the  filing 
of  the  same  with  such  Secretary  and  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  Two 
Dollars  ($2.00)  the  Secretary  shall  cause  such  instrument  or  trans- 
fer, release  or  sale  to  be  placed  on  record  in  a  book  provided  and 
kept  by  him  for  that  purpose,  and  certificates  of  such  transfer,  upon 
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application  therefor,  shall  be  issued  by  him  in  like  manner,  upon  the 
payment  of  like  fees,  as  provided  for  the  issuance  of  certificates 
under  the  provisions  of  Section  Three  of  this  Act. 

Section  5.  Any  person,  or  persons  who  shall  have  in  his  or 
their  unauthorized  possession  any  field  box,  crate,  receptacle  or 
container  marked  or  branded  with  mark  or  brand  registered  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  twenty-five  dollars  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  or  by 
imprisonment  for  not  less  than  thirty  days  nor  more  than  one  year, 
or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  and  the  possession  by  any 
person  or  persons  of  any  field  box,  crate,  container  or  receptacle  so 
marked  or  branded,  in  the  absence  of  written  authority  therefor 
shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  violation  of  the  provisions  of 
this  section;  provided  that  the  owner  of  such  recorded  or  registered 
mark  or  brand  may,  in  writing,  authorize  and  designate  any  person 
or  persons  to  use  or  have  in  their  possession  any  such  field  boxes, 
crates,  containers  or  receptacles. 

Section  6.  If  any  person  or  persons  shall  alter,  change,  remove 
obliterate  the  registered  mark  or  brand  on  any  field  box,  crate 
container  or  receptacle  other  than  his  or  their  own  or  shall  cause 
or  procure  the  same  to  be  done,  with  intent  to  claim  the  same  or 
to  prevent  identification  thereof  by  the  true  owner,  or  to  use  or  to 
have  in  his,  or  their  possession,  any  such  field  box,  crate,  container 
or  receptacle  on  which  the  registered  mark  or  brand  has  been  altered, 
changed,removed  or  obliterated,  such  person,  or  persons  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall 
be  punished  as  provided  for  in  Section  Five  of  This  Act. 

Section  7.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to 
receive  or  to  purchase  any  field  box,  crate,  container,  or  receptacle 
marked  or  branded  with  registered  mark  or  brand  as  herein  provided, 
from  any  person  other  than  the  registered  owner  thereof  or  his  duly 
authorized  agent,  and  proof  of  such  receipt  or  purchase  shall  be 
prima  facie  evidence  in  any  court  of  this  State  that  such  receiver 
or  purchaser  received  or  purchased  the  same  with  knowledge  that 
it  was  stolen  or  embezzled  property,  and  upon  conviction  thereof, 
shall  be  punished  as  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be  provided  by  law 
for  receiving  stolen  or  embezzled  property. 

Section  8.  The  refusal  of  any  person  in  possession  thereof  to 
deliver  any  field  box,  crate,  container  or  receptacle  so  marked  or 
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branded  and  registered  as  herein  provided,  to  the  registered  owner 
of  the  same  or  his  duty  authorized  agent,  upon  the  demand  of  such 
registered  owner  or  authorized  agent,  when  said  demand  is  accom- 
panied with  a  display  of  the  certificate  of  recordation  and  number 
of  the  same,  as  furnished  to  the  registered  owner  by  the  Secretary 
of  State,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  in  any  court  of  this  State 
of  a  fraudulent  intent  to  convert  said  field  box,  crate,  container  or 
receptacle  to  the  use  of  the  person  or  persons,  so  in  possession  of 
the  same,  and  to  deprive  the  registered  owner  thereof,  and  any 
person  or  persons  convicted  of  the  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this 
Section  shall  be  subject  to  the  penalty  as  provided  in  Section  Five 
hereof. 

Section  9.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  take  or  send  out 
of  the  State  of  Florida,  or  cause  to  be  taken  or  sent  out  of  the  State 
of  Florida,  any  field  box,  crate,  container  or  receptacle  so  registered 
or  branded  as  herein  provided  without  the  permission  of  the  owner 
thereof  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  Five  Hundred  Dollars 
(1500.00)  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one  year  or  by 
both  such  fine  and  imprisonment  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court. 

Section  10.  The  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  not  be  construed  to 
apply  when  fruits,  vegetables,  or  their  by-products,  are  wrapped  or 
packed  in  such  accepted  or  prescribed  standard  containers,  as  are 
prescribed  and  designated  by  the  Bureau  of  Standards,  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture,  and  are  used  only  as  receptacles  or 
containers  for  fruits,  vegetables,  or  their  by-products  when  offered 
for  transportation  or  for  sale  only. 

Section  11.  The  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  cumulative  to 
all  other  provisions  of  law  on  the  subject  and  in  the  event  that  any 
part  of  this  Act  is  declared  unconstitutional  the  validity  of  the  re- 
maining portions  of  this  Act  shall  not  be  affected. 

Section  12.  This  act  shall  take  effect  ten  days  after  it  becomes 
a  law.

PRESCRIBING  MEASUREMENTS  AND  CONTENTS 
OF  STANDARD  FIELD  BOX 

CHAPTER  19327— (No.  332) 
Laws  of  Florida,  Acts  of  1939 
SENATE  BILL  NO.  166 


AN  ACT  Prescribing  Measurements  and  Contents  of  Standard  Field 
Boxes  To  Be  Used  in  the  Purchase,  Sale  or  Handling  of  Oranges, 
Grapefruit  and  Tangerines;  and  Providing  Penalties  for  Violations 
of  the  Provisions  of  This  Act. 

Be  It  Enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 

Section  1.  All  field  boxes  used  in  the  purchase,  sale  or  handl- 
ing of  oranges,  grapefruit  or  tangerines  from  or  for  the  grower  by 
a  citrus  fruit  dealer  in  the  State  of  Florida  shall  be  of  the  uniform 
standard  size  of  thirty-one  and  one-half  (SIV2)  inches  long,  thirteen 
(13)  inches  high  and  twelve  (12)  inches  wide,  inside  measurements, 
and  shall  be  divided  into  two  compartments  by  a  center  partition 
of  at  least  three-fourths  (3A)  inch  thickness  and  each  of  these 
compartments  thus  created  shall  have  a  cubical  capacity  of  not  to 
exceed  twenty-four  hundred  (2,400)  cubic  inches. 

Section  2.  The  said  height  of  the  end  heads  and  the  center 
partition  of  said  field  boxes  shall  in  no  case  be  increased  more  than 
one  and  one-fourth  (1%)  inches  by  the  addition  of  cleats  or  any 
similar  addition  to  the  height  so  that  the  total  height  of  said  boxes 
from  the  inside  bottom  to  the  top  of  said  cleats  shall  not  exceed 
fourteen  and  one-fourth  (141/4)  inches.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  place 
cleats  or  any  other  device  or  thing  on  the  bottom  or  top,  other 
than  herein  provided,  of  any  standard  citrus  field  box  whereby  the 
space  between  the  field  boxes  when  stacked  will  be  greater  than  the 
space  that  exists  between  such  standard  field  boxes  as  herein  de- 
fined. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  use  any  field  box  or  boxes 
that  exceed  the  total  capacity  of  forty-nine  hundred  (4,900)  cubic 
inches  in  the  purchase,  sale  or  handling  of  oranges,  grapefruit  or 
tangerines  by  a  citrus  fruit  dealer  from  or  for  a  grower,  unless  all 
field  boxes  exceeding  this  dimension  shall  have  plainly  stamped  on 
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both  ends  of  the  box  in  letters  of  the  dimension  of  one  inch  in 
height  and  with  ,  the  words  "over  size." 

Section  4.  The  Florida  Citrus  Commission  shall  have  full  and 
plenary  power  to  prescribe  rules,  regulations  and  orders  under  the 
provisions  of  this  Act. 

Section  5.  Any  person  violating  the  terms  of  this  Act  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  to  exceed  $1,000.00  or  by  imprisonment 
not  to  exceed  one  year,  or  both. 

Section  6.  That  this  Act  shall  be  liberally  construed,  and  if 
any  part  or  portion  thereof  be  declared  invalid,  or  the  application 
thereof  to  any  person,  circumstance  or  thing  is  declared  invalid, 
the  validity  of  the  remainder  of  this  Act  and /or  the  applicability 
thereof  to  any  other  person,  circumstance  or  thing  shall  not  be 
affected  thereby  and  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  to  pre- 
serve any  and  all  parts  of  said  Act  if  possible. 

Section  7.  ,That  all  laws  or  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  herewith  be 
and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  8.    This  Act  shall  take  effect  August  1,  1939.

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ARSENICAL  SPRAY  LAW 

Chapter  11844,  Laws  of  Florida,  Acts  of  1927,  as  Amended 
By  Chapter  14485,  Acts  of  1929 

(Sections  1,  2,  3,  4  and  6,  as  Amended) 


AN  ACT  to  Prohibit  the  Use  of  Arsenic  or  Any  of  Its  Derivatives  or 
Any  Combination,  Compound  or  Preparation  Containing  Arsenic, 
as  a  Fertilizer  or  Spray  on  Bearing  Citrus  Trees;  to  Prohibit  the 
Sale  or  Transportation  of  Citrus  Fruit  Containing  Any  Arsenic; 
and  to  Provide  for  Enforcement  Thereof. 

Be  It  Enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  partnership, 
association  or  corporation  owning,  managing  or  tending  and  cultivat- 
ing citrus  groves  or  trees  to  use  arsenic  or  any  of  its  derivatives  or 
any  combination,  compound  or  preparation  containing  arsenic  as  a 
fertilizer  or  spray  on  bearing  citrus  trees  except  when  so  ordered  by 
the  Federal  Government  or  State  Plant  Board  for  the  purpose  of 
destroying  the  Mediterranean  fruit  fly. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  partnership, 
association  or  corporation  to  sell  or  offer  for  sale,  transport,  prepare, 
secure  or  deliver  for  transportation  or  market,  any  citrus  fruit  of  any 
variety  which  shall  contain  any  arsenic,  or  any  compound  or  derivative 
of  arsenic,  provided  it  does  not  come  from  within  a  quarantined  area 
or  which  has  been  within  a  quarantined  area  for  one  year  previous 
to  time  of  gathering  of  fruit. 

Section  3.  The  citrus  fruit  inspectors  who  shall  be  employed 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  in  accordance  with  Section  9, 
Chapter  11875  of  the  Acts  of  1927,  shall  be  authorized  to  inspect 
citrus  fruit  hereunder  at  any  packing  house  or  other  place  where 
citrus  fruit  is  being  received  or  prepared  for  sale  and  transportation 
and  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  Act  in  general  under  the 
direction  and  supervision  of  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  and 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  law  and  the  rules  and  regulations  pre- 
scribed by  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  provided  that  this 
Section  shall  not  apply  to  fruit  within  the  area  quarantined  on 
account  of  the  Mediterranean  fruit  fly. 
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Section  4.  Whenever  any  citrus  fruit  inspector  shall  find  citrus 
fruit  at  any  packing  house  or  other  place  where  the  same  is  being 
received  or  prepared  for  sale  or  transportation  which  citrus  fruit  shall, 
when  tested  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  10103,  Laws  of  1925, 
show  an  abnormal  and  excessively  high  ratio  of  total  soluble  solids  of 
the  juice  thereof  to  the  Anhydrous  Citric  Acid  thereof,  indicating  the 
presence  of  arsenic  therein,  it  shall  become  the  duty  of  said  inspector 
to  at  once  seize  and  take  possession  of  said  citrus  fruit  pending  the 
procuring  of  the  chemical  analysis  hereinafter  provided  for,  notifying 
the  manager  or  other  person  in  charge  of  said  packing  house  of  such 
seizure.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  manager  of  said  packing  house, 
or  the  owner  of  said  citrus  fruit,  or  any  person  whomsoever  to  sell, 
transport  or  in  any  way  move  or  dispose  of  any  of  said  fruit  from  the 
time  of  seizure  thereof  until  after  the  making  of  said  chemical  analys- 
is and  the  receipt  of  the  chemist's  report  thereon;  provided  that  no 
citrus  fruit  so  seized  may  be  held  by  any  inspector  more  than  96 
hours  after  the  time  of  seizure  therof  unless  the  same  shall  be  shown 
by  the  chemist's  analysis  to  contain  arsenic;  provided  further  that 
the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  fruit  within  the  area; 
quarantined  on  account  of  the  Mediterranean  fruit  fly. 

Section  5.  Upon  the  making  of  seizure  of  any  citrus  fruit  as 
provided  for  in  Section  4  hereinabove,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
inspector  making  said  seizure  to  immediately  draw  samples  therefrom 
as  shall  be  provided  for  by  regulations  to  be  issued  by  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Agriculture,  drawing  said  samples  either  from  the  packing 
house  bins,  or  elsewhere  in  the  packing  house,  or  from  field  boxes  or 
vehicles  delivering  said  citrus  fruit  to  said  packing  house.  Such 
samples,  so  drawn  by  said  inspector,  shall  be  transported  with  all 
possible  haste  to  such  chemist  or  chemists  as  may  be  designated 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  for  the  making  of  a 
chemical  analysis  thereof  to  determine  whether  or  not  the  said 
citrus  fruit  contains  arsenic.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  chemist 
or  chemists  to  make  said  analysis  with  all  proper  haste  and 
to  report  by  the  quickest  means  available  the  result  of  said  analysis, 
as  soon  as  the  same  is  completed,  to  the  inspector  making  the  seizure. 
If  the  said  analysis  shall  show  that  the  said  citrus  fruit  contains  no 
arsenic  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  inspector  to  release  the  fruit  from 
seizure  as  soon  as  he  receives  the  report  of  the  chemist  or  chemists 
thereon. 

Section  6.  All  citrus  fruit  prepared  for  sale  or  transportation  or 
which  is  being  prepared  for  such  purposes,  or  which  has  been  or  is 
being  delivered  for  sale  or  transportation,  that  may  be  shown  by  the 
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chemical  analysis  hereinabove  provided  for  to  contain  arsenic  or  any 
compound  or  derivative  of  arsenic  shall  be  destroyed  by  the  inspector 
making  seizure  of  the  same  or  by  any  citrus  fruit  inspector  or  by  the 
sheriff  of  the  county  where  found,  as  may  be  provided  by  regulations 
prescribed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  provided  that  this 
section  shall  not  apply  to  fruit  within  the  area  under  quarantine 
because  of  the  Mediterranean  fruit  fly  or  that  has  been  within  the 
quarantined  area  during  one  year  from  the  time  of  gathering  of  the 
fruit. 

Section  7.  The  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  shall  from  time  to 
time,  as  he  may  deem  to  be  expedient  and  necessary,  make  and  pro- 
mulgate rules  and  regulations  for  carrying  out  and  enforcing  the  pro- 
visions and  regulations  of  this  Act. 

Section  8.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  obstruct  or 
resist  any  citrus  fruit  inspector  or  any  special  citrus  fruit  inspector 
in  the  performance  or  discharge  of  any  duty  imposed  upon  or  required 
of  him  or  her  by  the  provisions  of  this  Act  or  by  any  rule  or  regula- 
tions prescribed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  as  herein 
authorized. 

Section  9.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  Act,  or  do  or  commit  any  act  herein  declared  to  be  unlawful, 
or  shall  violate  any  reasonable  rule  or  regulation  made  and  promul- 
gated by  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  in  pursuance  of  the  auth- 
ority therefor  herein  given,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500.00)  and  not  more  than  Ten  Thousand 
Dollars  ($10,000.00)  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  less  than  one  month 
and  not  more  than  twelve  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprison- 
ment m  the  discretion  of  the  Court. 

Section  10.  All  laws  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  11.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  its  be- 
coming a  law.

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RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  ENFORCE- 
MENT OF  THE  ARSENICAL  SPRAY  LAW 

Chapter  11844,  Laws  of  Florida,  Acts  of  1927,  as  Amended  by 
Chapter  14485,  Acts  of  1929 


Regulation  No.  1 — Arsenic  Defined 

The  term  arsenic,  or  its  derivaties,  as  used  in  this  Act  and  the 
following  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  enforcement  of  this 
Act,  shall  be  construed  to  mean  Arsenic  found  on  or  in  the  leaves  or 
branches  of  bearing  citrus  trees,  or  on  or  in  citrus  fruit  and  is  there 
by  virtue  of  the  use  of  fertilizer,  spray  or  dust,  either  as  a  liquid  or 
powder,  or  in  any  other  form.  Provided,  that  such  small  traces  of 
arsenic  as  may  be  present  in  the  soil  or  in  fertilizer  materials  as  a 
natural  ingredient  of  such  materials  and  has  not  been  added  thereto, 
shall  not  be  considered  as  in  violation  of  this  Act. 

Regulation  No.  2 — The  Use  of  Arsenic  Prohibited 

(a)  The  use  of  arsenic  in  any  form  or  in  any  manner  on  bearing 
citrus  trees  is  prohibited;  and  any  person,  firm,  or  corporation  using 
arsenic  in  any  form  as  a  fertilizer,  spray  or  dust,  or  in  any  other 
manner,  shall  be  subject  to  prosecution. 

(b)  No  citrus  fruit  shall  be  sold,  transported,  prepared,  secured 
or  delivered  for  transportation  or  market  which  shall  contain  any 
arsenic  or  any  compound  or  derivative  of  arsenic  applied  in  violation 
of  Chapter  11844,  Laws  of  Florida,  Acts  of  1927,  as  amended  by 
Chapter  14485,  Acts  of  1929. 

Regulation  No.  3— Who  May  Take  Samples  and  Make  Analyses 

The  term  inspector,  as  used  in  these  regulations,  shall  be  con- 
strued to  mean  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  the  State  Chemist, 
the  Assistant  State  Chemists,  all  inspectors  appointed  by  the  Gover- 
nor upon  recommendation  of  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  and  all 
citrus  fruit  inspectors  employed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture. 
They  shall  be  authorized  to  take  samples  for  arsenical  determination 
and  to  perform  any  other  duty  required  of  them  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Agriculture  in  the  enforcement  of  the  Arsenical  Spray  Law.

Regulation  No.  4 — Where  Samples  of  Citrus  Fruit  May  Be  Taken. 
How  Prepared.    To  Whom  Sent. 

(a)  Samples  of  citrus  fruit  may  be  taken  at  any  place  where 
citrus  fruit  is  being  received  or  prepared  for  sale  or  transportation. 

(1)  The  words  "being  prepared"  as  used  in  tihs  regulation  shall 
mean  any  place  the  fruit  may  be  found  after  the  fruit  is  severed  from 
the  tree,  until  the  shipment  is  accepted  by  a  common  carrier  or  until 
it  has  been  transported  beyond  the  state  line  when  being  transported 
by  other  than  a  common  carrier. 

(2)  Samples  may  be  taken  from  field  boxes  in  the  grove,  on 
trucks  in  bulk  or  boxes,  m  packing  houses  and  wherever  found. 

(b)  When  an  inspector  has  information  that  arsenic  has  been 
used  on  a  citrus  fruit  grove  he  shall  have  full  authority  to  enter  such 
grove  when  the  citrus  fruit  is  being  prepared  for  transportation, 
shipment  or  sale  and  take  samples  from  .field  boxes  or  other  recept- 
acles. In  case  such  grove  has  been  in  an  area  quarantined  because  of 
the  Mediterranean  fruit  fly  and  has  been  in  such  area  during  one  year 
previous  to  the  time  of  gathering  of  the  fruit  such  grove  shall  be 
excepted;  unless  arsenic  has  been  applied  since  the  lifting  of  the 
Mediterranean  fruit  fly  quarantine.  The  inspector  shall  (after  the 
sample  has  been  taken)  seize  all  fruit  of  said  grove  that  has  been  or 
may  thereafter  be  severed  from  the  trees,  composing  said  lot;  and 
shall  notify  the  owner  or  any  person  who  has  charge  of  the  fruit  that 
such  seizure  has  been  made  and  shall  require  that  none  of  the  fruit 
so  seized  shall  be  sold,  transported  or  moved,  but  shall  be  held  in  the 
grove  from  which  picked  until  after  a  chemical  analysis  has  been 
made  and  the  report  of  the  chemist  has  been  received;  which  time 
shall  not  be  more  than  96  hours  after  seizure  is  made.  Provided,  that 
should  the  owner  or  person  in  charge  desire  to  move  the  fruit  to  a 
regular  registered  packing  house  for  further  preparing  the  same  for 
shipment  or  sale,  the  inspector,  if  he  so  elects,  or  upon  permission 
granted  by  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  may  permit  the  owner 
to  move  the  fruit  to  the  packing  house;  but  the  owner,  packing  house 
manager  or  other  person  in  charge  of  the  fruit  shall  give  to  the 
inspector  a  receipt  showing  the  name  and  location  of  the  grove,  the 
number  of  field  boxes  in  the  lot  and  the  location  in  the  packing  house, 
with  a  statement  that  the  fruit  is  being  held,  subject  to  the  receipt  of 
the  report  of  analysis  of  the  chemist. 
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Samples  Tak  n  and  Seizures  Made  at  Packing  House 


(c)  Inspectors  are  authorized,  and  it  becomes  their  duty,  when 
information  is  received  by  them  that  any  lot  of  fruit  has  been  receiv- 
ed in  a  packing  house  and  such  fruit  is  from  a  grove  where  arsenic  has 
been  used,  to  take  samples  for  arsenic  determination  and  seize  such 
lot  of  fruit  wherever  found  in  such  packing  house  and  shall  forward 
the  said  samples  to  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  at  Winter 
Haven  or  to  the  chemist  authorized  to  analyse  fruit  for  arsenic  as  re- 
quired in  Regulation  4,  Paragraph  b,  and  shall  hold  the  lot  of  fruit 
until  chemist's  report  is  received;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
manager  or  foreman  of  such  packing  house  to  furnish  the  inspector 
with  the  lot  number,  the  number  of  field  boxes  in  the  lot,  the  name 
of  the  grove  from  which  picked,  the  location  in  the  packing  house, 
and  a  statement  that  the  lot  of  fruit  will  be  held  subject  to  the 
report  of  the  chemist  making  the  analysis. 

Preparation  and  Forwarding  Samples 

(d)  When  it  is  suspected  by  an  inspector,  upon  information,  that 
any  lot  of  fruit  on  the  trees  from  which  such  lot  of  fruit  has  been 
severed  has  been  sprayed  or  otherwise  treated  with  arsenic,  it  shall 
be  the,  duty  of  such  inspector  to  seize  and  take  possession  of  such 
fruit  pending  a  chemical  analysis  thereof,  and  he  shall  immediately 
send  to  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  care  of  the  Citrus  Fruit 
Inspection  Bureau  at  Winter  Haven,  by  express  or  insured  parcel 
post  or  by  personal  service  by  an  authorized  inspector,  in  a  container 
securely  packed  and  sealed  with  proper  seals,  to  be  furnished  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Agriculture  for  that  purpose,  a  sample  of  not  less 
than  sixteeen  (16)  fruit  from  the  lot  so  seized;  one-half  of  which 
shall  be  used  by  the  chemist  making  analyses;  the  other  half  to  be 
retained  by  him  in  a  safe  place  for  referee  analysis  in  case  of  appeal; 
and  the  sample  shall  be  plainly  marked  on  the  outside  "Rush — For 
Arsenic  Determination;"  and  the  name  and  the  address  of  the  in- 
spector, the  inspector's  number  and  the  hour  and  date  of  such  seizure 
shall  be  written  or  printed  on  the  package.  The  inspector  shall  make 
four  (4)  copies  of  his  report  of  such  seizure  and  the  report  shall 
contain  the  following  information:  The  inspector's  number,  the  name 
and  location  of  the  grove,  the  name  and  address  of  the  owner  of  the 
grove,  the  name  and  address  of  the  owner,  shipper,  packer  or  person 
in  charge  of  the  fruit,  the  number  of  boxes  in  the  lot,  the  place  where 
the  fruit  is  being  held,  and  other  information  the  inspector  may  deem 
necessary  for  identification  of  the  sample  and  fruit  from  which 
sample  is  drawn.    The  inspector  shall  place  the  original  copy  inside 
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of  the  sealed  container  with  the  fruit,  the  second  copy  to  be  mailed 
to  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  at  Winter  Haven,  the  third 
copy  to  be  given  to  the  owner,  or  the  packer  or  shipper  or  to  the 
person  in  charge  of  the  fruit,  the  fourth  copy  to  be  retained  by 
the  inspector  for  his  records.  Inspectors  shall  in  all  cases,  notify 
the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  at  Winter  Haven  or  the  chemist 
authorized  to  make  analyses  of  arsenic  contents,  of  the  sending  of 
such  samples  and  from  whom  collected. 

Regulation  No.  5 — Disposition  of  Fruit 

(a)  Any  lot  of  citrus  fruit  seized  by  an  inspector  found,  upon 
analysis  by  a  chemist  authorized  to  make  analyses  for  arsenic  content, 
to  contain  arsenic  in  violation  of  Chapter  11844,  Laws  of  Florida,  Acts 
of  1927,  as  amended  by  Chapter  14485,  Acts  of  1929,  shall,  upon 
receipt  of  the  chemist's  report,  be  destroyed  under  the  supervision  of 
an  authorized  inspector  and  at  the  owner's  expense.  Provided,  that 
should  the  owner  appeal  from  the  result  of  the  analysis  of  the  chemist 
designated  by  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  and  demand  an  an- 
alysis from  a  referee  chemist,  the  fruit  shall  be  held  pending  the 
report  from  the  referee  chemist.  Should  the  report  of  the  referee 
chemist  show  the  fruit  contains  arsenic  in  violation  of  this  Act,  the 
fruit  must  be  immediately  destroyed  and  the  inspector  under  whose 
supervision  the  fruit  is  destroyed  shall  send  to  the  Commissioner  of 
Agriculture  at  Winter  Haven,  a  report  showing  the  date,  number  of 
boxes  destroyed,  the  name  and  address  of  the  owner  of  the  fruit  and 
the  reason  for  such  destruction. 

(b)  Provided,  further,  that  should  the  fruit  so  seized  show,  upon 
analysis  by  the  chemist  designated  by  the  Commissioner  of  Agricul- 
ture that  the  fruit  does  not  contain  arsenic  in  violation  of  this  Act, 
the  inspector  shall,  upon  receipt  of  the  chemist's  report  immediately 
release  the  lot  of  fruit. 

Regulation  No.  6 — Making  and  Reporting  Analyses 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Chemist,  or  Assistant  State 
Chemist  or  any  chemist  employed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture 
for  such  purpose,  upon  receipt  of  samples  for  arsenic  determination, 
to  make  such  analysis  with  all  proper  haste  and  to  report  his  find- 
ings immediately  to  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  at  Winter 
Haven,  or  to  the  inspector  making  the  seizure.  This  report  must  be 
made  within  ninety-six  (96)  hours  from  the  time  of  seizure.  All 
chemical  analyses  made  by  chemists  employed  by  the  Commisioner  of 
Agriculture  or  by  a  referee  chemist  employed  in  cases  of  appeal, 
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shall  be  made  according  to  the  methods  adopted  by  the  Association 
of  Official  Agricultural  Chemists  of  North  America,  official  at  the 
time  of  investigation. 

Regulation  No,  7— How  Appeals  May  Be  Taken 

Should  any  person  whose  fruit  has  been  analyzed  and  found  to 
contain  arsenic  desire  to  appeal  from  the  findings  of  the  chemist 
employed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  and  shall  demand  an- 
other analysis,  the  retained  portion  of  the  sample,  held  by  the  chemist 
employed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  shall  be  immediately 
sent  for  analysis  to  some  reputable  chemist  upon  whom  the  State 
Chemist  or  chemist  employed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  and 
the  person  demanding  the  analysis  shall  agree.  Such  analysis  shall 
be  made  at  the  expense  of  the  person  requesting  the  analysis.  The 
certificate  of  analysis  of  the  chemist  making  the  analysis,  or  referee 
chemist  in  case  of  appeal,  when  properly  vertified  by  affidavit  of  the 
chemist  making  such  analysis,  shall  be  "prima  facie,?  evidence  in  any 
court  of  law  or  equity  in  this  State. 

Regulation  No.  8 

The  above  and  foregoing  regulations  are  hereby  adopted  by  auth- 
ority of  Section  7,  Chapter  11844,  Laws  of  Florida,  Acts  of  1927, 
as  amended  by  Chapter  14485,  Laws  of  Florida,  Acts  of  1929,  and  are 
subject  to  alteration  or  amendment  at  any  time  without  previous 
notice.

NOTE 

GRAPEFRUIT  EXEMPT  FROM  ARSENICAL  SPRAY  LAW 

Owing  to  a  legal  injunction  granted  by  Circuit  Judge  H.  C. 
Pettaway  in  1933,  and  upheld  by  the  Supreme  Court,  restraining  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  from  the  enforcement  of  the  Citrus  Ar- 
senical Spray  Law  in  the  case  of  grapefruit,  this  work  is  now  confined 
to  oranges  and  tangerines. 
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RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO  THE 
BUDGET  COMMISSION 
CHAPTER  NO.  17784 
Laws  of  Florida,  Acts  of  1937 


AN  ACT  providing  that  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  of  the  State 
of  Florida  shall  submit  to  the  Budget  Commission  of  the  State  of 
Florida  a  statement  of  the  number  of  employees  of  the  Citrus  In- 
spection Bureau  and  to  make  it  necessary  for  the  Budget  Com- 
mission of  the  State  of  Florida  to  approve  the  same  before  the 
Comptroller  of  the  State  of  Florida  is  authorized  to  draw  warrants 
to  pay  said  employees. 

Be  It  Enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 

Section  1.  The  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  of  the  State  of 
Florida  shall,  on  the  first  day  of  September  of  each  and  every  year 
and  from  month  to  month  thereafter  during  the  season  in  which 
citrus  fruits  are  inspected,  submit  to  the  Budget  Commission  of  the 
State  of  Florida  a  statement  of  the  number  and  classification  of  all 
employees  employed  or  necessary,  in  his  judgment,  to  be  employed 
by  tne  Citrus  Inspection  Bureau  for  the  proper  enforcement  of  the 
laws  requiring  the  inspection  of  citrus  fruits. 

Section  2.  The  Budget  Commission  of  the  State  of  Florida  shall, 
upon  receipt  of  the  statement  described  in  Section  1  of  this  Act, 
certify  their  approval  of  so  many  of  the  employees  in  the  said  state- 
ment as  they  may  approve  as  being  necessary  for  the  proper  func- 
tioning of  said  Citrus  Inspection  Bureau,  to  the  Comptroller  of  the 
State  of  Florida,  who  shall  upon  receipt  thereof,  be  authorized  to 
make  such  warrants  as  are  necessary  to  pay  the  salaries  of  the 
number  of  employees  shown  to  be  approved  by  said  Budget  Com- 
mission; and  the  Comptroller  of  the  State  of  Florida  is  hereby  pro- 
hibited from  drawing  warrants  to  pay  any  employee  or  emploeyes 
not  shown  to  be  approved  by  the  Budget  Commission  in  the  certified 
statement  heretofore  described  in  this  Act. 

Section  3.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  herewith  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Section  4.  This  Act  shall  become  a  law  immedaitely  upon  its 
passage  and  approval  by  the  Governor  or  upon  its  becoming  a  law 
without  such  approval.

AN  ACT  Relating  to  the  Purchase,  Handling,  Sale  and  Accounting 
of  Sales  of  Citrus  Fruit  Grown  in  the  State  of  Florida;  to  Prevent 
Fraud  and  Deception  Therein;  to  Provide  for  the  Licensing  and 
Bonding  of  Citrus  Fruit  Dealers;  to  Prescribe  Certain  Powers  and 
Duties  of  the  Citrus  Commission  and  the  Commissioner  of  Agri- 
culture of  the  State  of  Florida  in  the  Administration  and  Enforce- 
ment of  this  Act;  and  to  Prescribe  Penalties  for  the  Violations  oi 
the  Provisions  of  this  Act;  and  Providing  Certain  Exceptions  from 
the  Provisions  of  This  Act. 

Be  It  Enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 

Section  1    That  as  used  in  this  Act: 

(a)  The  term  "person"  means  and  includes  individuals,  firm, 
partnership,  association,  corporation,  and  any  other  business  unit. 

(b)  )  The  term  "citrus  fruit"  means  and  includes  only  the  fruits 
Citrus  Grandis,  Osbeck,  commonly  called  grapefruit,  and/or  Citrus 
Sinensis,  Osbeck,  commonly  called  oranges,  and/or  Citrus  Nobilis 
Deliciosa,  commonly  called  tangerines,  grown  in  the  State  of  Florida. 

(c)  The  term  "Producer"  means  and  includes  any  person  engaged 
in  the  business  of  growing  and/or  producing  citrus  fruit. 

(d)  The  term  "consignor"  means  and  includes  any  person  other 
than  a  producer  who  ships  or  delivers  to  any  commission  merchant 
or  dealer,  any  citrus  fruit  for  handling,  sale  or  resale. 

(e)  The  term  "Commission  merchant"  means  and  includes  any 
person  engaged  in  the  business  of  receiving  any  citrus  fruit  for  sale, 
on  commission,  or  for  or  on  behalf  of  another. 
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(f)  The  term  "Consignment  shipper"  means  and  includes  any 
person  who  contracts  with  the  producer  of  citrus  fruit  for  the 
marketing  thereof  for  the  sole  account  and  risk  of  such  producer  and 
who  agrees  to  pay  such  producer  the  net  proceeds  derived  from  such 
sale. 

(g)  The  term  "cash  buyer"  means  and  includes  any  person 
who  purchases  any  citrus  fruit  in  Florida  from  the  Producer  thereof 
for  the  purpose  of  resale. 

(h)  The  term  "broker"  means  and  includes  any  person  engaged 
in  the  business  of  negotiating  the  sale  or  purchase  of  any  citrus  fruit. 

(i)  The  term  "agent"  means  and  includes  any  person,  who  on 
behalf  of  any  one  citrus  fruit  dealer,  negotiates  the  consigment  or 
purchase  of  any  citrus  fruit. 

(j)  The  term  "dealer"  means  and  includes  every  person  other 
than  a  producer,  consignor,  commission  merchant,  consignment 
shipper,  cash  buyer,  broker,  or  agent  who  in  any  manner  makes  or 
attempts  to  make  money  or  any  other  thing  of  value  on  any  citrus 
fruit  by  dealing  in  the  same  in  any  manner  whatsoever. 

(k)  The  term  "citrus  fruit  dealer"  means  and  includes  every 
consignor,  commission  merchant,  consignment  shipper,  cash  buyer, 
broker,  agent,  association,  co-operative  association,  and  dealer,  as 
hereinabove  defined. 

(1)  The  term  "Commission"  means  the  Florida  Citrus  Commis- 
sion. 

(m)  The  term  "Commissioner"  means  the  Commissioner  of 
Agriculture  of  the  State  of  Florida. 

(n)  The  term  "standard  packed  box"  means  one  and  three-fifths 
(1-3/5)  bushels  of  citrus  fruit  whether  in  bulk  or  in  container. 

(o)  The  term  "shipping  season"  means  and  includes  that  period 
of  time  commencing  July  1  of  one  year  and  ending  June  30  of  the 
following  year. 

Section  2.  That  no  person  shall  act  as  a  citrus  fruit  dealer 
without  having  obtained  a  license  each  shipping  season  as  provided 
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in  this  Act.  Any  person  desiring  to  engage  in  the  business  of  citrus 
fruit  dealer  in  the  State  of  Florida  shall  make  sworn  application  to 
the  Citrus  Commission  for  a  license.  The  Citrus  Commission  shall  by 
regulation  prescribe  the  information  to  be  contained  in  such  appli- 
cations. All  such  applications,  in  addition  to  the  other  information 
which  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Citrus  Commission,  must  contain  the 
following  information:    Name  and  address  of  the  individual,  firm, 
partnership,  association,  corporation  or  other  business  unit  applying 
for  a  license;  names  and  addresses  of  the  principal  stockholders, 
officers,  partners  or  other  individuals  belonging  to  or  connected  with 
the  applicant,  if  the  applicant  for  a  license  is  a  firm,  partnership, 
association,  corporation  or  other  business  unit,  whether  it  be  for 
profit  or  otherwise;  the  length  of  time  the  applicant  has  been  engaged 
in  the  citrus  fruit  business  in  Florida  in  any  manner  whatsoever;  a 
statement  of  delinquent  accounts  growing  out  of  the  ordinary  course 
of  business  with  producers  and,  if  any  there  be,  a  financial  statement 
of  the  applicant  showing  such  information  as  the  Citrus  Commission 
may  prescribe  regarding  the  financial  condition  of  the  applicant  and 
whether  or  not  the  applicant  or  any  of  its  officers,  directors,  or  stock- 
holders have  previously  been  licensed  as  a  citrus  fruit  dealer,  or  con- 
nected with  a  licensed  citrus  fruit  dealer  in  the  State  of  Florida,  and 
if  so,  the  date  all  such  licenses  were  obtained,  and  the  number  of  boxes 
of  citrus  fruit,  measured  in  terms  of  .standard  packed  boxes,  which  the 
applicant  intends  to  deal  with  during  the  next  twelve  months.  If  the 
applicant  is  an  individual  and  is  shown  to  be  a  non-resident  of  the 
State  of  Florida  or  is  a  co-partnership  and  each  member  is  shown  to 
be  a  non-resident  of  the  State  of  Florida,  in  either  event,  the  said 
applicant  shall  designate  some  bona  fide  resident  of  the  State  of 
Florida,  as  such  applicant's  resident-agent,  upon  whom  process  may 
be  served.  The  service  of  process  of  any  of  the  Courts  of  this  State 
upon  such  resident-agent  shall  be  as  effectual  and  binding  upon  said 
applicant  as  if  personally  served  upon  said  applicant.  If  the  applicant 
is  a  corporation,  then  such  corporation  must  be  one  organized  and 
existing  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  or  having  an  unrevoked  permit 
authorizing  it  to  transact  business  in  this  State.   The  Citrus  Com- 
mission shall,  within  a  reasonable  time,  examine  the  appliction  and 
consider  the  information  submitted  therewith,  including  the  applicant's 
financial  statement,  if  any,  the  reputation  of  the  applicant  as  shown 
by  applicant's  past  and  current  history  and  activities,  including  appli- 
cant's method  and  manner  of  doing  business.  The  Commission  shall 
also  consider  the  past  history  of  any  applicant,  either  individually  or 
in  connection  with  any  individual,  co-partnership,  corporation,  asso- 
ciation, or  any  other  business  unit  with  which  any  applicant  shall 
have  been  connected  in  any  capacity,  and  may,  in  proper  cases,  impute 
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to  any  individual,  corporation,  co-partnership,  association,  or  any 
other  business  unit,  liability  for  any  wrong  or  unlawful  act  previously 
done  or  performed  by  said  individual,  corporation,  co-partnership, 
association  or  any  other  business  unit.  If  the  Commission  shall,  by  a 
majority  vote,  be  of  the  opinion  that  the  applicant  is  qualified,  and 
is  entitled  to  a  license  as  a  citrus  fruit  dealer,  the  said  Commission 
shall  approve  said  application.  Sufficient  grounds  for  the  disapproval 
of  the  application  shall  be: 

(a)  Any  previous  conduct  which  would  have  been  grounds  for 
revocation  or  suspension  of  a  license,  as  hereinafter  provided,  if  the 
applicant  were  licensed. 

(b)  Delinquent  accounts  owing  to  and  growing  out  of  the  ordinary 
course  of  business  with  producers,  coupled  with  a  showing  of  probable 
inability  to  pay  such  accounts  from  operations  during  the  period  for 
which  the  license  is  to  issue.  If  the  application  is  disapproved  the 
Commissioner  shall  cause  an  information  to  be  prepared  stating  the 
reasons  for  such  disapproval  and  file  the  same  and  serve  a  copy 
thereof  upon  the  applicant  within  5  days  thereafter.  If,  within  five 
(5)  days  after  the  service  of  such  information,  the  applicant  shall 
file  with  the  Commission  an  answer  to  such  information  and  a  request 
for  public  hearing,  said  applicant  shall  be  granted  a  public  hearing, 
and  be  given  full  opportunity  to  be  heard  in  person  or  through  an 
Attorney.  The  Commission,  through  its  Chairman  or  any  member 
thereof,  or  any  officer  or  employee  thereof,  designated  by  the  Com- 
mission for  such  purpose,  may  hold  hearings,  sign  and  issue  witness 
subponeas  in  the  name  of  the  Commission,  administer  oaths,  examine 
witnesses,  receive  evidence  and  require,  by  subpoena,  attendance  and 
testimony  of  witnesses  and  the  production  of  such  necessary  records 
and  memoranda  as  may  be  material  for  the  determination  of  the 
question  made  out  by  such  information  as  to  whether  or  not  the 
application  for  license  shall  be  approved  or  disapproved  by  the 
Commission  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act.  In  case  of  disobedience 
to  a  witness  subpoena  issued  in  the  name  of  the  Commissioner  and 
served  upon  the  witness,  the  Commission,  or  any  of  tis  members  or 
employees,  may  invoke  the  aid  of  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction 
in  requiring  attendance  and  testimony  of  witnesses,  and  the  produc- 
tion of  accounts,  records  and  memoranda  and  any  such  court  may, 
in  case  of  contumacy  or  refusal  to  obey  a  subponea  issued  to  any 
person,  issue  an  order  requiring  the  person  to  appear  before  the 
Commission,  or  any  member  thereof,  or  its  officers  or  employees,  or 
to  produce  accounts,  records  and  memoranda  as  so  ordered,  or  to  give 
evidence  touching  any  matter  pertinent  to  such  public  hearing,  and 
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any  failure  to  obey  such  order  of  the  Court  shall  be  punished  by  the 
Court  as  a  contempt  thereof.  If  after  such  hearing  the  Commission 
shall  find  and  determine  that  its  previous  action  was  not  justified  it 
shall  approve  such  application  and  if  it  determines  that  its  previous 
action  was  justified  it  shall  affirm  its  previous  action.  If  the  applicant 
fails  to  file  an  answer  and  request  a  public  hearing  within  said  five 
(5)  days,  said  application  shall  stand  disapproved.  If  the  application 
is  approved,  the  Commission  shall  immediately  forward  such  applica- 
tion with  its  approval  endorsed  thereon,  to  the  Commissioner  of 
Agriculture  of  the  State  of  Florida,  who  shall  issue  to  such  applicant 
a  license  as  mentioned  in  Section  5  hereof.  No  license  shall  be  issued 
to  any  applicant  whose  application  has  been  disapproved  by  the 
Commission. 

Each  applicant  shall  pay  to  the  Commissioner  a  fee  of  Ten 
($10.00)  Dollars  per  annum,  except  that  where  any  applicant  expects 
to  deal  only  as  an  agent,  as  defined  herein,  such  applicant  shall  pay 
the  sum  of  Five  ($5.00)  Dollars.  All  such  license  fees  collected  here- 
under shall  be  paid  by  the  Commissioner  into  the  State  Treasury 
monthly  to  the  credit  of  the  General  Inspection  Fund  and  are  hereby 
appropriated  and  made  available  for  defraying  the  expenses  incurred 
in  the  administration  and  enforcement  of  this  Act. 

Section  3.  That  before  any  license  is  granted  by  the  Commis- 
sioner to  any  person  other  than  an  agent  as  defined  in  this  Act,  the 
Applicant  therefor  must  deliver  to  the  Commissioner  a  good  and 
sufficient  cash  bond  or  surety  bond  executed  by  the  applicant  as 
principal  and  by  a  surety  company  qualified  and  authorized  to  do 
business  in  this  Sate  as  surety,  in  the  amount  of  Ten  ($10.00)  Dollars 
for  each  one  thousand  (1,000)  standard  packed  boxes  of  citrus  fruit 
that  the  said  applicant  intends  to  deal  with  during  the  next  twelve 
months,  as  set  forth  in  his  application,  up  to  and  including  one  mil- 
lion (1,000,000)  standard  packed  boxes  of  citrus  fruit;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  no  bond  shall  be  less  than  One  Thousand  ($1,00.000)  Dollars 
in  amount,  nor  greater  than  Ten  Thousand  ($10,000.00)  Dollars  in 
amount.  Said  bond  shall  be  in  the  form  approved  by  the  Commissioner 
and  shall  be  conditioned  upon  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  and  upon  faithful  compliance  with  the  conditions  of  all  contracts, 
verbal  or  written,  made  by  the  citrus  fruit  dealer  with  producers 
relative  to  the  purchase,  handling,  sale  and  accounting  of  sales  of 
citrus  fruit  and  upon  applicant  accounting  for  the  preceeds  of  any 
citrus  fruit  contracted  for  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  con- 
tracts with  producers.  Said  bond  shall  be  to  the  Commissioner  and  his 
successors  in  office,  in  favor  of  every  producer  with  whom  applicant 
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deals  in  the  purchase,  handling,  sale  and  accounting  of  sales  of  citrus 
fruit.  The  aggregate  accumulated  liability  under  any  such  bond  shall 
not  exceed  the  amount  named  therein.  Every  such  bond  shall  con- 
tinue in  force  and  effect  until  ninety  (90)  days  after  the  termination 
of  the  shipping  season  for  which  the  bond  is  given.  Any  producer 
claiming  to  be  injured  or  damaged  by  any  act  of  said  citrus  fruit 
dealer,  or  the  Commissioner  on  behalf  of  all  producers  contracting 
with  said  citrus  fruit  dealer  may  maintain  an  action  on  said  bond 
against  the  citrus  fruit  dealer  and  the  surety  named  in  said  bond,  or 
either  of  them,  and  any  judgment  against  the  citrus  fruit  dealer 
and/or  surety  in  any  such  action  shall  include  costs. 

In  cases  where  liability  under  and  by  virtue  of  any  bond  given 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  hereof  is  admitted,  without  suit,  and  the 
amount  or  amounts  admitted  to  be  due  are  paid  to  the  Commissioner, 
the  Commissioner  is  authorized  and  directed  to  ascertain  the  amuont 
or  amounts  due  the  claimant  or  claimants  who  has  or  have  duly  filed 
a  claim  or  clams  under  and  in  connection  with  such  bond  prior  to  the 
expiration  of  ninety  (90)  days  immediately  following  the  end  of  the 
shipping  season  for  which  such  bond  was  given,  and  thereafter  the 
Commissioner  shall  make  distribution  of  the  amount  or  amounts  so 
paid  to  him  under  such  bond  to  the  extent  that  the  same  may  reach 
in  satisfying  such  claim  or  claims;  provided,  however,  that  where 
there  are  two  or  more  claimants  who  have  duly  filed  claims  within  the 
time  last  aforesaid  that  aggregate  an  amount  in  excess  of  the 
amount  or  amounts  held  by  the  Commissioner  for  distribution,  such 
claimants  shall  participate  in  the  proceeds  of  such  funds  in  the  hands 
of  the  Commissioner  only  on  a  pro  rata  basis,  and  no  one  of  such 
claimants  shall  receive  any  preference  over  the  others  by  reason  of 
having  filed  his  claim  prior  to  the  filing  of  the  claim  of  the  others. 

Section  4.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  in,  or  in  connection  with 
any  transaction  relative  to  the  purchase,  handling,  sale  and  accounting 
of  sales  of  citrus  fruit: 

1.  For  any  citrus  fruit  dealer  to  make  or  exact  any  fraudulent 
charge  to  and/or  from  any  person. 

2.  For  any  citrus  fruit  dealer  to  reject  or  fail  to  deliver  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  terms  of  the  contract  without  reasonable  cause 
any  ctirus  fruit  bought  or  sold  or  contracted  to  be  bought  or  sold 
by  such  citrus  fruit  dealer. 

3.  For  any  citrus  fruit  dealer  to  discard,  dump  ,or  destroy  with- 
out reasonable  cause  any  citrus  fruit  received  by  such  citrus  fruit 
dealer. 
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4.  For  any  citrus  fruit  dealer  to  make,  for  a  frudulent  purpose, 
any  false  or  misleading  statement  concerning  the  condition,  quality, 
quantity,  or  disposition  of,  or  the  condition  of  the  market  for,  any 
citrus  fruit  which  is  received  by  such  citrus  fruit  dealer  or  bought 
or  sold  or  contracted  to  be  bought  or  sold  by  such  citrus  fruit  dealer; 
or  the  purchase  or  sale  of  which  is  negotiated  by  such  citrus  fruit 
dealer;  or  to  fail  or  refuse  truly  and  correctly  to  account  promptly 
in  respect  of  any  such  transcation  in  any  such  citrus  fruit  to  the 
person  with  whom  such  transaction  is  had. 

5.  For  any  citrus  fruit  dealer  to  knowingly  buy,  sell,  receive, 
process  or  handle  stolen  citrus  fruit. 

Section  5.  Whenever  an  application  bears  the  approved  endorse- 
ment of  the  Citrus  Commission  and  the  applicant  has  paid  the  pre- 
scribed fee,  the  Commsisioner  shall  issue  to  such  applicant  a  license 
which  .shall  entitle  the  licensee  to  do  business  as  a  citrus  fruit  dealer 
in  the  current  'or  ensuing  shipping  season  to  be  in  force  unless  and 
until  it  is  suspended  or  revoked  by  the  Commissioner  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

Section  6.  That  if  any  citrus  fruit  dealer  violates  any  provisions 
of  this  Act  he  shall  be  liable  to  the  person  or  persons  injured  thereby 
for  the  full  amount  of  damages  sustained  in  consequence  of  such 
violation.  Such  liability  may  be  enforced  either  (1)  by  complaint  to 
the  Commissioner,  as  hereinafter  provided  or  (2)  by  suit  in  any  Court 
of  compentent  jurisdiction;  but  this  Section  shall  not  in  any  way 
abridge  or  alter  the  remedies  now  existing  at  common  law  or  by 
statute,  and  the  provisions  of  this  Act  are  in  addition  to  such  remedies. 

Section  7.  That  any  person  complaining  of  any  violation  of  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  Act  by  any  citrus  fruit  dealer  during  any 
shipping  season  may  at  any  time  prior  to  the  expiration  of  ninety 
days  immediately  following  the  end  of  such  shipping  season  apply  to 
the  Commissioner  by  petition,  which  shall  briefly  state  the  facts, 
whereupon,  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioner  the  facts  therein 
contained  warrant  such  action,  a  copy  of  the  complaint  thus  made  shall 
be  forwarded  by  the  Commissioner  to  the  citrus  fruit  dealer,  who 
shall  be  called  upon  to  satisfy  the  complaint  or  to  answer  it  in  writing 
within  a  reasonable  time  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Commissioner.  After 
an  opportunity  for  hearing  on  a  complaint  the  Commissioner  shall 
determine  whether  or  not  the  citrus  fruit  dealer  has  violated  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  Act.  If  after  hearing  on  a  complaint  made  by 
any  person  under  this  section  the  Commissioner  determines  that  the 
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citrus  fruit  dealer  has  violated  any  provisions  of  this  Act,  he  shall, 
unless  the  offender  has  already  made  reparation  to  the  person  com- 
plaining, determine  the  amount  of  damage,  if  any,  to  which  such 
person  is  entitled  as  a  result  of  such  violation  and  shall  make  an 
order  directing  the  offender  to  pay  to  such  person  complaining  such 
amount  on  of  before  the  date  fixed  in  the  order.  If  any  citrus  fruit 
dealer  does  not  comply  with  an  order  for  the  payment  of  money  within 
the  time  limited  in  such  order  the  complainant,  or  any  person  for 
whose  benefit  such  order  was  made,  may  within  ninety  (90)  days 
from  the  date  of  the  order  file  in  any  Court  of  competent  jurisdiction 
a  petition  or  declaration,  setting  forth  briefly  the  causes  for  which 
he  claims  damages  and  the  order  of  the  Commissioner  in  the  premises. 
Such  suit  in  such  court  shall  proceed  in  all  respects  like  other  civil 
suits  for  damages,  except  that  the  successful  party  in  the  proceedings 
before  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  shall  not  be  liable  for  costs 
in  such  Court  nor  for  costs  in  any  subsequent  stage  of  the  proceed- 
ings, unless  they  accrue  upon  his  appeal.  In  any  suit  between  the 
same  parties  involving  the  same  facts  as  were  involved  in  a  pro- 
ceeding under  this  Act,  the  findings  and  order  of  the  Commissioner 
hereunder  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  facts  therein  stated, 
and  in  any  such  suit  if  the  party  who  was  successful  before  the  Com- 
missioner of  Agriculture  finally  prevails,  he  shall  be  allowed  a  rea- 
sonable attorney's  fee  to  be  taxed  and  collected  as  a  part  of  the 
costs  of  the  suit. 

Section  8.  The  Commissioner  shall  have  the  power  to  revoke  or 
suspend  the  license  of  any  citrus  fruit  dealer  when  he  shall  be  sat- 
isfied that  such  dealer  has  violated  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  or  has 

(a)  obtained  a  license  by  means  of  fraud,  misrepresentation, 
concealment,  or  through  the  mistake  or  inadvertance  of  the  Citrus 
Commission. 

(b)  violated  or  aided  or  abetted  in  the  violation  of  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  or  any  provisions  of  any  other  law  of  the 
State  of  Florida  governing  and/or  applicable  to  citrus  fruit  dealers, 
as  defined  herein,  or  any  lawful  rules  or  regulations  of  the  Citrus 
Commission. 

(c)  been  guilty  of  a  crime  against  the  laws  of  this  or  any  other 
state  or  government,  involving  moral  turpitude  or  dishonest  dealing, 
or  has  become  legally  incompetent  to  contract  or  be  contracted  with. 
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(d)  made,  printed,  published,  distributed,  or  caused,  authorized 
or  knowingly  permitted  the  making,-  printing,  publication  or  distribu- 
tion of  false  statements,  descriptions  or  promises  of  such  character 
as  to  reasonably  induce  any  person  to  act  to  his  damage  or  injury, 
if  the  said  citrus  fruit  dealer  then  knew  or,  by  the  exercise  of  reason- 
able care  and  inquiry,  could  have  known  of  the  falsity  of  such  state- 
ments, descriptions  or  promises. 

(e)  knowingly  commit  or  be  a  party  to,  any  material  fraud, 
misrepresentation,  concealment,  conspiracy  ,collusion,  trick,  scheme 
or  device,  whereby  any  other  person  lawfully  relying  upon  the  word, 
representation  or  conduct  of  the  citrus  fruit  dealer,  shall  act  to  his 
injury  or  damage. 

(f)  committing  any  act  or  conduct  of  the  same  or  different 
character  of  that  hereinabove  enumerated,  which  shall  contitute 
fraudulent  or  dishonest  dealing. 

That  the  Commissioner  may  instigate  and  make  investigation 
of  any  citrus  fruit  dealer  whom  he  has  reason  to  believe  has  violated 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  or  has  violated  any  provisions  of 
any  other  law  of  the  State  of  Florida  governing  and  applicable  to 
citrus  fruit  dealers,  as  defined  herein,  and  whenever  the  Commissioner 
determines  after  notice  to  the  citrus  fruit  dealer  and  hearing  that 
any  citrus  fruit  dealer  has  violated  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
or  has  violated  any  of  the  provisions  of  any  other  law  of  the  State 
of  Florida  governing  and  applicable  to  citrus  fruit  dealers  as  herein 
defined,  he  may  publish  the  facts  and  circumstances  of  such  violation 
and/or,  by  order,  suspend  the  license  of  such  offender  for  a  specific 
period,  or  revoke  the  same  or  make  such  other  appropriate  order  as 
he  may  deem  just  and  proper,  and  any  such  order  shall  specify  the 
effective  date  thereof  and  any  order  other  than  one  suspending  or 
revoking  a  license  shall  automatically  suspend  such  license  until  said 
order  is  complied  with.  That  any  action  of  the  Commissioner  with 
reference  to  the  revocation  or  suspension  of  any  license  granted  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Act  may  be  reviewed  by  any  Court  of  competent 
jurisdiction. 

Section  9.  That  every  citrus  fruit  dealer  shall  make  and  keep 
a  correct  record  showing  in  detail  the  following,  with  reference  to 
the  purchase,  handling,  sale  and  accounting  of  sale  of  citrus  fruit 
handled  by  him,  namely: 
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(a)  The  name  and  address  of  the  producers  or  other  persons 
from  whom  the  citrus  fruit  was  procured,  and  if  same  was  procured 
from  some  person  other  than  a  licensed  handler,  the  name  and  address 
of  the  producer  of  said  fruit. 

(b)  The  'date  citrus  fruit  is  received  and  the  amount  thereof, 
and  the  purchase  price  paid  therefor  if  purchased  for  the  purpose 
of  resale. 

(c)  The  condition  of  such  citrus  fruit  upon  receipt  by  the  citrus 
fruit  dealer. 

(d)  If  the  citrus  fruit  is  handled  on  consignment  for  the  account 
of  the  producer,  the  date  of  sale  and  the  selling  price. 

(e)  An  itemized  statement  of  the  charges  to  be  paid  by  the 
producer  in  connection  with  any  sale. 

(f)  A  detailed  statement  of  all  claims  made  by  producers  against 
the  citrus  fruit  dealer,  a  copy  of  each  when  received  to  be  certified 
to  and  filed  with  the  Commissioner. 

(g)  A  copy  of  the  record  and  account  of  sale  of  citrus  fruit 
handled  on  consignment  and/or  commission  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
producer  upon  the  consummation  of  the  sale,  together  with  all  moneys 
received  by  the  citrus  fruit  dealer  in  payment  for  such  transaction 
made  upon  account  of  the  producer,  less  the  agreed  commission  and 
other  charges  which  must  be  separately  itemized,  and  said  payment 
and  accounting  must  be  made  by  said  citrus  fruit  dealer  to  the 
producer  within  fifteen  days  after  said  citrus  fruit  dealer  receives 
the  money  in  payment  of  said  citrus  fruit  unless  otherwise  specified 
in  contract  between  citrus  fruit  dealers  and  producer. 

Section  10.  That  in  the  investigation  of  complaints  under  this 
Act  the  Commisioner,  or  his  duly  authorized  agents  shall  have  the 
right  to  inspect  such  accounts,  records  and  memoranda  of  any  citrus 
fruit  dealer  as  may  be  required  for  the  determination  of  any  such 
complaint.  If  any  such  citrus  fruit  dealer  refuses  to  permit  such 
inspection,  the  Commissioner  may  publish  the  facts  and  circumstances 
and/or  by  order  suspend  the  license  of  the  offender  until  permission 
to  make  such  inspection  is  given. 

Section  11.  That  the  Commissioner,  or  any  officer  or  employee 
designated  by  him  for  such  purpose,  may  hold  hearings,  sign  and 
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issue  subponeas,  administer  oaths,  examine  witnesses,  receive  evidence 
and  require  by  subpoena  the  attendance  and  testimony  of  witnesses 
and  the  production  of  such  accounts,  records  and  memoranda  as  may 
be  material  for  the  determination  of  any  complaint  under  this  Act. 
In  case  of  disobedience  to  a  subpoena  the  Commissioner  ,or  any  of 
his  officers  or  employees,  may  invoke  the  aid  of  any  Court  of  com- 
petent jurisdiction  in  requiring  the  attendance  and  testimony  of 
witnesses  and  the  production  of  accounts,  records  and  memoranda, 
and  any  such  Court  may,  in  case  of  contumacy  or  refusal  to  obey 
a  subpoena  issued  to  any  person,  issue  an  order  requiring  the  person 
to  appear  before  the  Commissioner,  or  his  officer  or  employee,  or 
to  produce  accounts,  records  and  memoranda  as  so  ordered,  or  to 
give  evidence  touching  any  matter  pertinent  to  any  complaint,  and 
any  failure  to  obey  such  order  of  the  Court  shall  be  punished  by  the 
Court  as  a  contempt  thereof. 

Section  12.  That  the  Commission  may  make  such  rules,  regu- 
lations and  orders  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  and  may  co-operate  with  any  department  or  agency  of 
the  United  States  Government. 

Section  13.  That  any  person  who  acts  as  a  citrus  fruit  dealer 
as  defined  in  this  Act  without  a  license,  or  having  a  license,  violates 
or  aids  in  the  violation  of  any  provision  of  this  Act,  or  any  person 
who  represents  himself  as  a  citrus  fruit  dealer  as  defined  in  this 
Act,  shall  for  each  and  every  offense  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and 
upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  (of)  not  exceeding 
One  Thousand  ($1,000)  Dollars  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail 
for  not  more  than  six  (6)  months  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprison- 
ment in  the  discretion  of  the  Court.  Civil  suits  and  criminal  prosecu- 
tions arising  by  virtue  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act  may  be 
instituted  in  the  county  where  the  said  citrus  fruit  was  received  by 
the  citrus  fruit  dealer,  or  in  the  county  in  which  the  principal  place 
of  business  of  such  citrus  fruit  dealer  is  located  within  the  State  of 
Florida,  or  within  the  county  in  which  the  violations  of  this  Act 
occurred,  or  if  such  violation  occurs  in  more  than  one  county,  then 
within  any  county  in  which  such  violation  of  this  Act  occurred. 

Section  14.  That  the  several  Circuit  Courts  of  the  State  of 
Florida,  sitting  in  Chancery,  are  hereby  vested  with  jurisdiction 
specifically  to  enforce,  and  to  enjoin  and  restrain  any  citrus  fruit 
dealer  from  violating,  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  or  of  any  rule, 
regulation  or  order  made  by  the  Commissioner  pursuant  to  this  Act, 
in  any  proceeding  brought  by  the  Commissioner  in  any  of  said  Circuit 
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Courts;  and  in  any  such  proceeding  it  shall  not  be  necessary  for 
the  Commissioner  to  allege  or  prove  that  an  adequate  remedy  at  law 
does  not  exist 

Section  15.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  state  and/or  county 
law  enforcement  officer  to  make  arrests  for  violations  of  this  Act 
when  notified  of  such  violation  by  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture 
or  his  authorized  agent,  inspector  or  representative. 

Section  16.  That  this  Act  shall  be  liberally  construed,  and  if 
any  part  or  portion  thereof  be  declared  invalid,  or  the  application 
thereof  to  any  person,  circumstance  or  thing  is  declared  invalid,  the 
validity  of  the  remainder  of  this  Act  and/or  the  applicability  thereof 
of  any  other  person,  circumstance  or  thing  shall  not  be  affected  there- 
by and  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  to  preserve  any  and  all 
parts  of  said  Act  if  possible. 

Section  17.  That  all  laws  or  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  herewith 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  18.  That  this  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  its 
passage  and  approval  by  the  Governor,  or  upon  becoming  a  law 
without  such  approval.

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GROWERS  COST  GUARANTEE  LAW 

CHAPTER  NO.  16862 
Laws  of  Florida,  Acts  of  1935 


AN  ACT  relating  to  citrus  fruit:  Prescribing  conditions  and  limita- 
tions upon  the  sale,  marketing  and  processing  thereof,  and  the 
effect  of  contracts  of  sale  and  of  marketing  and  processing  agree- 
ments. 

WHEREAS,  it  is  found  by  the  Legislature  and  hereby  declared 
that  the  production  and  distribution  of  citrus  fruit  is  a  paramount 
industry  in  Florida  upon  which  the  prosperity  of  the  State  in  a 
large  measure  depends;  that  such  fruit  and  the  juices  thereof  have 
become  and  are  generally  used  in  great  and  rapidly  increasing  quan- 
tities, both  voluntarily  and  upon  advice  of  physicians,  by  people 
of  all  classes,  ages  and  conditions;  that  it  is  necessary  for  the  rea- 
sonable comfort,  welfare,  and  health  of  the  people  and  in  order  to 
build  up  their  strength  and  vigor  that  an  adequate  and  dependable 
supply  of  high  grade  citrus  fruit  be  constantly  available,  and  the 
production,  transportation,  processing,  distribution  and  sale  of  citrus 
fruit  in  the  State  of  Florida  is  therefor  hereby  declared  to  be  a 
business  affecting  the  public  health  and  interest,  that  unfair,  un- 
just, destructive,  demoralizing,  and  uneconomic  trade  practices  have 
been  and  are  continuing  to  be  carried  on  in  the  sale  and  distribution 
of  citrus  fruit  in  this  state  to  the  extent  that  such  fruit  has  been 
and  is  continuing  to  sell  in  many  cases  at  prices  below  the  cost  of 
production  and  the  constant,  dependable  and  adequate  supply  of  such 
fruit  for  sale  and  consumption  is  thereby  so  seriously  imperiled  as 
to  threaten  the  break  down  of  the  industry;  that  the  present  acute 
economic  condition  in  Florida  is  in  part  the  consquence  of  a  severe 
and  increasing  disparity  between  the  prices  of  citrus  fruit  and  other 
commodities;  that  it  is  both  expedient  and  necessary  to  build  up 
the  quality  and  reputation  of  Florida's  citrus  fruit  in  the  market 
and  to  stabalize  the  Florida  citrus  industry  and  to  protect  the  public 
and  the  growers  against  fraud,  deception,  and  financial  loss  through 
further  continuation  of  unscrupulous  practices  and  haphazard  methods 
in  connection  with  the  marketing  of  citrus  fruits,  and  to  that  end, 
to  assure  the  grower  returns  at  least  equal  to  the  cost  of  production 
of  high  grade  citrus  fruit. 
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THEREFORE,  in  the  exercise  of  the  police  power  of  the  State, 
for  the  purpose  of  protecting  and  promoting  the  public  health  and 
general  welfare. 

Be  It  Enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 

Section  1.  This  Act  shall  be  known  and  called  the  Gowers 
Cost  Guarantee  Act. 

Section  2.  The  term  "Citrus  Fruit"  as  used  herein  means  and 
includes  only  the  fruits  Citrus  Grandis,  Osbeck,  commonly  called 
grapefruit,  and  Citrus  Sinensis,  Osbeck,  commonly  called  oranges, 
and  Citrus  Nobilis  Deliciosa,  commonly  called  tangerines,  grown  in 
the  State  of  Florida. 

The  term  "standard  packed  box"  means  1-3/5  bushels  whether 
in  bulk  or  in  a  container. 

Section  3.  The  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  in  his  discretion 
and  by  and  with  the  consent  and  advice  of  the  Governor  shall  have 
the  power  to  declare  the  existence  of  a  State  Emergency  in  the 
Citrus  Industry,  and  upon  petition  or  petitions  signed  by  persons, 
firms,  corporations,  or  associations,  owning  or  controlling  50%  or 
more  of  the  producing  acreage  of  citrus  fruit,  requesting  such  action, 
being  filed  with  the  Citrus  Commission,  such  percentage  to  be  based 
upon  the  survey  heretofore,  made  by  the  Federal  Emergency  Relief 
Administration  and  supplemented  by  such  further  surveys  as  the 
Citrus  Commission  from  time  to  time  may  make,  and  after  the  Citrus 
Commission  shall  have  procured  from  the  producers,  shippers,  or 
handlers  of  citrus  fruit,  not  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act, 
binding  agreements  to  conform  thereto  and  abide  by  its  terms,  the 
Florida  Citrus  Commission  shall  determine  and  record  in  permanent 
form  annually  the  average  reasonable  cost  per  standard  packed  box 
of  producing  citrus  fruit  and  every  contract,  agreement,  plan  or 
arrangement  with  the  grower  by  or  under  which  his  citrus  fruit  shall 
be  bought,  marketed,  or  processed  shall  be  held  to  require  that  the 
person,  firm,  corporation,  or  association  buying,  marketing  or  pro- 
cessing said  citrus  fruit  shall  in  any  event  pay  the  grower  said  cost 
of  production,  to  be  ascertained  by  multiplying  the  said  cost  per 
standard  packed  box  as  shown  by  the  record  of  the  Commission  cur- 
rent at  the  time  the  contract,  agreement,  plan  or  arrangement  with 
the  grower  shall  be  made,  by  the  number  of  packed  boxes  so  bought, 
marketed  and  processed  during  the  season  or  under  the  particular 
contract,  agreement,  plan  or  arrangemnt  if  for  less  than  a  marketing 
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season.  Any  contract,  plan,  scheme  or  device  whereby  it  shall  be 
attempted  to  preclude  the  grower  from  recovering-  such  cost  of  pro- 
duction shall  to  that  extent  be  held  to  be  unlawful  and  against  the 
public  policy  of  this  State,  but  in  all  other  respects  and  particulars 
contracts  of  sale,  marketing  and  processing  shall  be  valid  and  binding 
and  the  terms  thereof  shall  measure  the  rights  of  the  respective 
parties.  , 

Section  4.  The  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  apply  to  any  one 
or  more  of  the  citrus  varieties  embraced  hereunder  as  may  be  de- 
termined by  the  petitions  and  agrements  provided  for  in  the  fore- 
going section. 

Section  5.  This  Act  shall  become  effective  immediately  upon 
becoming  a  law.

HOUSE  BILL  NO.  420 


AN  ACT  to  Prohibit  the  Sale  or  Offering  for  Sale,  the  Transpor- 
tation, and  the  Preparation,  Receipt,  or  Delivery  for  Transportation, 
or  Marrket  of  Any  Citrus  Aurantifolia,  Variety  Persian,  Tahiti  or 
Bearss  Limes  That  Are  Immature;  to  Provide  Standards  of  Matur- 
ity, to  Provide  for  the  Registration  and  Certification  of  Packing 
Houses  as  Defined  Herein,  to  Provide  for  Inspection  of  Limes  as 
to  Maturity  by  Determining  Juice  Content  by  Volume,  to  Provide 
for  Certificates  of  Maturity  and  Issuance  of  Same,  to  Provide  for 
Certificates  of  Maturity  and  Issuance  of  Same,  to  Provide  for  the 
Stamping  or  Marking  of  Juice  Content  on  Containers,  to  Provide 
for  Inspection  and  Tax  for  Same,  to  Provide  for  the  Destruction 
of  Limes  Found  to  be  Immature,  to  Provide  Penalties  for  the 
Violation  Thereof,  to  Provide  for  Time  Limit  for  This  Act. 

Be  It  Enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 

Section  1.  That,  as  used  in  this  Act,  "person"  shall  extend  to 
and  include  persons,  partnership,  associations  and  corporations;  "box" 
shall  refer  to  the  standard  size  container  now  in  common  use  in  this 
State,  in  the  packing  and  shipment  of  citrus  fruit,  containing  one 
and  three-fifths  (1-3/5)  bushels;  "limes"  shall  extend  to  and  include 
only  the  fruits  Citrus  Aurantifolia,  variety  Persian,  Tahiti  or  Bearss, 
and  hereinafter  called  limes;  "packing  house"  shall  extend  to  and 
include  any  structure  or  place  prepared  for  and  used  for  packing  or 
otherwise  preparing  limes  for  market  or  transportation. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell  or  offer 
for  sale,  to  transport,  to  prepare,  receive  or  deliver,  for  transportation, 
or  market  any  limes  unless  such  limes  have  been  found  to  be  mature 
in  accordance  with  the  maturity  standards  provided  for  in  this  Act 
and  are  accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  inspection  and  maturity 
thereof  as  defined  by  this  Act,  issued  by  a  duly  authorized  citrus  fruit 
inspector  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  of  the  State  of  Florida, 
the  certificates  of  inspection  and  maturity  mentioned  in  this  Act 
shall  be  of  such  number,  form,  size  and  character,  and  shall  be  used 
in  such  manner  to  identify  the  limes  to  which  they  relate,  as  the 
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Florida  Citrus  Commission  may  by  rule  or  by  regulation  prescribe. 
Inspection  for  maturity  may  be  made  at  any  time,  anywhere,  after 
the  fruit  is  severed  from  the  tree  until  the  shipment,  after  inspection 
and  certification,  is  accepted  by  a  common  carrier,  or  until  it  has  been 
transported  beyond  the  State  line,  where  being  transported  by  other 
than  a  common  carrier,  with  the  further  proviso  that  shipments  in 
bulk,  either  by  common  carrier  or  otherwise,  to  a  packing  house  for 
repacking  in  the  State  of  Florida,  must  be  reinspected  and  recertified 
before  final  delivery  to  carrier,  providing  that  only  one  inspection 
fee  shall  be  paid  by  the  shipper.  Provided,  further,  that  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  shall  not  apply  to  sales  of  limes  "on  the  trees"  nor  to 
common  carriers  or  their  agents  when  the  fruit  accepted  for  trans- 
portation or  transported  by  any  such  common  carrier  is  accompanied 
by  a  proper  certificate  of  maturity  of  such  limes  as  hereinafter 
provided. 

Section  2-A.  This  Act  shall  not  apply  to  the  limes  produced  by 
any  grower  who  produces  not  more  than  ten  boxes  of  limes  yearly 
and  who  himself  disposes  of  all  of  same  in  less  than  full  box  lots 
for  consumption  in  local  markets. 

Section  3.  '  That  within  the  proper  meaning  of  this  Act,  limes 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  mature  only  when  clipped  or  picked,  or  other- 
wise severed  from  the  tree  and  the  limes  in  each  lot  have  been  found 
by  inspection  as  herein  provided  to  contain  an  average  of  forty  (40%) 
per  cent  juice  content  by  volume,  and  no  limes  in  any  such  lot  shall 
contain  less  than  thirty-six  (36%)  per  cent  juice  content  by  volume. 

The  tests  of  the  juice  contents  of  limes  hereunder  shall  be  based 
upon  the  average  maximum  amount  of  liquid  contents  which  can  be 
extracted  from  the  flesh  and  pulp  of  not  less  than  ten  (10)  average 
individual  specimens  of  said  limes  of  any  lot  of  limes.  The  testing 
of  the  juice  content  of  limes  on  a  percentage  basis  by  volume  shall 
be  the  total  maximum  amount  of  liquid  contents  of  the  limes  being 
thus  tested,  when  determined  by  the  percentage  of  such  juice  contents 
as  compared  to  the  total  volume  displacement  of  the  said  limes  before 
the  juice  is  extracted.  The  Florida  Citrus  Commission  shall,  by  proper 
rules  and  regulations  to  be  issued  hereunder,  prescribe  the  manner 
and  method  of  drawing  of  said  samples  and  of  conducting  said  tests 
In  the  making  of  such  tests  the  juice  of  the  limes  being  tested  shall 
not  be  strained  through  a  cloth  or  other  strainer  but  shall  be  con- 
sidered for  testing  as  said  juice  comes  from  the  juice  extractor.  The 
juice  extractor  used  shall  be  any  suitable  mechanical  device  or  fruit 
press  used  for  extracting  juice,  such  type  or  kind  of  extractor  or 
fruit  press  to  be  determined  and  approved  by  the  Florida  Citrus 
Commission. 
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Section  4.  Any  limes  not  conforming  to  the  standards  of  limes 
as  set  forth  in  Section  3  of  this  Act  shall  be  deemed  and  held  to  be 
immature  within  the  meaning  of  this  Act. 

Section  5.  The  owner,  manager,  or  operator  of  each  packing 
house  at  which  it  is  intended  to  pack  or  prepare  limes  for  market 
or  transportation  after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  shall  register  such 
packing  house  and  its  location,  shipping  point  and  Post  Office  with 
the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  not  less  than  ten  (10)  days  before 
packing,  or  otherwise  preparing  any  limes  for  sale  or  transportation 
in  or  at  such  packing  house;  and  he  shall,  in  addition  to  such  registra- 
tion, give  the  said  Commissioner  not  less  than  seven  (7)  days  written 
notice  of  the  date  on  which  packing  or  other  preparations  for  sale  or 
transportation  of  limes  will  begin.  The  Commissioner  of  Agriculture 
shall  issue  a  certificate  of  registration  to  each  such  packing  house 
registering.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  operate  a  lime 
packing  house,  or  to  pack  or  otherwise  prepare  for  sale  or  transpor- 
tation, any  limes  at  such  packing  house  without  having  previously 
registered  said  packing  house  and  given  the  notice  herein  required, 
and  receiving  and  still  having  unrevoked  from  the  Commissioner  of 
Agriculture  a  certificate  of  registration,  provided  that  no  certificate 
of  inspection  for  maturity  of  any  limes  shall  be  issued  by  any 
authorized  inspector  except  to  a  person  who  has  registered  with  the 
Commissioner  as  provided  hereinbefore,  and  has  an  unrevoked  cer- 
tificate of  registration  and  has  given  to  said  Commissioner  the  notice 
as  required  by  this  Act;  nor  shall  any  certificate  of  inspection  and 
maturity  be  issued  until  after  payment  of  the  inspection  fee  imposed 
by  or  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  such  payment  to  be  evidenced 
as  herein  required  or  authorized. 

For  shipping  or  attempting  to  ship  any  limes  immature  as  defin- 
ed in  this  Act,  the  Commissioner  shall  revoke,  for  a  period  of  not  less 
than  five  (5)  or  more  than  fourteen  (14)  days,  the  certificate  of 
registration  of  any  packing  house  whose  owner,  manager,  operator, 
or  foreman,  or  any  other  person  in  authority,  shall  ship  or  attempt 
to  ship  any  such  limes  as  aforesaid  and  if  the  shipment  or  attempt  be 
accompanied  by  trickery,  fraud,  bribery,  or  other  fraudulent  methods 
or  device,  then  such  revocation  shall  be  for  such  longer  period  as  the 
Commissioner  of  Agriculture  shall  deem  necessary  to  prevent  a 
repetition;  and  for  repeated  attempts  the  said  Commissioner  of 
Agriculture  shall  permanently  revoke  said  certificate,  and  no  certi- 
ficate of  inspection  and  maturity  shall  be  issued  to  any  packing  house 
whose  certificate  of  registration  has  been  revoked  during  the  period 
of  such  revocation,  and  no  such  packing  house  shall  be  used  for  the 
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packing  or  shipment  of  limes  during-  the  period  when  such  registration 
certificate  is  revoked. 

Section  6.  Every  vendor  or  shipper  of  limes,  shall  pay  to  the 
Commissioner  of  Agriculture  a  maturity  inspection  fee  of  four  (4c) 
cents  for  each  box  of  limes  by  him,  it  or  them  sold,  transported  or 
delivered  for  transportation,  or  when  such  fruit  is  sold  or  trans- 
ported in  bulk  or  in  containers  other  than  standard  boxes,  shall  pay 
four  (4c)  cents  for  each  one  and  three  fifths  (1-3/5)  bushels  of  such 
fruit.  Provided,  however,  that  if  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture 
shall  determine  at  any  time  that  a  smaller  fee  than  that  herein 
named  will  produce  sufficient  funds,  to  defray  the  expenses  of  and 
incident  to  the  enforcement  of  this  Act,  the  Commissioner  of  Agri- 
culture may  by  order,  reduce  the  fee  to  be  paid,  to  such  sum  as  may 
be  deemed  sufficient  for  said  purpose,  provided  further  that  such 
reduction  of  fee  shall  extend  to  such  time  as  may  be  designated  by 
the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture. 

Such  maturity  inspection  fee  shall  be  due  when  the  fruit  is  pre- 
pared for  marked  or  transportation,  and  payment  thereof  shall  be 
evidenced  by  "FLORIDA  CITRUS  STAMPS,"  as  hereinafter  provided. 
And  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  sell,  deliver,  transport,  or  deliver  or  receive 
for  transportation,  any  limes,  payment  of  the  fee  for  which  is  not 
evidenced  by  proper  "FLORIDA  CITRUS  STAMPS"  as  may  be  pro- 
vided by  regulation  prescribed  by  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission. 
Provided,  however,  that  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply 
to  the  transportation  or  carriage  of  limes  from  grove  to  packing  house 
in  this  State. 

Section  7.  The  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  apply  to  the  sale, 
transportation  or  carriage  of  limes  for  the  purpose  of  canning,  pro- 
cessing, or  otherwise  preparing  limes  or  lime  juice  for  sale  in  any 
other  form  or  manner  than  in  fresh  fruit  form. 

Section  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commissioner  of  Agricul- 
ture to  furnish  the  vendors  and  shippers  of  limes  with  such  "FLORIDA 
CITRUS  STAMPS"  to  be  attached  to  the  packages  of  limes  prepared 
for  sale,  transportation,  or  delivery  for  transportation,  or  to  the 
certificate  of  inspection  and  maturity,  herein  provided  for,  or  to  the 
shipping  receipt,  as  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission  may,  by  rule 
or  regulation,  prescribe. 

Section  9.    It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  authorized  inspector 
to  make  or  deliver  a  certificate  of  inspection  and  maturity  of  any 
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limes  upon  which  the  inspection  fee  hereby  imposed  or  authorized 
has  not  been  paid,  or  to  make  or  to  issue  any  false  certificate  as  to 
inspection  and  maturity,  or  payment  of  inspection  fees. 

Section  10.  All  limes  prepared  for  sale  or  transportation,  or 
which  are  being  prepared  for  such  purposes,  or  which  have  been  or 
are  being  delivered  for  sale  or  transpotation,  that  may  be  found  to  be 
immature  as  defined  in  this  Act,  upon  inspection  and  testing,  shall 
be  seized  and  destroyed  by  a  citrus  fruit  inspector  or  the  Sheriff  of 
the  County  where  found,  as  may  be  provided  by  regulations  prescribed 
by  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission,  provided  that  such  determination 
of  immaturity  may  be  made  by  a  citrus  inspector  at  any  place  where 
said  limes  may  be  found  after  severance  from  the  tree,  and  such 
seizure  and  destruction  may  likewise  occur  at  any  such  place,  pro- 
vided, further,  that  the  owner  or  person  in  charge  of  such  limes  shall 
be  allowed  to  separate  and  retain  for  subsequent  use  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  Law  that  portion  of  such  lot  of  limes 
which  may  be  found  to  conform  to  the  requirements  of  this  Act, 
and  in  such  case  only  that  portion  which  fails  to  conform  to  the 
maturity  standards  prescribed  in  this  Act  shall  be  destroyed  by  a 
citrus  fruit  inspector  or  by  the  Sheriff  of  the  County  where  found, 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  regulations  of  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission. 

Section  11.  All  money  received  by  the  Commissioner  of  Agri- 
culture for  maturity  inspection  fees  under  this  Act  shall  be  paid  by 
him  to  the  State  Treasurer,  who  shall  deposit  said  money  to  the 
account  of  the  "GENERAL  INSPECTION  FUND." 

The  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  shall  use  any  citrus  fruit 
inspector  for  the  effective  enforcement  of  this  Act  such  citrus  fruit 
inspectors  to  be  those  working  under  the  Florida  Citrus  Inspection 
Bureau  who  perform  their  duties  under  the  direction  and  supervision 
of  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture.  All  persons  authorized  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Act  to  inspect  and  certify  to  the  maturity  of 
limes  shall  be  governed  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties  as  such 
inspectors  by  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  by  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions prescribed  by  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission  as  herein  author- 
ized. In  cases  of  emergency  or  necessity,  when  no  citrus  fruit  inspector 
is  available  for  inspection  of  a  particular  lot  of  limes,  the  Commis- 
sioner may  designate  some  fit  and  competent  individual  to  inspect 
for  maturity,  and  certify  as  to  such  lot  of  limes.  Certificates  made 
or  issued  by  such  designated  individuals  shall  be  signed  by  him  or 
her  as  "SPECIAL  CITRUS  FRUIT  INSPECTOR."  He  or  she  shall 
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not  be  required  to  give  any  bond,  but  shall  be  subject  to  the  penalties 
imposed  by  this  Act  for  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  hereunder. 

Section  12.  The  Florida  Citrus  Commission  shall,  from  time 
to  time,  as  it  may  deem  to  be  expedient  and  necessary,  make  and 
promulgate  rules  and  regulations  for  carrying  out  and  enforcing  the 
provisions  and  regulations  of  this  Act. 

Section  13.  For  the  purpose  of  enforcing  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  as  well  as  the  regulations  of  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission, 
to  be  issued  hereunder,  inspectors  are  hereby  empowered  and  author- 
ized to  enter  into  any  packing  house  at  any  hour  of  day  or  night  and 
to  have  and  demand  access  and  admission  to  any  enclosed  portion  of 
said  packing  house.  Said  inspectors  are  likewise  empowered  and 
authorized  to  inspect  all  packing  house  records,  pertaining  to  receipts 
from  the  groves  and  to  details  of  receiving,  handling,  running,  pro- 
cessing or  packing  limes. 

Section  14.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  obstruct, 
hinder,  resist,  interfere  with,  or  attempt  to  obstruct,  hinder,  resist 
or  interfere  with  any  authorized  inspector  in  the  discharge  of  any 
duty  imposed  upon  or  required  of  him  or  her,  by  the  provisions  of 
law,  or  by  any  rule  or  regulation  prescribed  by  the  Florida  Citrus 
Commission  herein  authorized,  or  to  change  or  attempt  to  change  any 
instrument,  testing  or  measuring  device,  used  by  such  inspector  or 
emergency  inspector  in  making  tests  of  limes. 

Section  15.  When  limes  are  shipped  or  sold  in  a  closed  container 
said  container  shall  have  stamped  thereon  the  words  "AVERAGE 
JUICE  CONTENT  FORTY  (40%)  PER  CENT  OR  MORE,"  and/or 
the  words  "AVERAGE  JUICE  CONTENT"  together  with  the  figures 
of  the  percentage  of  juice  content  shown  by  the  inspection  certificate 
and  maturity  covering  that  lot  of  limes. 

Section  16.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  Act,  or  do,  or  commit  any  act  herein  declared  to  be  unlawful, 
or  shall  violate  any  reasonable  rule  or  regulation  made  and  promul- 
gated by  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission  in  pursuance  of  the  authority 
therefore  herein  given,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
fifty  ($50.00)  dollars  and  not  more  than  one  thousand  ($1,000.00) 
dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  County  jail  for  not  more  than  one 
year,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Court. 


Section  17.  If  any  provision,  section,  sub-section,  sentence, 
clause,  or  phase  of  this  Act  is  for  any  reason  held  to  be  unconstitu- 
tional or  invalid,  such  holdings  shall  not  affect  in  any  way  the  validity 
of  such  parts  of  this  Act  as  shall  not  be  in  violation  of  the  Constitu- 
tion, or  shall  not  otherwise  be  invalid. 

Section  18.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  its 
passage  and  approval  by  the  Governor  or  its  becoming  a  law  without 
such  approval  and  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect  until  June  1, 
1943  after  which  date  this  Act  shall  be  of  no  further  force  or  effect.

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GRAPEFRUIT  ADVERTISING  LAW 

CHAPTER  NO.  17780 
Laws  of  Florida,  Acts  of  1937 


AN  ACT  to  conserve  and  promote  the  prosperity  and  welfare  of  the 
Florida  citrus  industry  and  of  the  State  of  Florida  by  promoting 
the  sale  of  grapefruit  produced  in  Florida  through  the  conducting 
of  a  publicity,  advertising  and  sales  promotion  campaign  to  increase 
the  consumption  of  such  grapefruit;  to  levy  and  impose  an  excise 
tax  on  grapefruit  produced  in  Florida  and  to  provide  for  the  col- 
lection thereof;  to  create  a  grapefruit  advertising  fund;  to  vest  the 
administration  of  this  Act  in  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission  and 
to  provide  for  the  powers,  duties  and  authority  of  said  Commission 
hereunder;  to  create  an  advisory  committee  of  grapefruit  canners; 
to  provide  for  their  appointment,  qualifications  and  terms  of  office; 
and  to  provide  penalties  for  violation  of  this  Act. 

Be  It  Enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 

Section  1.  That  prior  to  June  8,  1935,  economic  waste  was  being 
fostered  in  the  citrus  industry  of  the  State  of  Florida  by  the  lack 
of  proper  advertising  and  dissemination  of  information  necessary 
for  the  development  and  promotion  of  the  sale  of  grapefruit  grown 
in  the  State  of  Florida;  that  such  unnecessary  and  unreasonable 
waste  created  chaotic  economic  conditions  in  the  citrus  industry  of 
the  State  of  Florida  of  such  severity  as  to  imperil  the  ability  of 
producers  of  grapefruit  to  contribute  in  appropriate  amounts  to  the 
support  of  the  ordinary  governmental  and  education  functions,  thus 
tending  to  increase  and  increasing  the  tax  burden  of  other  citizens 
for  the  same  purposes;  that  in  the  interest  of  public  welfare  and  gen- 
eral prosperity  of  the  State  of  Florida  said  avoidable  and  unneces- 
sary loss  has  been  largely  eliminated  by  the  passage  of  Chapter 
16857,  Laws  of  Florida,  Acts  of  1935,  which  became  a  law  on  June 
8,  1935,  and  that  in  the  interest  of  public  welfare  and  general  pros- 
perity of  the  State  of  Florida  this  avoidable  and  unnecessary  loss 
can  be  further  eliminated  by  continuing  the  policy  of  the  aforesaid 
law,  thereby  acquainting  the  general  public  with  the  health  giving 
qualities  and  the  food  and/or  dietetic  value  of  the  different  grades  of 
grapefruit  grown  in  the  State  of  Florida. 

Section  2.  That  because  the  citrus  fruit  grown  in  Florida  com- 
prises the  major  agricultural  crop  of  Florida  and  the  business  of 
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expanding  markets  and  increasing  consumption  of  grapefruit  is  of 
public  interest  and  because  this  Act  is  designed  to  promote  the  gen- 
eral welfare  of  the  Florida  citrus  industry,  which  in  turn  will  pro- 
mote the  general  welfare  of  the  State  of  Florida,  this  Act  is  passed. 

Section  3.    That  as  used  in  this  Act: 

1.  The  term  "Commission"  means  the  Florida  Citrus  Commis- 
sion. 

2.  The  term  "person"  means  individual,  partnership,  corpora- 
tion, association  and/or  any  other  business  unit. 

3.  The  term  "grapefruit"  means  and  includes  only  the  fruit 
Citrus  Grandis,  Osbeck,  commonly  called  grapefruit,  grown  in  the 
State  of  Florida. 

4.  "Shipment"  of  grapefruit  shall  be  deemed  to  take  place  when 
the  grapefruit  is  loaded,  within  the  State  of  Florida,  in  the  car, 
boat,  truck  or  other  conveyance  in  which  the  grapefruit  is  to  be 
transported  for  sale  or  otherwise. 

5.  The  term  "dealer"  means  and  includes  any  person  engaged 
in  the  business  of  buying,  receiving  or  selling  grapefruit  for  profit 
or  remuneration. 

6.  The  term  "handler"  means  and  includes  any  person  handling 
grapefruit  in  the  primary  channel  of  trade. 

7.  Grapefruit  shall  be  deemed  to  be  delivered  into  the  primary 
channel  of  trade  when  any  such  grapefruit  is  sold,  or  delivered  for 
shipment,  or  delivered  for  canning  and/or  processing  into  by-products. 

8.  The  term  "standard  packed  box"  means  1-3/5  bushels  of 
grapefruit  whether  in  bulk  or  in  containers. 

Section  4.  That  the  administration  of  this  Act  shall  be  vested 
in  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission  which  shall  prescribe  suitable  and 
reasonable  rules  and  regulations  for  the  enforcement  of  the  pro- 
visions thereof,  and  shall  administer  the  taxes  levied  and  imposed  by 
this  Act.  Said  Commission  shall  have  power  to  cause  its  duly 
authorized  agent  or  representative  to  enter  upon  the  premises  of  any 
handler  of  citrus  fruits  and  to  examine  or  cause  to  be  examined  by 
any  such  agent  or  representative  any  books,  papers,  records  or 
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memoranda  bearing  on  the  amount  of  taxes  payable  and  to  secure 
other  information  directly  or  indirectly  concerned  in  the  enforcement 
of  this  Act.  Any  person  required  to  pay  the  taxes  levied  and  im- 
posed by  this  Act  who  shall  by  any  practcie  or  evasion  make  it 
difficult  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  Act  by  inspection,  or  any 
person  who  shall  after  demand  by  the  Commission,  or  any  agent  or 
representative  designated  by  it  for  that  purpose,  refuse  to  allow 
full  inspection  of  the  premises  or  any  part  thereof  or  any  books, 
records,  documents  or  other  instruments  in  any  way  relating  to  the 
liability  of  the  taxpayer  for  the  tax  herein  imposed  or  shall  hinder 
or  in  any  wise  delay  or  prevent  such  inspection,  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  shall  be  punished  accordingly. 

Section  5.  That  the  Commission  shall  plan  and  conduct  a  cam- 
paign for  commodity  advertising,  publicity  and  sales  promotion  to 
increase  the  consumption  of  grapefruit  and  may  contract  for  any 
advertising,  publicity  and  sales  promotion  service.  To  accomplish 
such  purpose  -the  Commission  shall  have  power  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Commission  to  disseminate  information: 

(a)  Relating  to  grapefruit  and  the  importance  thereof  in  pre- 
serving the  public  health,  the  economy  thereof  in  the  diet  of  the 
people  and  the  importance  thereof  in  the  nutrition  of  children; 

(b)  Relating  to  the  manner,  method  and  means  used  and  em- 
ployed in  the  production  and  marketing  of  grapefruit  and  to  laws 
of  the  State  regulating  and  safe-guarding  such  promotion  and 
marketing; 

(c)  Relating  to  the  added  cost  to  the  producer  and  dealer  in 
producing  and  handling  grapefruit  to  meet  the  high  standards  im- 
posed by  the  State  that  insure  a  pure  and  wholesome  product; 

(d)  Relating  to  the  effect  upon  the  public  health  which  would 
result  from  a  break-down  of  the  Florida  citrus  industry  and/or  the 
Florida  grapefruit  industry; 

(e)  Relating  to  the  reasons  why  producers  and  dealers  should 
receive  a  reasonable  return  on  their  labor  and  investment; 

(f)  Relating  to  the  problem  of  furnishing  the  consumer  at  all 
times  with  an  abundant  supply  of  fine  quality  grapefruit  at  reason- 
able prices; 
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(g)  Relating  to  factors  of  instability  peculiar  to  the  citrus  fruit 
industry  in  general  and  the  grapefruit  industry  in  particular,  such 
as  unbalanced  production,  effect  of  the  weather,  influence  of  con- 
sumer purchasing  power  and  price  relative  to  the  cost  of  other  items 
of  food  in  the  normal  diet  of  people,  all  to  the  end  that  an  intelli- 
gent and  increasing  consumer  demand  may  be  created. 

(h)  Relating  to  the  possibilities  with  particular  reference  to 
increased  consumption  of  grapefruit; 

(i)  Relating  to  such  other,  further  and  additional  information 
as  shall  tend  to  promote  increased  consumption  of  grapefruit  and  as 
may  foster  a  better  understanding  and  more  efficient  co-operation 
between  producers,  dealers  and  the  consuming  public; 

(j)  To  decide  upon  some  distinctive  and  suggestive  trade  name 
and  to  promote  its  use  in  all  ways  to  advertise  Florida  citrus  fruit. 

Section  6.  That  there  is  hereby  levied  and  imposed  an  excise 
tax  of  three  cents  on  each  standard  packed  box  of  grapefruit  grown 
in  the  State  of  Florida. 

Section  7.  That,  in  the  event  any  handler  or  handlers  shall 
purchase,  acquire  or  handle  grapefruit  on  a  tonnage  or  weight  basis 
rather  than  under  the  standard  packed  box  basis,  one  ton  shall  be 
considered  equal  to  or  the  equivalent  of  twenty-five  standard  packed 
boxes  for  tax  purposes. 

Section  8.  That  every  handler  shall  keep  a  complete  and  ac- 
curate record  of  all  grapefruit  handled  by  him.  Such  record  shall  be 
in  such  form  and  contain  such  other  information  as  the  Commission 
shall  by  rule  or  regulation  prescribe.  Such  records  shall  be  pre- 
served by  such  handlers  for  a  period  of  one  year  and  shall  be  offered 
for  inspection  at  any  time  upon  oral  or  written  demand  by  the  Com- 
mission or  its  duly  authorized  agents  or  representatives. 

Section  9.  That  every  handler  shall  at  such  times  as  the  Com- 
mission may  by  rule  or  regulation  require  file  with  the  Commissioner 
a  return  under  oath  on  forms  to  be  prescribed  and  furnished  by  the 
Commission,  stating  the  number  of  standard  packed  boxes  of  grape- 
fruit handled  by  such  handler  in  the  primary  channel  of  trade  during 
the  period  or  periods  of  time  prescribed  by  the  Commission.  Such 
returns  shall  contain  such  further  information  as  the  Commission 
may  require. 
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Section  10.  That  all  taxes  levied  and  imposed  under  and  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  due  and  payable  and  shall 
be  paid  when  the  grapefruit  covered  by  this  Act'  is  first  handled  in 
the  primary  channel  of  trade.  All  such  taxes  shall  be  paid  to  the 
Commission  by  the  person  first  handling  the  grapefruit  covered  by 
this  Act  in  the  primary  channel  of  trade,  except  that  all  taxes  on 
grapefruit  delivered  or  sold  for  canning  or  processing  in  the  State 
of  Florida  shall  be  paid  to  the  Commission  by  the  person  so  canning 
or  processing  such  grapefruit.  The  payment  of  such  taxes  shall  be 
evidenced  by  stamps  to  be  known  and  designated  as  "Grapefruit 
Advertising  Stamps,"  with  the  amount  paid  for  such  stamps  in- 
dicated thereon,  which  stamps  shall  in  every  instance  be  affixed  to 
the  grade  certificate  or  certificates  showing  the  grade  of  the  grape- 
fruit covered  thereby,  when  such  grapefruit  is  required  by  law  to 
be  inspected  for  grade  and  certification  thereof,  and  in  all  other 
cases  such  stamps  shall  be  affixed  to  the  returns  provided  for  in 
Section  9  hereof.  The  Comptroller  of  the  State  of  Florida  shall 
cause  to  be  prepared  and  delivered  to  the  Commission  suitable  stamps 
denoting  the  taxes  hereunder  levied.  The  Commission  shall  cause 
such  stamps  to  be  distributed  for  payment  of  the  taxes  prescribed  in 
this  Act  and  shall  prescribe  such  method  for  the  affixing  and  can- 
cellation of  said  stamps  as  shall  be  necessary  to  carry  out  and  comply 
with  the  intent  and  purpose  of  this  Act. 

Section  11.  That  all  taxes  levied  and  collected  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act  shall  be  paid  into  the  State  Treasury  on  or  before 
the  15th  day  of  each  month.  Such  moneys  shall  be  kept  in  a  special 
fund  to  be  known  as  the  "Grapefruit  Advertising  Fund"  which  is 
hereby  created,  and  all  moneys  coming  into  said  special  fund  are 
hereby  appropriated  and  made  available  for  defraying  the  expenses 
of  the  administration  and  enforcement  of  this  Act.  All  money  levied 
and  collected  under  this  Act  over  and  above  the  necessary  administra- 
tive expense  as  provided  for  in  this  Act  shall  be  spent  exclusively 
for  the  advertising  of  grapefruit  as  herein  provided.  Provided  fur- 
ther that  all  money  collected  under  this  Act  on  taxes  levied  against 
grapefruit  that  is  canned  or  processed,  over  and  above  a  fair  pro  rata 
proportion  of  the  necessary  administrative  expenses  as  provided  for 
in  this  Act,  shall  be  spent  exclusively  for  the  advertising  of  grape- 
fruit so  canned  or  processed.  Provided  further  that  in  cases  where 
grapefruit  is  advertised  jointly  with  tangerines,  oranges,  or  both 
such  tangerines  and  oranges,  the  Grapefruit  Advertising  Fund  shall 
only  bear  its  pro  rata  share  of  such  joint  advertising.  All  taxes  levied 
hereunder  and  collected  through  sale  of  said  stamps  by  the  Com- 
mission shall  be  paid  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  State  of  Florida  for 
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payment  into  said  Grapefruit  Advertising-  Fund.  Funds  expended 
under  this  Act  for  advertising  shall  be  expended  through  an  estab- 
lished advertising  agency  within  the  State  of  Florida. 

Section  12.  That  in  expending  all  money  collected  under  this 
Act  for  the '  advertising  of  grapefruit  that  is  canned  or  processed 
the  Commission  shall  advise  and  consult  with  the  Advisory  Com- 
mittee of  Grapefruit  Canners,  which  is  hereby  created,  the  same  to 
consist  of  five  members,  all  of  whom  must  be  canners  of  grapefruit 
of  at  least  five  years  experience  and  who  devote  the  major  portion  of 
their  time  to  the  grapefruit  canning  industry.  The  members  of  said 
Advisory  Committee  of  Grapefruit  Canners  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Governor  and  their  respective  terms  of  office  shall  be  for  two 
years  each,  provided,  however,  that  the  terms  of  two  of  the  first  five 
members  appointed  shall  be  for  one  year  only.  The  Commission  shall 
monthly,  not  later  than  the  tenth  day  of  each  calendar  month,  furnish 
to  the  members  of  the  Advisory  Committee  of  Grapefruit  Canners 
a  statement  of  receipts  and  disbursements  on  account  of  taxes  col- 
lected under  this  Act. 

Section  13.  That  all  costs,  expenses  and  obligations  incurred 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Grapefruit 
Advertising  Fund  upon  warrant  of  the  Comptroller  when  vouchers 
therefor  are  exhibited,  approved  by  the  Commission. 

Section  14.  That  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  not  apply  to 
grapefruit  consumed  for  domestic  purposes  on  the  premises  where 
produced. 

Section  15.  That  any  handler  who  fails  to  file  a  return  or  to 
pay  any  tax  within  the  time  required  by  or  pursuant  to  this  Act  shall 
thereby  forfeit  to  the  State  a  penalty  of  five  per  centum  of  the 
amount  of  tax  determined  to  be  due,  as  provided  in  this  Act,  plus 
one  per  centum  of  such  amount  for  each  month  of  delay  or  fraction 
thereof  after  the  expiration  of  the  first  month  after  such  return  was 
required  to  be  filed  or  such  tax  became  due;  but  the  Commission,  if 
satisfied  that  the  delay  was  excusable,  may  remit  all  or  any  part  of 
such  penalty.  Such  penalty  shall  be  paid  to  the  Comptroller  and  dis- 
posed of  as  provided  with  respect  to  moneys  derived  from  the  taxes 
levied  and  imposed  by  this  Act. 

Section  16.  That  no  common  carrier,  or  other  carrier,  or  per- 
son, shall  accept  for  shipment  or  ship  or  transport  any  grapefruit 
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where  stamps  evidencing  the  payment  of  the  taxes  levied  and  im- 
pose thereunder  are  not  affixed  to  the  grade  certificate  mentioned 
and  referred  to  in  Section  10  hereof. 

Section  17.    That  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Commission  shall 
include  the  following: 

1.  To  adopt  and  from  time  to  time  alter,  rescind,  modify  and/or 
amend  all  proper  and  necessary  rules,  regulations  and  orders  for 
the  exercise  of  its  powers  and  the  performance  of  its  duties  under 
this  Act. 

2.  To  employ  and  at  its  pleasure  discharge  any  advertising  man-  ' 
ager,  agents,  advertising  agencies  and  such  clerical  and  other  help 
as  it  deems  necessary  and  to  outline  their  powers  and  duties  and  fix 
their  compensation. 

3.  To  make  in  the  name  of  the  Commission  such  advertising 
contracts  and  other  agreements  as  may  be  necessary. 

4.  To  keep  books,  records  and  accounts  of  all  its  doings,  which 
books,  records  and  accounts  shall  be  open  to  inspection  and  audit  by 
the  State  Auditor  at  all  times. 

5.  To  purchase  or  authorize  the  purchase  of  all  office  equipment 
and  supplies  and  to  incur  all  other  reasonable  and  necessary  expenses 
and  obligations  in  connection  with  and  required  for  the  proper 
carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

6.  To  investigate  and  cause  prosecution  to  be  instituted  for 
violations  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

Section  18.  That  any  person  who  shall  violate  or  aid  in  the 
violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  upon  conviction  thereof 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  Five  Hundred  Dollars  or 
imprisonment  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  ninety  days  or  by  both  such 
fine  and  imprisonment  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court,  and  all  fines 
collected  for  violation  of  this  Act  shall  be  paid  into  the  Grapefruit 
Advertising  Fund. 

Section  19.  That  this  Act  shall  be  liberally  construed,  and  if  any 
part  of  portion  thereof  be  declared  invalid,  or  the  application  thereof 
to  any  person,  circumstance  or  thing  is  declared  invalid,  the  validity 
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of  the  remainder  of  this  Act  and/or  the  applicability  thereof  to  any 
other  person,  circumstance  or  thing  shall  not  be  affected  thereby,  and 
it  is  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  to  preserve  any  and  all  parts  of 
said  Act  if  possible. 

Section  20.  That  all  laws  or  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  herewith 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  21.  That  this  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  its 
passage  and  approval  by  the  Governor  or  upon  its  becoming  a  law 
without  such  approval.

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ORANGE  ADVERTISING  LAW

AN  ACT  to  amend  Sections  6,  9  and  17  of  Chapter  16856,  Laws  of 
Florida,  Acts  of  1935,  entitled  "An  Act  to  conserve  and  promote 
the  prosperity  and  welfare  of  the  Florida  Citrus  Industry  and  of 
the  State  of  Florida  by  promoting  the  sale  of  oranges  produced  in 
Florida  through  the  conducting  of  a  publicity  advertising  and  sales 
promotion  campaign  to  increase  the  consumption  of  such  oranges; 
to  levy  and  impose  an  excise  tax  on  oranges  produce  in  Florida 
and  to  provide  for  the  collection  thereof;  to  create  an  Orange  Ad- 
vertising Fund;  to  vest  the  administration  of  this  Act  in  the  Flor- 
ida Citrus  Commission  and  to  provide  for  the  powers,  duties  and 
authority  of  said  Commission  hereunder;  and  to  provide  penalties 
for  violations  of  this  Act. 

Be  It  Enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 

Section  1.  That  economic  waste  is  being  fostered  in  the  citrus 
industry  of  the  State  of  Florida  by  the  lack  of  proper  advertising 
and  dissemination  of  information  necessary  for  the  development  and 
promotion  of  the  sale  of  oranges,  grown  in  the  State  of  Florida; 
that  such  unnecessary  and  unreasonable  waste  is  creating  chaotic 
economic  conditions  in  the  citrus  industry  of  the  State  of  Florida 
of  such  severity  as  to  imperil  the  ability  of  producers  of  oranges  to 
contribute  in  appropriate  amounts  to  the  support  of  the  ordinary 
governmental  and  educational  functions,  thus  tending  to  increase  and 
increasing  the  tax  burdens  of  other  citizens  for  the  same  purposes; 
that  in  the  interest  of  public  welfare  and  general  prosperity  of  the 
State  of  Florida  this  avoidable  and  unnecessary  loss  can  and  should 
be  eliminated  by  acquainting  the  general  public  with  the  health- 
giving  qualities  and  the  food  and/ or  dietetic  value  of  the  different 
grades  of  oranges  grown  in  the  State  of  Florida. 

Section  2.  That  because  the  citrus  fruit  grown  in  Florida  com- 
prises the  major  agriculture  crop  of  Florida  and  the  business  of 
expanding  markets  and  increasing  consumption  of  oranges  is  of 
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public  interest  and  because  this  Act  is  designed  to  promote  the 
general  welfare  of  the  Florida  citrus  industry,  which  in  turn  will 
promote  the  general  welfare  of  the  State  of  Florida,  this  Act  is 
passed. 

Section  3/   That  as  used  in  this  Act: 

1.  The  term  "Commission"  means  the  Florida  Citrus  Commis- 
sion. 

2.  The  term  "person"  means  individual,  partnership,  corporation, 

association  and/ or  any  other  business  unit. 

3.  The  term  "oranges"  means  and  includes  only  the  fruit  Citrus 
Sinensis,  Osbeck,  commonly  called  oranges,  grown  in  the  State  of 
Florida. 

4.  "Shipment"  of  oranges  shall  be  deemed  to  take  place  when 
the  oranges  are  loaded  within  the  State  of  Florida,  in  the  car,  boat, 
truck  or  other  conveyance  in  which  the  oranges  are  to  be  trans- 
ported for  sale  or  otherwise. 

5.  The  term  "dealer"  means  and  includes  any  person  engaged 
in  the  business  of  buying,  receiving  or  selling  oranges  for  profit  or 
remuneration. 

6.  The  term  "handler"  means  and  includes  any  person  handling 
oranges  in  the  primary  channel  of  trade. 

7.  Oranges  shall  be  deemed  to  be  delivered  into  the  primary 
channel  of  trade  when  any  such  oranges  are  sold,  or  delivered  for 
shipment,  or  delivered  for  canning  and/or  processing  into  by-products. 

8.  The  term  "standard  packed  box"  means  1-3/5  bushels  of 
oranges  whether  in  bulk  or  in  containers. 

Section  4.  That  the  administration  of  this  Act  shall  be  vested 
in  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission  which  shall  prescribe  suitable  and 
reasonable  rules  and  regulations  for  the  enforcement  of  the  pro- 
visions thereof  and  shall  administer  the  taxes  levied  and  imposed 
by  this  Act.  Said  Commission  shall  have  power  to  cause  its  duly 
authorized  agent  or  representative  to  enter  upon  the  premises  of 
any  handler  of  citrus  fruits  and  to  examine  or  cause  to  be  examined 
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by  any  such  agent  or  representative  any  books,  papers,  records  or 
memoranda  bearing  on  the  amount  of  taxes  payable  and  to  secure 
other  information  directly  or  indirectly  concerned  in  the  enforcement 
of  this  Act.  Any  person  required  to  pay  the  taxes  levied  and  im- 
posed by  this  Act  who  shall  by  any  practice  or  evasion  make  it  diffi- 
cult to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  Act  by  inspection,  or  any  person

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(g)  Relating  to  factors  of  instability  peculiar  to  the  citrus  fruit 
industry  in  general  and  the  orange  industry  in  particular,  such  as 
unbalanced  production,  effect  of  the  weather,  influence  of  consumer 
purchasing  power  and  price  relative  to  the  cost  of  other  items 
of  food  in  the  normal  diet  of  people,  all  to  the  end  that  an  intelli- 
gent and  increasing  consumer  demand  may  be  created; 

(h)  Relating  to  the  possibilities  with  particular  reference  to 

increased  consumption  of  oranges. 

(i)  Relating  to  such  other,  further  and  additional  information 
as  shall  tend  to  promote  increased  consumption  of  oranges  and  as 
may  foster  a  better  understanding  and  more  efficient  co-operation 
between  producers,  dealers  and  the  consuming  public. 

Section  6.  That  there  is  hereby  levied  and  imposed  an  excise 
tax  of  one  cent  on  each  standard  packed  box  of  oranges  grown  in 
the  State  of  Florida. 

Section  7.  That  every  handler  shall  keep  a  complete  and  ac- 
curate record  of  all  oranges  handled  by  him.  Such  records  shall 
be  in  such  form  and  contain  such  other  information  as  the  Com- 
mission shall  by  rule  or  regulation  prescribe.  Such  records  shall 
be  preserved  by  such  handlers  for  a  period  of  one  year  and  shall 
be  offered  for  inspection  at  any  time  upon  oral  or  written  demand 
by  the  Commission  or  its  duly  authorized  agents  or  representatives. 

Section  8.  That  every  handler  shall  at  such  times  as  the  Com- 
mission may  by  rule  or  regulation  require,  file  with  the  Commission 
a  return  under  oath  on  forms  to  be  prescribed  and  furnished  by 
the  Commission,  stating  the  number  of  standard  packed  boxes  of 
oranges  handled  by  such  handler  in  the  primary  channel  of  trade 
during  the  period  or  periods  of  time  prescribed  by  the  Commission. 
Such  returns  shall  contain  such  further  information  as  the  Com- 
mission may  require. 

Section  9.  That  all  taxes  levied  and  imposed  under  and  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  due  and  payable  and  shall 
be  paid  when  the  oranges  covered  by  this  Act  are  first  handled  in 
the  primary  channel  of  trade.  All  such  taxes  shall  be  paid  to  the 
Commission  by  the  person  first  handling  the  oranges  covered  by  this 
Act  in  the  primary  channel  of  trade,  except  that  all  taxes  on  oranges 
delivered  or  sold  for  canning  or  processing  in  the  State  of  Florida 
shall  be  paid  to  the  Commission  by  the  person  so  canning  or  process- 
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ing  such  oranges.  The  payment  of  such  taxes  shall  be  evidenced  by 
stamps  to  be  known  and  designated  as  "Orange  Advertising  Stamps," 
with  the  amount  paid  for  such  stamps  indicated  thereon,  which 
stamps  shall  in  every  instance  be  affixed  to  the  grade  certificate  or 
certificates  showing  the  grade  of  the  oranges  covered  thereby,  when 
such  oranges  are  required  by  law  to  be  inspected  for  grade  and 
certification  thereof,  and  in  all  other  cases  such  stamps  shall  be 
affixed  to  the  returns  provided  for  in  Section  8  hereof.  The  Comp- 
troller of  the  State  of  Florida  shall  cause  to  be  prepared  and  de- 
livered to  the  Commission  suitable  stamps  denoting  the  taxes  here- 
under levied.  The  Commission  shall  cause  such  stamps  to  be  dis- 
tributed for  payment  of  the  taxes  prescribed  in  this  Act  and  shall 
prescribe  such  method  for  the  affixing  and  cancellation  of  said  stamps 
as  shall  be  necesary  to  carry  out  and  comply  with  the  intent  and 
purpose  of  this  Act. 

Section  10.  That  all  taxes  levied  and  collected  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act  shall  be  paid  into  the  State  Treasury  on  or  be- 
fore the  15th  day  of  each  month.

Provided  fur- 
ther, that  in  cases  where  oranges  are  advertised  jointly  with  grape- 
fruit and  tangerines,  or  both,  the  Orange  Advertising  Fund  shall  only 
bear  it  pro  rata  share  of  such  advertising.  All  taxes  levied  here- 
under and  collected  through  sale  of  said  stamps  by  the  Commission 
shall  be  paid  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  State  of  Florida  for  payment 
into  said  Orange  Advertising  Fund.  Funds  expended  under  this  Act 
for  advertising  shall  be  expended  through  an  established  advertising 
agency  within  the  State  of  Florida. 

Section  11.  That  all  costs,  expenses  and  obligations  incurred 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Orange 
Advertising  Fund  upon  warrant  of  the  Comptroller  when  vouchers 
therefor  are  exhibited,  approved  by  the  Commission. 

Section  12.  That  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  not  apply  to 
oranges  consumed  for  domestic  purposes  on  the  premises  where 
produced.

Section  13.  That  any  handler  who  fails  to  file  a  return  or  to 
pay  any  tax  within  the  time  required  by  or  pursuant  to  this  Act 
shall  thereby  forefit  to  the  State  a  penalty  of  five  per  centum  of 
the  amount  of  tax  determined  to  be  due,  as  provided  m  this  Act,

That  no  common  carrier,  or  other  carrier  or  person, 
shall  accept  for  shipment  or  ship  or  transport  any  oranges  where 
stamps  evidencing  the  payment  of  the  taxes  levied  and  imposed 
hereunder  are  not  affixed  to  the  grade  certificate  mentioned  and 
referred  to  in  Section  9  hereof. 

Section  15.  That  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Commissoin  shall 
include  the  following: 

1.  To  adopt  and  from  time  to  time  alter,  rescind,  modify  and/or 
amend  all  proper  and  necessary  rules,  regulations  and  orders  for 
the  exercise  of  its  powers  and  the  performance  of  its  duties  under 
this  Act. 

2.  To  employ  and  at  its  pleasure  discharge  an  advertising  man- 
ager, agents,  advertising  agencies  and  such  clerical  and  other  help 
as  it  deems  necessary  and  to  outline  their  powers  and  duties  and 
fix  their  compensation. 

3.  To  make  in  the  name  of  the  Commission  such  advertising 
contracts  and  other  agreements  as  may  be  necessary. 

4.  To  keep  books,  records  and  accounts  of  all  its  doings  which 
hooks,  records  and  accounts  shall  be  open  to  inspection  and  audit  by 
the  State  Auditor  at  all  times. 

5.  To  purchase  or  authorize  the  purchase  of  all  office  equip- 
ment and  supplies  and  to  incur  all  other  reasonable  and  necessary 
expenses  and  obligations  in  connection  with  and  required  for  the 
proper  carrying  out  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 
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6.  To  investigate  and  cause  prosecution  to  be  instituted  for 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

Section  16.  That  any  person  who  shall  violate  or  aid  in  the 
violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  upon  conviction  there- 
of shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  Five  Hundred 
Dollars  or  imprisonment  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  ninety  days, 
or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court, 
and  all  fines  collected  for  violation  of  this  Act  shall  be  paid  into  the 
Orange  Advertising  Fund. 

Section  17.  That  this  Act  shall  be  be  liberally  construed,  and  if 
any  part  or  portion  thereof  be  declared  invalid,  or  the  application 
thereof  to  any  person,  circumstance  or  thing  is  declared  invalid,  the 
validity  of  the  remainder  of  this  Act  and/or  the  applicability  thereof 
to  any  other  person,  circumstance  or  thing  shall  not  be  affected 
thereby,  and  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  to  preserve  any 
and  all  parts,  of  said  Act  if  possible. 

Section  18.  That  all  laws  or  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  herewith 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  19.  That  this  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon 
its  passage  and  approval  by  the  Governor  or  upon  its  becoming  a 
law  without  such  approval.

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TANGERINE  ADVERTISING  LAW

AN  ACT  to  amend  Sections  6,  9  and  17  of  Chapter  16858,  Laws  of 
Florida,  Acts  of  1935,  entitled  "An  Act  to  conserve  and  promote 
the  prosperity  and  welfare  of  the  Florida  Citrus  Industry  and  of 
the  State  of  Florida  by  promoting  the  sale  of  Tangerines  pro- 
duced in  Florida  through  the  conducting  of  a  publicity,  advertising 
and  sales  promotion  campaign  to  increase  the  consumption  of 
such  tangerines;  to  levy  and  impose  an  excise  tax  on  tangerines 
produced  in  Florida  and  to  provide  for  the  collection  thereof;  to 
create  a  Tangerine  Advertising  Fund;  to  vest  the  administration 
of  this  Act  in  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission  and  to  provide  for 
the  powers,  duties  and  authority  of  said  Commission  hereunder; 
and  to  provide  penalties  for  violations  of  this  Act." 


Be  It  Enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 


Section  1.  That  economic  waste  is  being  fostered  in  the  citrus 
industry  of  the  State  of  Florida  by  the  lack  of  proper  advertising 
and  dissemination  of  information  necessary  for  the  development  and 
promotion  of  the  sale  of  tangerines,  grown  in  the  State  of  Florida; 
that  such  unnecessary  and  unreasonable  waste  is  creating  chaotic 
economic  conditions  in  the  citrus  industry  of  the  State  of  Florida  of 
such  severity  as  to  imperil  the  ability  of  producers  of  tangerines 
to  contribute  in  apporpriate  amounts  to  the  support  of  the  ordinary 
governmental  and  educational  functions,  thus  tending  to  increase  and 
increasing  the  tax  burdens  of  other  citizens  for  the  same  purposes 
that  in  the  interest  of  public  welfare  and  general  prosperity  of  the 
State  of  Florida  this  avoidable  and  unnecessary  loss  can  and  should 
be  eliminated  by  acquainting  the  general  public  with  the  health- 
giving  qualities  and  the  food  and/or  dietetic  value  of  the  different 
grades  of  tangerines  grown  in  the  State  of  Florida. 


Section  2.  That  because  the  citrus  fruit  grown  in  Florida  com- 
prises the  major  agricultural  crop  of  Florida  and  the  business  of 
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expanding  markets  and  increasing  consumption  of  tangerines  is  of 
public  interest  and  because  this  Act  is  designed  to  promote  the  gen- 
eral welfare  of  the  Florida  citrus  industry,  which  in  turn  will  promote 
the  general  welfare  of  the  State  of  Florida,  this  Act  is  passed. 

Section  3.    That  as  used  in  this  Act: 

1.  The  term  "Commission"  means  the  Florida  Citrus  Commis- 
sion. 

2.  The  term  "person"  means  individual,  partnership,  corpora- 
tion, association  and/or  any  other  business  unit. 

3.  The  term  "tangerines"  means  and  includes  only  the  fruit 
Citrus  Nobilis  Deliciosa,  commonly  called  tangerines,  grown  in  the 
State  of  Florida. 

4.  "Shipment"  of  tangerines  shall  be  deemed  to  take  place  when 
the  tangerines  are  loaded,  within  the  State  of  Florida,  in  the  car, 
boat,  truck  or  other  conveyance  in  which  the  tangerines  are  to  be 
transported  for  sale  or  otherwise. 

5.  The  term  "dealer"  means  and  includes  any  person  engaged 
in  the  business  of  buying,  receiving  or  selling  tangerines  for  profit 
or  remuneration. 

6.  The  term  "handler"  means  and  includes  any  person  handling 
tangerines  in  the  primary  channel  of  trade. 

7.  Tangerines  shall  be  deemed  to  be  delivered  into  the  primary 
channel  of  trade  when  any  such  tangerines  are  sold,  or  delivered  for 
shipment,  or  delivered  for  canning  and/or  processing  into  by-produtcs. 

8.  The  term  "standard  packed  box"  means  1-3/5  bushels  of 
tangerines  whether  in  bulk  or  in  containers. 

Section  4.  That  the  administration  of  this  Act  shall  be  vested  in 
the  Florida  Citrus  Commission,  which  shall  prescribe  suitable  and 
reasonable  rules  and  regulations  for  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions 
thereof  and  shall  administer  the  taxes  levied  and  imposed  by  this 
Act.  Said  Commission  shall  have  power  to  cause  its  duly  author- 
ized agent  or  representative  to  enter  upon  the  premises  of  any 
handler  of  citrus  fruits  and  to  examine  or  cause  to  be  examined  by 
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any  such  agent  or  representative  any  books,  papers  .records  or  mem 
cranda  bearing  on  the  amount  of  taxes  payable  and  to  secure  other 
information  directly  or  indirectly  concerned  in  the  enforcement  of 
this  Act.  Any  person  required  to  pay  the  taxes  levied  and  imposed  by 
this  Act  who  shall  by  any  practice  or  evasion  make  it  difficult  to 
enforce  the,  provisions  of  this  Act  by  inspection,  or  any  person  who 
shall  after  demand  by  the  Commission,  or  any  agent  or  representa- 
tive designated  by  it  for  that,  refuse  to  allow  full  inspection  of 
the  premises  or  any  part  thereof  or  any  books,  records,  documents 
or  other  instruments  in  any  way  relating  to  the  liability  of  the  tax 
payer  for  the  tax  herein  imposed  or  shall  hinder  or  in  any  wise  delay 
or  prevent  such  inspection,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and 
upon  conviction  shall  be  punished  accordingly. 

Section  5.  That  the  Commission  shall  plan  and  conduct  a  cam- 
paign for  commodity  advertising,  publicity  and  sales  promotion  to 
increase  the  consumption  of  tangerines  and  may  contract  for  any 
advertising,  publicity  and  sales  promotion  service.  To  accomplish 
such  purpose  the  Commission  shall  have  power  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Commission  to  disseminate  information: 

(a)  Relating  to  tangerines  and  the  importance  thereof  in  pre- 
serving the  public  health,  the  economy  thereof  in  the  diet  of  the 
people  and  the  importance  thereof  in  the  nutrition  of  children; 

(b)  Relating  to  the  manner  method  and  means  used  and  em- 
ployed in  the  production  and  marketing  of  tangerines  and  to  laws  of 
the  State  regulating  and  safeguarding  such  production  and  marketing; 

(c)  Relating  to  the  added  cost  to  the  producer  and  dealer  in 
producing  and  handling  tangerines  to  meet  the  high  standards  im- 
posed by  the  State  that  insure  a  pure  and  wholesome  product; 

(d)  Relating  to  the  effect  upon  the  public  health  which  would 
result  from  a  break-down  of  the  Florida  citrus  industry  and/or  the 
Florida  tangerine  industry. 

(e)  Relating  to  the  reasons  why  producers  and  dealers  should 
receive  a  reasonable  return  on  their  labor  and  investment. 

(f)  Relating  to  the  problem  of  furnishing  the  consumer  at  all 
times  with  an  abundant  supply  of  fine  quality  tangerines  at  reason- 
able prices; 
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(g)  Relating  to  factors  of  instability  peculiar  to  the  citrus  fruit 
industry  in  general  and  the  tangerine  industry  in  particular,  such 
as  unbalanced  production,  effect  of  the  weather,  influence  of  con- 
sumer purchasing  power  and  price  relative  to  the  cost  of  other  items 
of  food  in  the  normal  diet  of  people,  all  to  the  end  that  an  intelligent 
and  increasing  consumer  demand  may  be  created;  . 

(h)  Relating  to  the  possibilities  with  particular  reference  to 
increased  consumption  of  tangerines. 

(i)  Relating  to  such  other,  further  and  additional  information 
as  shall  tend  to  promote  increased  consumption  of  tangerines  and  as 
may  foster  a  better  understanding  and  more  efficient  co-operation 
between  producers,  dealers  and  consuming  public. 

(j)  To  decide  upon  some  distinctive  and  suggestive  trade  name 
and  to  promote  its  use  in  all  ways  to  advertise  Florida  Citrus  Fruit. 

Section  6.  That  there  is  hereby  levied  and  imposed  an  excise 
tax  of  five  cents  on  each  standard  packed  box  of  tangerines  grown 
in  the  State  of  Florida. 

Section  7.  That  every  handler  shall  keep  a  complete  and  ac- 
curate record  of  all  tangerines  handled  by  him.  Such  records  shall 
be  in  such  form  and  contain  such  other  information  as  the  Commis- 
sion shall  by  rule  or  regulation  prescribe.  Such  records  shall  be 
preserved  by  such  handlers  for  a  period  of  one  year  and  shall  be 
offered  for  inspection  at  any  time  upon  oral  or  written  demand  by 
the  Commission  or  its  duly  authorized  agents  or  representatives. 

Section  8.  That  every  handler  shall  at  such  times  as  the  Com- 
mission may  by  rule  or  regulation  require,  file  with  the  Commission 
a  return  under  oath  on  forms  to  be  prescribed  and  furnished  by  the 
Commission,  stating  the  number  of  standard  packed  boxes  of  tan- 
gerines handled  by  such  handler  in  the  primary  channel  of  trade 
during  the  period  or  periods  of  time  precribed  by  the  Commission. 
Such  returns  shall  contain  such  further  information  as  the  Commis- 
sion may  require.

taxes  on  tangerines  delivered  or  sold  for  canning  or  processing  in 
the  State  of  Florida  shall  be  paid  to  the  Commission  by  the  person 
so  canning  or  processing  such  tangerines.  The  payment  of  such 
taxes  shall  be  evidenced  by  stamps  to  be  known  and  designated  as 
"Tangerine  Advertising  Stamps,"  with  the  amount  paid  for  such 
stamps  indicated  thereon,  which  stamps  shall  in  every  instance  be 
affixed  to  the  grade  certificate  or  certificate  showing  the  grade  of 
the  tangerines  covered  thereby,  when  such  tangerines  are  required  by 
law  to  be  inspected  for  grade  and  certification  thereof,  and  in  all 
other  cases  such  stamps  shall  be  affixed  to  the  returns  provided  for 
in  Section  8  hereof.  The  Comptroller  of  the  State  of  Florida  shall 
cause  to  be  prepared  and  delivered  to  the  Commission  suitable  stamps 
denoting  the  taxes  hereunder  levied.  The  Commission  shall  cause 
such  stamps  to  be  distributed  for  payment  of  the  taxes  prescribed  in 
this  Act  and  shall  prescribe  such  method  for  the  affixing  and  can- 
cellation of  said  stamps  as  shall  be  necessary  to  carry  out  and 
comply  with  the  intent  and  purpose  of  this  Act  . 

Section  10.  That  all  taxes  levied  and  collected  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act  shall  be  paid  into  the  State  Treasury  on  or  before 
the  15th  day  of  each  month.  Such  moneys  shall  be  kept  in  a  special 
fund  to  be  known  as  the  "Tangerine  Advertising  Fund"  which  is 
hereby  created,  and  all  moneys  coming  into  said  special  fund  are 
hereby  appropriated  and  made  available  for  defraying  the  expenses 
of  the  administration  and  enforcement  of  this  Act.

AN  ACT  to  Conserve  and  Promote  the  Prosperity  and  Welfare  of 
the  Florida  Citrus  Industry  and  of  the  State  of  Florida  by  Pro- 
moting- the  Sale  of  Limes  Produced  in  Florida  Through  the 
Conducting  of  a  Publicity,  Advertising  and  Sales  Promotion  Cam- 
paign to  Increase  the  Consumption  of  such  Limes;  to  Levy  and 
Impose  an  Excise  Tax  on  the  sale  and  Shipment  of  Limes  Pro- 
duced in  Florida  and  to  Provide  for  the  Collection  Thereof;  to 
Create  a  Lime  Advertising  Fund;  to  Vest  the  Administration  of 
This  Act  in  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission  and  to  Provide  for 
the  Powers,  Duties  and  Authority  of  Said  Commission  Hereunder ; 
and  to  Provide  Penalties  for  Violations  of  This  Act. 

Be  It  Enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 

Section  1.  That  economic  development  is  being  hindered,  de- 
layed and  retarded  in  the  citrus  industry  of  the  State  of  Florida 
by  the  lack  of  proper  advertising  and  dissemination  of  informa- 
tion necessary  for  the  development  and  promotion  of  the  sale 
of  limes,  grown  in  the  State  of  Florida;  that  the  planting,  growth 
and  production  of  limes  in  the  State  of  Florida  has  proven  suc- 
cessful and  if  properly  advertised  and  information  properly  dis- 
seminated necessary  for  the  development  and  promotion  of  the 
sale  of  limes,  grown  in  the  State  of  Florida,  the  lime  industry 
in  Florida  can  and  will  expand  and  increase,  enabling  the  pro- 
ducers of  limes  to  contribute  in  appropriate  amounts  to  the 
support  of  ordinary  governmental  and  educational  functions,  that 
unless  such  advertising  and  dissemniation  of  information  be  done 
the  future  of  the  lime  industry  in  the  State  of  Florida  is  imperiled, 
and  in  the  interest  of  public  welfare  and  general  prosperity  of  the 
State  of  Florida,  the  lime  industry  should  be  promoted,  aided, 
and  developed  by  acquainting  the  .general  public  with  the  health 
giving  qualities  and  the  food  and /or  dietetic  value  of  the  limes 
grown  in   the   State   of  Florida. 

Section  2.  That  because  the  limes  grown  in  Florida  are  and 
can  be  a  still  greater  part  of  the  general  citrus  industry  of 
Florida,  promoting   the   welfare  and  prosperity  of  the  people  in 
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the  State  of  Florida,  and  because  the  business  of  expanding  mar- 
kets and  increasing  consumption  of  limes  is  of  public  interest, 
and  because  this  Act  is  designed  to  promote  the  general  welfare 
of  the  Florida  citrus  industry  which  in  turn  will  promote  the  gen- 
eral welfare  of  the  State  of  Florida,  this  Act  is  passed. 

Section  3.    That  as  used  in  this  Act: 

1.  The  term  "Commission"  means  the  Florida  Citrus  Com- 
mission. 

2.  The  term  "person"  means  individual,  partnership,  corpora- 
tion, association  and/ or  any  other  business  unit. 

3.  The  term  "limes''  means  and  includes  only  the  fruit  Citrus 
Aurantifolia  variety  Persia,  Tahiti,  or  Bearss,  commonly  called  limes, 
grown  in  the  State  of  Florida. 

4.  "Shipment"  of  limes  shall  be  deemed  to  take  place  when 
the  limes  are  loaded  within  the  State  of  Florida,  in  the  car,  boat, 
truck,  or  other  conveyance  in  which  the  limes  are  to  be  trans- 
ported for  sale  or  otherwise. 

5.  The  term  "dealer"  means  and  includes  any  person  engaged 
in  the  business  of  buying,  receiving,  or  selling  limes  for  profit  or 
remuneration. 

6.  The  term  "handler"  means  and  includes  any  person  han- 
dling limes  in  the  primary  channel  of  trade. 

7.  Limes  shall  be  deemed  to  be  delivered  into  the  primary 
channel  of  trade,  when  any  such  limes  are  sold,  or  delivered  for 
shipment,  or  delivered  for  canning  and /or  processing  into  by- 
products. 

8.  The  term  "standard  packed  box"  means  1-3/5  bushels  of 
limes  whether  in  bulk  or  in  containers. 

Section  4.  That  the  administration  of  this  Act  shall  be  vested 
in  the  Florida  Citrus  Commission  which  shall  prescribe  suitable, 
and  reasonable  rules  and  regulations  for  the  enforcement  of  the 
provisions  thereof,  and  shall  administer  the  taxes  levied  and  im- 
posed by  this  Act.     Said  Commission  shall  have  power  to  cause 
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its  duly  authorized  agent  or  representative  to  enter  upon  the 
premises  of  any  handler  of  limes  and  to  examine  or  cause  to 
be  examined  by  any  such  agent  or  representative  any  books, 
papers,  records  or  memoranda  bearing  on  the  amount  of  taxes 
payable,  and  to  secure  other  information  directly,  or  indirectly 
concerned  in  the  enforcement  of  this  Act.  Any  person  required 
to  pay  the  taxes  levied  and  imposed  by  this  Act  who  shall  by  any 
practice  or  evasion  make  it  difficult  to  enforce  the  provisions  of 
this  Act  by  inspection,  or  any  person  who  shall  after  demand  by 
the  Commission,  or  any  agent  or  representative  designated  by  it 
for  that  purpose,  refuse  to  allow  full  inspection  of  the  premises, 
or  any  part  thereof,  or  any  books,  records,  documents,  or  other 
instruments  in  any  way  relating  to  the  liability  of  the  tax  payer 
for  the  tax  herein  imposed,  or  shall  hinder,  or  in  any  wise  delay, 
or  prevent  such  inspection,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and 
upon  conviction  shall  be  punished  accordingly. 

Section  5.  That  the  Commission  shall  plan  and  conduct  a 
campaign  for  commodity  advertising,  publicity  and  sales  promo- 
tion to  increase  the  consumption  of  limes  and  may  contract  for 
any  advertising,  publicity  and  sales  promotion  service.  To  ac- 
complish such  purpose  the  Commission  shall  have  power  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commission  to  disseminate  information: 

(a)  Relating  to  limes  and  the  importance  thereof  in  pre- 
serving the  public  health,  the  economy  thereof  in  the  diet  of  the 
people,  and  the  importance  therof  in  the  use  of  acid  fruit; 

(b)  Relating  to  the  manner,  method  and  means  used  and 
employed  in  the  production  and  marketing  of  limes,  and  to  laws 
of  the  State  regulating  and  safeguarding  such  production  and 
marketing; 

(c)  Relating  to  the  added  cost  to  the  producer  and  dealer 
in  producing  and  handling  limes  to  meet  the  high  standards  im- 
posed by  the  State  that  insure  a  pure,  juicy  and  wholesome  pro- 
duct; 

(d)  Relating  to  the  effect  upon  the  public  health  which  would 
result  from  a  break-down  of  the  Florida  citrus  idustry  and/or  the 
Florida  lime  industry. 

(e)  Relating  to  the  reasons  why  producers  and  dealers  should 
receive  a  reasonable  return  on  their  labor  and  investment. 
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(f)  Relating  to  the  problem  of  furnishing  the  consumer  at 
all  times  with  an  abundant  supply  of  fine  quality  limes  at  reason- 
able prices; 

(g)  Relating  to  factors  of  instability  peculiar  to  the  citrus 
fruit  industry  in  general,  and  the  lime  industry  in  particular 
such  as  unbalanced  production,  effect  of  the  weather,  influence 
of  consumer  purchasing  power,  and  price  relative  to  the  cost  of 
other  items  of  food  in  the  normal  diet  of  people,  all  to  the  end 
that  an  intelligent  and  increasing  consumer  demand  may  be  cre- 
ated; 

(h)  Relating  to  the  possibilities  with  particular  reference  to 
increased   consumption   of  limes. 

(i)  Relating  to  such  other,  further  and  additional  informa- 
tion as  shall  tend  to  promote  increased  consumption  of  limes  and 
as  may  foster  a  better  understanding  and  more  efficient  coopera- 
tion between  producers,  dealers  and  the  consuming  public. 

Section  6.  That  there  is  hereby  levied  and  imposed  an  excise 
tax  of  four  (4c)  cents  on  each  1-3/5  bushels  of  limes  grown,  sold, 
shipped  or  handled  in  the  State  of  Florida. 

Section  7.  That  every  handler  shall  keep  a  complete  and 
accurate  record  of  all  limes  handled  by  him.  Such  records  shall 
be  in  such  form  and  contain  such  other  information  as  the  Com- 
mission shall  by  rule  or  regulation  prescribe.  Such  records  shall 
be  preserved  by  such  handlers  for  a  period  of  one  year  and  shall 
be  offered  for  inspection  at  any  time  upon  oral  or  written  demand 
by  the  Commission,  or  its  duly  authorized  agents  or  representatives. 

Section  8.  That  every  handler  shall  at  such  times  as  the 
Commission  may  by  rule,  or  regulation  require,  file  with  the 
Commission  a  return  under  oath  on  forms  to  be  prescribed  and 
furnished  by  the  Commission,  stating  the  number  of  standard 
packed  boxes  of  limes  handled  by  such  handler  in  the  primary 
channel  of  trade  during  the  period,  or  periods  of  time  prescribed 
by  the  Commission.  Such  returns  shall  contain  such  further  in- 
formation as  the  Commission  may  require. 

Section  9.  That  all  taxes  levied  and  imposed  under  and  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  due  and  payable  and 
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shall  be  paid  when  the  limes  covered  by  this  Act  are  first  handed 
in  the  primary  channel  of  trade.  All  such  taxes  shall  be  paid 
to  the  Commission  by  the  person  first  handling  the  limes  covered 
by  this  Act  in  the  primary  channel  of  trade,  except  that  all  taxes 
on  limes  delivered  or  sold  for  canning  or  processing  in  the  State 
of  Florida  shall  be  paid  to  the  Commission  by  the  person  so  canning 
or  processing  such  limes.  The  payment  of  such  taxes  shall  be 
evidenced  by  stamps  to  be  known  and  designated  as  "FLORIDA 
CITRUS  ADVERTISING  STAMPS,"  with  the  amount  paid  for 
such  stamps  indicated  thereon,  which  stamps  shall  in  every  in- 
stance be  affixed  to  the  maturity  certificate,  or  certificates  show- 
ing the  maturity  of  the  limes  covered  thereby,  when  such  limes 
are  required  by  law  to  be  inspected  for  maturity  and  certification 
thereof,  and  in  all  other  cases  such  stamps  shall  be  affixed  to  the 
returns  provided  for  in  Section  8  hereof.  The  Comptroller  of 
the  State  of  Florida  shall  cause  to  be  prepared  and  delivered  to  the 
Commission  suitable  stamps  denoting  the  taxes  hereunder  levied. 
The  Commission  shall  cause  such  stamps  to  be  distributed  for 
payment  olv  the  taxs  'prescribed  in  this  Act,  and  shall  prescribe 
such  methods  for  the  affixing  and  cancellation  of  said  stamps  as 
shall  be  necessary  to  carry  out  and  comply  with  the  intent  and 
purpose  of  this  Act, 

Section  10.  That  all  taxes  levied  and  collected  under  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  paid  into  the  State  Treasury  on 
or  before  the  15th  day  of  each  month.  Such  moneys  shall  be  kept 
in  a  special  fund  to  be  known  as  the  "LIME  ADVERTISING 
FUND"  which  is  hereby  created,  and  all  moneys  coming  into  said 
special  fund  are  hereby  appropriated  and  made  available  for  de- 
fraying the  expenses  of  the  administration  and  enforcement  of  this 
Act.  All  money  levied  and  collected  under  this  Act  over  and 
above  the  necessary  administrative  expense  as  provided  for  in 
this  Act  shall  be  spent  exclusively  for  the  advertising  of  limes 
as  herein  provided.  Provided  further,  that  in  cases  where  limes 
are  advertised  jointly  with  oranges,  grapefruit,  and  tangerines, 
or  all,  the  Lime  Advertising  Fund  shall  only  bear  its  pro  rata 
share  of  such  advertising.  All  taxes  levied  hereunder  and  col- 
lected through  sale  of  said  stamps  by  the  Commission  shall  be 
paid  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  State  of  Florida  for  payment  into 
said  Lime  Advertising  Fund.  Funds  expended  under  this  Act  for 
advertising  shall  be  expended  through  an  established  advertising 
agency  within  the  State  of  Florida. 

Section  11.  That  all  costs,  expenses  and  obligations  incurred 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Lime 
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Advertising  Fund  upon  warrant  of  the  Comptroller  when  vouch- 
ers therefor  are  exhibited,  approved  by  the  Commission. 

Section  12.  That  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  not  apply 
to  limes  consumed  for  domestic  purposes  on  the  premises  where 
produced.  Nor  shall  this  Act  apply  to  the  limes  produced  by  any 
grower  who  produces  not  more  than  ten  boxes  of  limes  yearly 
and  who  himself  disposes  of  all  of  same  in  less  than  full  box 
lots  for  consumption  in  local  markets. 

Section  13.  That  any  handler  who  fails  to  file  a.  return  or 
to  pay  any  tax  within  the  time  required  by,  or  pursuant  to  this 
Act  shall  thereby  forfeit  to  the  State  a  penalty  of  five  per  centum 
of  the  amount  of  tax  determined  to  be  due,  as  provided  in  this 
Act,  plus  one  per  centum  of  such  amount  for  each  month  of  delay 
or  fraction  thereof  after  the  expiration  of  the  first  month  after 
such  return  was  required  to  be  filed,  or  such  tax  became  due;  but 
the  Commission,  if  satisfied  that  the  delay  was  excusable,  may 
remit  all,  or  any  part  of  such  penalty.  Such  pentlty  shall  be  paid 
to  the  Comptroller  and  disposed  of  as  provided  with  respect  to 
moneys  derived  from  the  taxes  levied,  and  imposed  by  this  Act. 

Section  14.  That  no  common  carrier,  or  other  carrier,  or  per- 
son, shall  accept  for  shipment,  or  ship,  or  transport  any  limes 
where  stamps  evidencing  the  payment  of  the  taxes  levied  and 
imposed  hereunder  are  not  affixed  to  the  maturity  certificate  men- 
tioned and  referred  to  in  Section  9  hereof. 

Section  15.  That  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Commission 
shall   include   the  following: 

1.  To  adopt  and  from  time  ot  time  alter,  rescind,  modify 
and/or  amend  all  proper  and  necessary  rules,  regulations  and  orders 
for  the  exercise  of  its  powers  and  the  performance  of  its  duties 
•under  this  Act. 

2.  To  employ  and  at  its  pleasure  discharge  an  advertising 
manager,  agents,  advertising  agencies,  and  such  clerical  and  other 
help  as  it  deems  necessary  and  to  outline  their  powers  and  duties 
and  fix  their  compensation. 

3.  To  make  in  the  name  of  the  Commission  such  advertising 
contracts  and  other  agreements  as  may  be  necessary. 
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4.  To  keep  books,  records  and  accounts  of  all  its  doings  which 
books,  records  and  accounts  shall  be  open  to  inspection  and  audit 
by  the  State  Auditor  at  all  times. 

5.  To  purchase  or  authorize  the  purchase  of  all  office  equip- 
ment and  supplies  and  to  incur  all  other  reasonable  and  necessary 
expenses  and  obligations  in  connection  with  and  required  for  the 
proper  carrying  out  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

6.  To  investigate  and  cause  prosecution  to  be  instituted  for 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

Section  16.  That  any  person  who  shall  violate,  or  aid  in  the 
violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  upon  conviction  there- 
of shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  Five  Hundred 
Dollars  or  imprisonment  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  ninety  days, 
or,  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Court,  and  all  fines  collected  for  violation  of  this  Act  shall  be 
paid  into  the  Lime  Advertising  Fund. 

Section  17.  That  this  Act  shall  be  liberally  construed  and 
if  any  part  or  portion  thereof  be  declared  invalid,  or  the  ap- 
plication thereof  to  any  person,  circumstance  or  thing  is  declared  in- 
valid, the  validity  of  the  remainder  of  this  Act  and /or  the 
applicability  thereof  to  any  other  person,  circumstance  or  thing 
shall  not  be  affected  thereby,  and  it  is  the  intention  of  the 
Legislature  to  preserve  any  and  all  parts  of  said  Act  if  possible. 

Section  18.  That  all  laws  or  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  herewith 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  19.  That  this  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon 
its  pasage  and  approval  by  the  Governor,  or  upon  its  becoming 
a  law  without  such  approval  and  shall  remain  in  full  force  and 
effect  until  June  1,  1943,  after  which  date  this  Act  shall  have 
no  further  force  or  effect

HOUSE  BILL  NO.  1625 


AN  ACT  to  Define  the  Boundaries  of  the  Indian  River  Citrus 
Area  of  the  State  of  Florida;  and  to  Prohibit  the  Importation 
Into  Brevard  County  of  Citrus  Fruits  or  Citrus  Juice  produced 
or  Canned  in  Other  States,  Counties  or  Parts  of  Counties  of 
the  State  of  Florida  Excepting  Those  Parts  of  Counties  Belong- 
ing to  the  Indian  River  Citrus  Area  Herein  Designated,  and 
Selling  Such  Citrus  Fruit  or  Juice  Within  or  Shipping  the  Same 
Out  of  Brevard  County,  as  Indian  River  Citrus  Fruit  or  Juice; 
and  Prescribing  Penalties  for  the  Violation  of  This  Act. 

Be  It  Enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Florida: 

Section  1.  That  the  Indian  River  Citrus  Area  is  hereby  de- 
fined and  designated  to  be  the  territory  lying  along  the  East 
Coast  of  the  State  of  Florida,  within  those  parts  of  the  counties 
of  Volusia,  Brevard,  Indian  River,  St.  Lucie,  Martin  and  Palm 
Beach  bordering  on  the  Indian  Rivers  and  their  natural  con- 
nections or  tributaries,  more  particularly  distinguished  and  De- 
scribed as  follows:  to-wit:  all  of  County  Commissioner's  Dis- 
tricts Four  (4)  and  Five  (5),  as  shown  by  the  Public  Records  of 
Volusia  County;  all  of  that  part  of  Brevard  County  lying  east  of 
the  St.  Johns  River  and  Range  35  East,  the  point  of  beginning 
of  said  range  line  being  and  extending  south  from  township  line 
27  South  to  the  south  line  of  said  county  of  Brevard;  all  of  that 
part  of  Indian  River  County  east  of  range  line  36  East;  and  all 
of  St.  Lucie  County;  and  all  of  that  part  of  Martin  County  east  of 
range  line  39  East;  and  all  of  that  part  of  Palm  Beach  County 
east  of  range  line  40  East  and  North  of  the  West  Palm  Beach  canal. 

Section  2.  (A)  To  invoke  the  police  power  of  the  State  of 
Florida  to  protect  the  Citrus  Industry  of  the  Indian  River  Citrus 
Area  of  the  State  of  Florida. 

(B)  That  because  of  the  recognized  distinctive  qualities  and 
the  acceptance  by  the  trade  as  such  of  the  citrus  fruit  produced 
within  the  area  herein  designated,  the  purpose  of  this  law  is 
to  protect  the  producers  of  citrus  fruit  in  the  area  so  designated 
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from  infringement  and  the  consumer  from  deception  and  fraud, 
by  the  selling  of.  citrus  fruit  under  the  name  or  brand  of  Indian 
River  Citrus  Fruit  when  said  fruit  was  actually  produced  in  an 
area  other  than  the  Indian  River  Citrus  Area  herein  designated. 

(C)  To  prohibit  persons,  firms,  or  corporations  from  im- 
porting into  Brevard  County  citrus  fruit  and  citrus  juice  produced 
or  processed  in  States  other  than  the  State  of  Florida  or  in 
Counties  or  parts  of  Counties  of  the  State  of  Florida  lying  and 
being  outside  of  the  territory  herein  designated  as  Indian  River 
Citrus  Area;  and  to  prohibit  the  selling  of  non-Indian  River  Citrus 
Fruit  and  Juice  within  or  from  any  part  of  Brevard  County  leading 
the  buyer  of  such  citrus  fruit,  whether  it  be  in  fresh  or  canned 
form,  to  believe  that  such  citrus  was  produced  in  the  Indian 
River  Citrus  Area  to  the  injury  and  detriment  of  the  citrus  in- 
dustry of  the  Indian  River  Citrus  Area  of  the  State  of  Florida. 

Section  3/  That  it  is  hereby  made  unlawful  for  any  person, 
firm,  corporation,  association,  or  other  business  unit,  to  quote,  offer 
for  sale,  sell,  ship  or  invoice  in  or  from  any  part  of  Brevard 
County  any  citrus  fruit  or  the  canned  product  thereof  grown  or 
processed  in  any  other-  State,  Counties  or  parts  of  Counties  of 
the  State  of  Florida  other  than  the  Area  herein  designated  as 
the  Indian  River  Citrus  Area,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  indicate  in 
any  form  whatsoever  that  said  citrus  fruit  or  product  thereof 
was  produced  in  the  Indian  River  Citrus  Area  of  the  State  of 
Florida. 

Section  4.  (A)  It  is  hereby  made  mandatory  on  any  person, 
firm,  corporation,  association  or  other  business  unit  in  Brevard 
County  to  specifically  advise  and  adequately  notify  the  buyer  of 
any  citrus  fruit  or  the  canned  product  thereof  produced  or  canned 
elsewhere  than  in  the  said  Indian  River  Citrus  Area,  that  the 
said  citrus  fruit  or  canned  product  thereof  was  not  grown  or 
produced  in  the  Indian  River  Citrus  Area  herein  designated. 

(B)  Such  notice  in  the  case  of  sale  of  fresh  fruit  directly  to 
the  consumer  may  be  oral,  and  in  the  case  of  shipment  in  package, 
crate,  hamper,  can  or  otherwise,  the  point  or  area  of  origin  shall 
be  distinctly  stated  in  the  invoice  or  manifest  accompanying  such 
shipment;  the  failure  to  so  advise  and  notify  such  buyer  or  con- 
signee shall  be  construed  as  a  violation  of  this  Act. 
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Section  5.  Any  person,  firm,  corporation,  association,  or  busi- 
ness unit,  who  shall  be  convicted  of  violation  of  any  provision  of  this 
Act  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  Five  Hundred 
($500.00)  Dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  six  (6) 
months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment  in  the  discretion 
of  the  Court- 
Section  6.  The  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  cumulative  to 
other  provisions  of  law  on  the  subject,  and  in  the  event  that  any 
part  of  this  Act  is  declared  unconstitutional  the  validity  of  the 
remaining  portions  of  this  Act  shall  not  be  affected. 

Section  7.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  its 
passage  and  approval  by  the  Governor  or  upon  its  becoming  a  law 
without   such  approval.

Apparatus  Required 

1.  A  Brix  hydrometer  with  a  scale  from  0°  to  15°  graduated  in 
0.1  degrees. 

2.  A  Centigrade  thermometer  with  a  scale  of  from  0°  to  110° 
graduated  in  degrees. 

3.  A  25  cubic  centimeter  pipette. 

4.  A  50  cubic  centimeter  burette,  graduated  in  0.1  cubic  centi- 
meters. 

5.  A  Burette  support. 

6.  A  graduated  glass  cylinder,  approximately  1%  inches  in 
diameter  by  14  inches  in  height. 

7.  A  small  funnel,  approximately  2  inches  in  diameter. 

8.  A  250  cubic  centimeter  Erlenmeyer  flask  for  titration. 

9.  A  beaker  or  enameled  ware  pan  of  approximately  V2  gallon 
capacity. 

10.   A  medicine  dropper. 

11..    Pieces  of  cheese  cloth  for  straining  juice. 
12.    Sheets  of  white  paper.

Chemicals  Required 

1.  A  standard  solution  of  sodium  hydroxide  or  potassium  hy- 
droxide, one  cubic  centimeter  of  which  is  equivalent  to  twenty  mili- 
grams  of  anhydrous  citric  acid. 

2.  A  solution  of  phenolphthalein  (fe-nol-thal-in)  for  use  as  an 
indicator,  best  contained  in  a  two-ounce  dropping  bottle. 


Determination  of  the  Total  Solids 


1.  The  glass  cylinder  is  filled  full  of  the  strained  and  mixed 
juice  and  the  Brix  hydrometer  slowly  sunk  into  the  juice  slightly  be- 
yond the  point  where  it  floats.  The  hydrometer  is  allowed  to  re- 
main for  a  few  minutes,  in  order  to  allow  the  air  in  the  juice  to 
escape,  care  being  taken  to  see  that  the  hydrometer  does  not  touch 
the  sides  of  the  cylinder.  The  reading  is  then  taken  with  the  eye  on 
a  level  with  the  top  of  the  liquid  and  the  line  at  the  top  of  the 
liquid  is  read. 

2.  The  temperature  of  the  solution  is  now  noted,  the  bulb  of 
the  thermometer  being  placed  in  the  juice  until  the  mercury  column 
becomes  stationary. 

3.  The  total  solids  is  now  found  by  looking  up  the  proper  cor- 
rection to  be  made  on  the  Brix  reading,  corresponding  to  the  tem- 
perature found.    Table  No.  1.

Determination  of  Acid 

1.  To  obtain  the  percentage  of  acid  in  the  juice,  fill  the  25  cubic 
centimeter  pipette  by  drawing  it  full  of  juice,  and  allow  the  excess 
to  flow  back  into  the  container  until  the  top  of  the  juice  is  opposite 
graduation  mark  held  on  a  level  with  the  eye.  Now  permit  the  con- 
tents of  the  pipette  to  flow  into  the  250  cubic  centimeter  Erlenmeyer 
flask.  Do  not  hurry  by  blowing  into  the  pipette. 

2.  Add  three  drops  of  the  phenolphthalein  indicator  solution 
from  the  dropping  bottle  or  with  a  medicine  dropper  to  the  juice. 

3.  Fill  the  burette  with  the  standard  alkali  solution  until  the  top 
of  the  liquid  is  level  with  the  zero  mark. 

4.  Add  the  solution  from  the  burette,  small  quantity  at  a  time, 
to  the  juice  in  the  Erlenmeyer  flask  placed  on  a  sheet  of  white  paper, 
shaking  the  flask  constantly. 

5.  The  juice  will  gradually  assume  a  yellow  color  and  finally 
a  pinkish  tint. 

6.  When  the  latter  is  observed,  stop  the  flow  of  the  solution 
from  the  burette  and  take  the  reading,  using  the  figure  at  the  point 
opposite  the  bottom  of  the  meniscus. 

7.  The  percent  of  acid  is  found  by  reference  to  the  following

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How  to  Get  Acid  Equivalent  from  Burette  Reading 

1.  Under  column  marked  "CC.  Alkali  Solution,"  find  figure 
corresponding  to  hurnette  reading.  The  figure  opposite  this  figure  in 
column  marked  "Per  Cent  Acid"  represents  the  amount  of  anhydrous 
citric  acid  cotntained  in  the  juice. 

Examples:    Alkali  solution — 

Burette  reading  12.  cc.  equals  0.92%  Acid. 
Burette  reading  18.3  cc.  equals  1.41%  Acid. 

Finding  Ratio 

The  ratio  is  found  by  dividing  the  per  cent  of  total  solids  by  the 
per  cent  of  citric  acid.  The  quotient  is  the  ratio,  or  the  number  of 
parts  of  total  soluble  solids  to  each  one  part  of  anhydrous  citric  acid 
contained  in  the  juice. 

Example: 

Total  solids  10.50% 
Acid  1.26% 
10.50-:-1.26  equals  8.33  ratio. 

Determination  of  Juice  Content  of  Grapefruit 

1.  A  doubled  piece  of  cheese  cloth  about  10  or  12  inches  square 
has  a  small  hole  cut  in  the  center  and  is  pushed  down  over  the 
threaded  screw  column  until  it  rests  on  the  base  plate  of  the  press. 

2.  The  grapefruit  is  then  peeled,  left  whole,  and  the  core  is 
spread  by  inserting  the  thumb.  The  fruit  is  then  pushed  down  on  the 
threaded  column  and  the  ends  of  the  cheese  cloth  are  loosely  tucked 
over  the  fruit. 

3.  The  inner  and  outer  cylinder  walls  are  then  placed  in  position, 
the  plunger  plate  is  slid  down  the  column,  the  handle  is  screwed  oft 
and  pressure  is  applied  and  gradually  carried  to  the  limit. 

4.  The  juice  is  then  measured  but  in  cases  of  close  tests  the 
drip  is  allowed  to  fall,  before  measuring,  until  the  rate  is  one  drop 
every  three  seconds. 

An  official  test  for  a  given  size  of  grapefruit  consists  of  the 
determining  in  the  above  manner  of  the  total  amount  of  juice  in 
three  or  more  fruit  of  that  size  and  dividing  the  total  number  of 
cubic  centimeters  by  the  number  of  fruit  used,  thereby  calculating  the 
average  juice  content  per  fruit  of  the  sample.
